ing their report with reference to 
the land uses of the City of Newark 
and recommendations with reference 
to changing of the zoning' ordinance 
of the city.

Mayor- Murphy: The last part of 
that resolution was put in in com- 
pliance with the contract submitted 
to the Corporation Counsel and my- 
self at the meeting with the F. P. 
H. A. representatives. That con- 
tract read, “Expenses of manage- 
ment and operations. All usual and 
normal expenses incurred by the lo- 
cal board in management and opera- 


tions of the project may be charged 
to and paid from the rent$ and rev- 
enue derived from the project. Such 
expenses shall include all taxes and 
payments in lieu of taxes, special 
assessments, liens and other fees 
which would normally be assessed 
against the property if it were pri- 
vately owned, except as provided in 
Section 102 C hereof. 


“The local body may also charge 
as an operation expense annual 
ground rentals for the city and for 
the utilities provided by it here- 
under computed on the basis of $15. 
per year per family accommodations 
provided hereunder, and $3. a year 
for temporary unit provided here- 
under for the purpose of this con- 
tract.” 


Mr. Parsonnet: In other words, 
gentlemen, the situation is that when 
we collect rents upon this project we 
can deduct, before turning it over 
to the Federal Government, costs 
and expenses for the maintenance 
of the project, including an amount 
equal for taxes on the land, even if 
it is government-owned or city- 
owned, plus taxes that might be se- 
cured from the buildings if they 
were -privately owned. We therefore 
have an opportunity for getting 
more land than we need for these 
houses by offering to lease the land 
from private owners at that price. 


Commissioner Brady: Before turn- 
ing it over, does this rent go to the 
government for these houses? 


Mr. Parsonnet: We collect it. We 
are permitted to retain out of it the 
cost of operations, including this tax 
proposal, in addition to $15. per 
family unit per year, which could 
be set aside for the purpose of event- 
ual demolition. 


Mayor Murphy: An annual report 
will have to be filed and the gov- 
ernment have a right to send in 
auditors to inspect ithe books and so 


forth. They spoke to me with ref- 
erence to who is going to handle 
the project. It was my thought that 
it might be assigned to the Housing 
Authority. They said that was very 
good. 


They allow charges for the man- 
agement of the operation in case 
the Housing Authority or the City 
Government has to have any charges 
for the management of the project. 


Commissioner Keenan: When the 
emergency is over, who is respon- 
sible for the removal, for the derno- 
lition and removal? 


Mayor Murphy: The City. We 
own them once they are erected and 
turned over to us for renting to the 
veterans, They become city prop- 
erty. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Is there 
a year-to-year lease in it? Is there 
a year-to-year agreement? 


Mr. Parsonnet: It is a continuing 
agreement to the end of the emer- 
gency. And there is a provision 
there requiring the city to demolish. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I under- 
stand that. But how about the 
agreement with the federal govern- 
ment? Is that a year-to-year agree- 
ment? 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. It is perman- 
ent; for the entire period. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: This au- 
thorizes the Mayor to negotiate with 
the owners of the vacant lots. Now, 
I could see if it is during the period 
of emergency it is going to tie up a 
lot of vacant land for 400 houses. 
Now, as a temporary measure, dur- 
ing the emergency, there may be 
land that is tied up for that by lease, 
and it will preclude a permanent 
structure such as an apartment 
house. And I think that ought to be 
taken into consideration. I think 


the resolution ought to be modified 
so that it permits — it is all right 
to authorize the Mayor to negotiate, 
but that the final action ought to | 
taken by the governing body of the 
city. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Director Ellenstein 
suggests, apparently, that the last 
few words of the resolution, “And to 
execute contracts of lease for such 
land in a form to be approved by the 
Corporation Counsel for the pur- 
poses aforesaid,” be eliminated, and 
changed, “to report thereon to the 
Board of Commissioners.” 


Commissioner Keenan: Just a 
point of information. Now, could 
_ that agreement be made contingent 
on this fact: If an agreement of some 
kind were to be contemplated on 
this, after the consent is given, that 
the building could be taken from 
there and placed somewhere else? 


Mayor Murphy: That will have to 
be done, Commissioner, any removal 
of that kind will have to be done at 
. the city’s expense. 


Commissioner Brady: I suggest, 
Mr. Mayor, in respect to the vacant 
land, I had a survey made, and we 
have at least 850 parcels of vacant 
land, some a thousand by 300, others 
500 by 200, 750 by various dimen- 
sions, and should we encounter any 
difficulty in having the person who 
rents the land, who may want the 
land back again, it is my intention 
to proceed with the rehabilitation of 
dwelling units in the city. It is in 
my department, and I propose to put 
enough money in the budget this 
year and to proceed with the re- 
habilitation of the developments. 


I had a survey conducted, and ac- 
cording to the report of Dr. Craster, 
we had 307 family units that can be 
rehabilitated. May I just read this 
paragraph into the record — (read- 
ing) — “The number of sub-standard 
dwellings surveyed was about 200. 


Those were so far gone as to make 
it useless and expensive to rehabili- 
tate, and were removed from any 
further consideration. Those re- 
maining were divided and reported 
on in four separate categories as 
follows: One. Total needing no re- 
pairs, one. Two. Total needing min- 
or repairs, 37. Three. Total need- 
ing major repairs, 71. Four. Total 
number of family units available, 
307.” 


Now, should we encounter any 
difficulty with respect to the re- 
moval of any proposed temporary 
homes from vacant land, I am sure 
by that time we may be able to place 
the families in permanent living 
quarters, because I hope to have 
within the next six months some of 
these houses rehabilitated. 


Mr. Parsonnet: There is one spe- 
cial section of the law which should 
require amendment before we pro- 
ceed, and that is this; the law says 
that you shall have a lien for the 
expenditure proposed; that the city 
shall have a lien; but it-does not say 
where that lien comes. Whether it 
is first or subsequent to mortgages, 
or what it is, 


Commissioner Brady: Who is go- 
ing to determine it? 


Mr. Parsonnet: May I suggest that 
the legislature be requested to de- 
termine it by declaring it to be a 
first lien? 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll on the resolution.

City Clerk: I have the following 
resolution presented by Director 
Murphy: 


WHEREAS, the Board of Com- 
commissioners of the city of New- 


ark has been ever alert to the needs 
and welfare of its people and is in- 
creasingly concerned with the ur- 
gent problem of maintaining the 
purchasing power of the people in 
order to finance our essential com- 
munity services and to continue the 
well-being and prosperity of our city 
and its citizens: workers, merchants, 
business, professional and service 
groups; and 


WHEREAS, in February, 1945, the 
Board of Commissioners called for 
wage adjustments “to assure an even 
and uninterrupted purchasing pow- 
er,” “to encourage a high level 
of production” and “to insure a 
true and genuine economic stabili- 
zation”; this was not done; and 


WHEREAS, after VJ Day, with 
the situation becoming even more 
acute and dislocation of our econ- 
omy occurring with terrific impact, 
the Commissioners individually 
urged Congress to enact legislation 
designed to maintain full employ- 
ment and full production, to raiz- 
purchasing power, to provide adc. 
quate unemployment compensation, 
and to improve the social well-being 
of the American people; this was 
not done; and 


WHEREAS; Though the needs of 
the people were not met, Congress 
did not hesitate to provide security 
for industry through the reduction 
of the excess profits tax, corporate 
tax reductions, tax rebates, and a 
guarantee of profits for two years 
based on their profit levels of the 
years 1936 to 1939; and 


WHEREAS, the Excess Profits 
Tax Law was adopted for the pur- 
pose of assuring corporations a 
minimum profit during post war re- 
conversion and is based upon “he 
same general principle as the pay- 
ment of unemployment compensa- 
tion to workers and has therefor 
operated inequitably in that cor- 
porations receive such benefits 
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notwithstanding the existance of a 
labor dispute while workers are 
deprived of unemployment bene- 
fits during strikes or lockouts; and 


WHEREAS, as a result of the re- 
fusal of Congress to pass the nec- 
essary legislation in the interests 
of all, our citizens are now ex- 
periencing a period of insecurity 
and turmoil. There is inadequate 
housing, spreading unemployment, 
reduced purchasing power, and 
rapidly growing strikes by workers 
seeking a solution to the problem 
of maintaining purchasing power. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark that 
this Commission records itself as 
reaffirming its call for wage ad- 
justments realistically reflecting 
the rise in the cost of living and 
providing for real purchasing power; 
as re-affirming our desire for strict 
maintenance of present price levels 
to prevent further increases in liv- 
ing costs; as commending the ef- 
forts of O. P. A. Administrator 
Chester Bowles to hold present 
price levels; as urging Congress to 
enact further legislation as follows: 


1 The Federal Unemployment 
Compensation Bill with the inclu- 
sion of the provision of $25. for 26 
weeks. 


2 The Full Employment Bill as 
originally introduced in Congress. 


3 The Wagner-Ellender-Taft Bill 
appropriating funds for needed 
housing. ~ 


4 The Pepper amendment to the 
Fair Labor Standards Act provid- 
ing a 65 cent minimum wage for 
workers. 


5 Amendment of the Federal 
Tax Laws qualifying eligibility of 
industry to tax rebates and guar- 
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antees by depriving of its benefits 
those in industry who (a) have en- 
tirely ceased production and (b) 
whose failure to earn profits is due 
to the existence of a labor dispute. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the Board call upon the New 
Jersey State Legislature to amend 
the unemployment compensation 
law in order to provide benefits to 
workers on strike and to provide 
sufficient funds to the municipalities 
for those who are in need; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that the City Clerk is directed to 
convey the views of this Commis- 
sion by forwarding a copy of this 
resolution to the President of the 
United States, to the Representa- 
tives and Senators from New Jersey 
in the United States Congress, to 
the Hon. Chester Bowles, O. P. 
Administrator, to the Governor of 
the State of New Jersey; the Spea- 
kers of the New Jersey State Assem- 
bly; the President of the New Jers 
Senate; and to the Essex County 
State Senator and Assemblyman.

Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
reading of the resolution. 


Commisisoner Villani: I move its 
adoption. 

Commissioner Ellenstein: I sec- 
ond the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made 


that the resolution be adopted. The ` 
Clerk will cali the roll. : 
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Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Ellenstein: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Keenan: I would 
like at the moment to be permitted 
to read a statement that I have 
prepared. 


I received, under date of Janu- 
ary 10th, 1946, a letter with the 
resolution, signed by Catherine 
Hoffman, representing the C. I. O. 
Therein it is sought to obtain af- 
firmative official action by the gov- 
erning body of this city on the 
matter set forth in the resolution. 


Presently the City finds itself 
in the midst of numerous strikes 
and probably others to come. These 
strikes are predicated on matters of 
controversy between management 
and labor, and I sincerely trust that 
some working agreement will be 
effectuated between management 
and labor, so that the reconversion 
program will not be stymied for an 
indefinite period. Most of the items 
which are the subject matter of the 
proposed resolution are matters of 
a highly controversial nature, and 
it seems to me that I cannot, as a 
City Commissioner, nor can my 
colleagues reasonably and sensibly 
pass official judgment on these mat- 
ters. Not only because of the con- 
troversial nature of the issues, but 
because of the fact that we are not 
sufficiently acquainted with the facts 
and circumstances in the issues men- 
tioned, to determine, as an official 
body, the merits of these contro- 
versies. 


I think that is particulary true 
now, in view of the great number 
of strikes, and most.of the items 
involved bear directly or indirectly 
on these controversies between 
management and labor. 


It would be trite to say that, 
*Everyone wants full employment,” 


"Everyone wants a living wage,” 
“Everyone wants adequate housing,” 
and “Everyone wants a lower cost 
of living.” These things we all want 
and desire. The procedure to be 
followed and the economic phil- 
osophy necessary to bring about 
these things are matters which 
should be determined in accord- 
ance with our democratic system 
of government, in which all those 
involved understand and respect 
not only their rights, but their re- 
sponsibilities as well. 


The members of the governing 
body of this city are pledged to rep- 
resent all the people, not just soms 
of them, and it seems to me that 
it would be a most unfortunate 
precedent, if I and my colleagues 
were to pass official judgment upon 
such highly controversial matters 
over which we have no control at 
law. 


At a recent conference in my 
office of union officials involved in 
various strikes throughout the City 
and later in a conference with 
management of one of the plants I 
made the fact clear that as an elect- 
ed official I represent everyone in 
Newark, that I would take an ab- 
solutely neutral attitude in these 
strike controversies, that I had no 
authority under the law to inquire 
into the merits of such controver- 
sies, and both management and la- 
bor wholeheartedly agreed with my 
official position. 


It seems to me that is the most 
sensible course to pursue, and to 
pass this resolution would be tan- 
tamount to passing official judg- 
ment upon matters in controversy. 
For that reason I shall vote “no,” on 
this resolution, and I shall urge my 
colleagues to consider the serious- 
ness of the issues involved and to 
take a similar position. 


I vote in the negative. 
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Commissioner  Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, since Director Keenan un- 
dertakes to talk for the Commission, 
having used the plural pronoun, 
and has made the statement that 
‘these are controversial matters, and 
that we, as I understand him to 
say, are not fully informed, I want 
to say for myself, and for myself 
only, that I have always tried to 
use my best judgment, and never 
subscribed to any resolution unless 
I had an intelligent approach upon 
the subject matter and was informed 
about the subject matter of the 
resolution. I think that I am fully 
qualified. Of course, there isn't 
anything that is ever presented, no 
matter how progressive a thought 
it was, that did not meet with some 
controversy at some place and some 
time, and I want to say for myself 
that I am wholeheartedly in favor 
of this resolution because I believe 
in all the principles that are es- 
poused in it. And I urge upon my 
good colleague, Dir. Keenan, to re- 
consider, and to vote favorably for 
the resolution. It is within the 
keeping of the times and th2 con- 
ditions that now exist, and the 
dire need of the country to require 
legislation of this character. And 
everything should be done, parti- 
cularly by this Commission as an 
elected body, to see that this leg- 
islation is carried out. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor, 
members of the Commission, and 
ladies and gentlemen present. I 
take no issue with Commissioner 
Ellenstein with regard to his per- 


sonal viewpoint. I expressed mine. 
I said in part, and I repeat, I can- 
not see how the Commission can 
intelligently pass upon this because 
of the fact it has been presented 
to us. There was handed to us a 
copy of a resolution; no discussion 
as to its merits and demerits. The 
resolution as such was not even 
read. 


Commissioner Villani: I vote ‘aye.” 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
state with reference to this reso- 
lution ‘that several months ago a 
committee representing labor and 
representing business interests in 
the City of Newark, of which Wal- 
ter Barry was part of, and other 
representatives of the C. I. O. and 
the A. F. of L., held conferences in 
my office, at which some members 
of the City Commission were pres- 
ent. They went into the merits and 
the demerits of the bills now be- 
fore Congress, which bills the Pres- 
ident has advocated the passage of. 


As you know, of course, I am 
a member of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and have been for 
many years. We have advocated 
that this program of the President’s 
be acted upon favorably by Cong- 
ress. 


With reference to Unemployment 
Compensation, many states through- 
out this country now have laws on 
their statute books, some of them 
having a penalty clause of some 
weeks, where those who are on 
strike are entitled to draw bene- 
fits for which this fund was created. 
And it was created for the bene- 
fit of the workers. 


We believe that these people 
should be paid when unemployed 
no matter for what reason, whether 
it be because of strikes or lockouts 
or whatever reason whatsoever, And 
that is one reason why we are call- 
ing on the state legislature. 


I am perfectly in accord with the 
resolution that was presented to 
me, which is in line with the many 
conferences we have had on this 
matter. Personally, I believe that 
it is wise on the part of the City 
Commissioners to support this move 
in order to bring about some action 
by Congress as soon as possible. 
I think that the general feeling by 
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every person is that Congress has 
not acted wisely in the long delay 
they have taken in conducting 
hearings without getting some ac- 
tion, and I think this proposal to- 
day to reinstate our position and to 
state whether or not we stand the 
way we have stood several months 
ago, is of vital importance. 


I think the time has arrived when 
Congress is turning back to Wash- 
ington in order to take some action; 
and the governing body of this city, 
speaking out to them, will let them 
know that we feel they should take 
some immediate steps to enact leg- 
islation for this program. Therefore, 
I am heartily in favor of the reso- 
lution and vote “aye.” 


(applause) 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr, Mayor, 
before the controversy closes, and 
I do hope that after this discourse 
it will close, your very explanation 
of your reason for voting in the 
affirmative substantiates my reason 
for voting in the negative. You said 
in part that the representatives of 
the various. organizations appeared 
in your office at a meeting where 
there was present some members 
of the City Commission. Might it 
not be well hereafter that when 
controversial questions of this ap- 
parent nature are brought before 
some members of the City Com- 
mission that an attempt be made 
to have all the members of the City 
Commission present? 


Mayor Murphy: May I say at this 
time, Director, if my memory serves 
me right, all the members of the 
Commission were invited to attend 
that conference. I believe Director 
Villani - I remember him being 
there - and Director Brady was 
there, and I think there was a rep- 
resentative, if I am not mistaken, 
of Commissioner Ellenstein - I am 
not sure. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Not 
that I know of. I did not receive 


any invitation. 


Commissioner Keenan: I received 
no invitation or intimation. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Not 
that it makes any difference with 
me whether I received the infor- 
mation or not. I maintain that I 
personally know enough about the 
subject matter of this resolution. 


Commissioner Keenan: I have 
not even heard it read. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I re- 
ceived no invitation of the confer- 
ence, but that does not make any 
difference with me. 


Mayor Murphy: It is my impres- 
sion that the members of the City 
Commission were invited to be 
there. 


The matter before us has been 
disposed of. 


Commissioner Villani: I move 
that we adjourn to Wednesday, 
January 30th. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made that the regular meeting ad- 
journ until the next regular meet- 
ing date which will be on January 
30th. The Clerk will call the roll. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, before you proceed on that, 
I think a resolution would be proper 
that the meetings be held on Wed- 
nesdays instead of on Tuesdays. 


Commissioner Keenan: That is 
right. We should pass a resolution 
that it be on Wednesdays instead 
of Tuesdays. 


Mayor Murphy: May I ask that 
the motion be made now? 


Mr. Parsonnet: It should be a 
formal motion. You don’t need a 
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resolution, unless you desire one. 


Commissioner Keenan: I move 
that a resolution be prepared im- 
mediately. ' 


Mr. Parsonnet: May I suggest 
that it be done by motion? You don't 
need a resolution. 


Commissioner Brady: I move that 
the meetings hereafter be held on 
every second Wednesday. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 


the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made that the meeting date of Tues- 
day be changed to Wednesday every 
two weeks. The Clerk will cail the 
roll. 


Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I am 
voting for a meeting every Wednes- 
day. 


Commissioner Keenan: That is not 
before the meeting. I move what 
Commissioner Ellenstein vote on the 
subject matter before the Commis- 
sion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 


to’ call to the attention of the Com- 
mission that we are in a serious 
situation in this reconversion per- 
iod. We observed that. It does not 
require a great deal of intelligence 
to understand it. I think there is 
enough at stake in this city to 
warrant, at least for the time being, 
meetings once a week on Wednes- 
days. I am just as busy as the other 
Commissioners, but I feel that it 
is my duty to meet as often as we 
possibly can. And, instead of meet- 
ing every other week, we should 
meet every week. 


Commissioner Keenan: We are al- 
ways subject to the call of the 
chair. 


I vote “aye.” 
Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 


Mayor Murphy: “Aye.” 

Commissioner Villani: Now it is 
in order for me to move to adjourn 
to Wednesday, January 30th. - 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made to adjourn. The Clerk will 
call the roll. .

Since the City Commission maj- 
ority at its recent conference de- 
cided to meet February 8, 1946, to 
approve the tentative budget only, 
I find no justification for cancelling 
a previous appointment to attend 
the Friday morning perfurctory 
meeting. 


However, I want to urge upon 
the Commission that it reconsider 
its action, which set the first budget 
conference for February 19th. May 
I point out that the Washington 
Birthday holiday will eliminate 
three days of the week end, thus 
reducing substantially the number 
of days between February 16th and 
the date required for the adver- 
tising and adoption of the budget. 


There is no good purpose for de- 
laying consideration of the budget 
to a later date. Therefore, I again 
repeat that immediate conferences 
be held daily until all budgetary 
items are exhaustively considered 
and explored, with a view to bring- 
ing the budget down to an irreduc- 
ible minimum.

3: The clear interior view of 
every butcher shop or other place

A Hearing on the 1946 Budget was 
held on the above date, by the 
Board of Commissioners, in the 
Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 10:00 AM. Eastern 
Standard Time. 


Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: This hearing on 
the 1946 budget, as advertised is 
now declared open. 


The City Clerk has made this re- 
quest. If there is anyone here who 
desires to speak at this budget hear- 
ing, will you kindly place your name 
with the City Clerk, so that you 
will have an opportunity to speak. 


Since the time of the advertis- 
ing of the budget each Commission- 
er has made changes in their bud- 
get. Commissioner Brady has re- 
duced his budget from $4,188,656.52, 
which was the advertised figure, and 
that has been reduced to $4,006,- 
356.52, a reduction of $182,300. 


Director Ellenstein's advertised 
budget was $1,707,338.67, and that 
has been reduced to $1,654,309.84. 
And in the Water Department, that 
budget was $3,451,263.33, which was 
advertised, and that has been re- 
duced to $3,349,280.24. A reduction 
of $101,982.09. 


Mr. Leslie Jamouneau: What was 
that reduction on the water works? 
I did not catch that. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: $54,000 
in that portion of the department. 
That enters in the tax levy. 


Mayor Murphy: Director Keenan’s 
advertised budget was $7,481,737.24. 
That has been reduced to $7,261,- 
737.24, or a reduction of $220,000. 


Director Villani’s budget of $4,- 
127,959, the advertised budget, was 
reduced to $3,889,362.32. A reduc- 
tion of $238,596.68. 


Mayor Murphy’s budget was $2,- 
992,686 as advertised, and that was 
reduced to $2,889,335. A reduction 
of $103,351. That item also includes 
the $7,000 reduction in the pension. 
The pension is $1,011,900 in the 
budget as advertised, and after re- 
view it is $1,004,900. A reduction of 
$7,000 there. i 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Is that 
included, Mr. Mayor, in the $103,000? 


Mayor Murphy: Yes. I said that. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Then 
the operating departments are de- 
creased by $96,000? 


Mayor Murphy: That is right. I 
would like to also announce that 
after the budget hearings are over, 
or at least after they come to a 
close, that there will be a meeting 
of the City Commissioners. 


Mayor Murphy: We will proceed. 


The City Clerk: Before you hear 
the public I have a communication 
under date of February 28, 1946, over 
the signature of J. Anton Hagios, 
Executive Manager, Broad Street 
and Merchants Association. It is 
addressed to the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark, and 
the subject is 1946 Budget. It reads 
as follows: 


"Gentlemen: 


You have made public å tentative 
1946 budget for the City of Newark 
with a tax rate at an all-time high 
of $5.88 per hundred. 


You are now engaged in paring 
this tentative budget. According to 
press reports, the extent of the re- 
ductions under discussion is trifling 
compared to the reduction needed 
in view of the present financial sta- 
tus of the City. 


In carrying on the business of ihe 
City under war conditions, you have 
had to solve many difficulties on an 
emergency and a necessarily make- 
shift basis. The Broad Street and 
Merchants Association of Newark 
appreciates that your decisions have 
been based on a constructive con- 
cern for the welfare of Newark. 
Now that you are considering a bud- 
get for the first post-war year, it is 
time to take stock critically of the 
temporary solutions of civic prob- 
lems forced on the City by the war. 
We offer you the following observa- 
tions as an aid in arriving at a real- 
istic perspective on the budget for 
1946. ` 


Compared to last year; you pro- 
pose an increase of four million dol- 
lars in total non-mandatory costs. 
Three and a half million dollars of 
this increase is in the appropriations 
for departméntal operations alone. 


The Broad Street and Merchants 
Association sees no off-setting in- 
crease in municipal services or in 
addition to City plant and equip- 
ment that justify these increases in 
appropriation. 


Our study reveals an alarming 
trend in which operating costs con- 
tinue to increase while ratables de- 
cline. We are in a vicious circle. 
The more operating expenses are in- 
creased as ratables decline, the less 
attractive Newark becomes as a site 


for new investment by private cap- 
ital. Already the unfavorable tax 
rate of recent years has discouraged 
new building in the City. Newark 
has many natural advantages that 
should attract new enterprises, but 
comparatively little residential or in- 
dustrial building has been construct- 
ed with private capital in Newark 
since 1938. 


The membership of the Broad 
Street and Merchants Association 
represents a substantial portion of 
the tax paying sources in the City; 
the prosperity of our business or- 
ganizations is closely dependent on 
the economic health of Newarz. We 
cannot be indifferent to a trend that 
undermines the financial soundness 
of the City, and that in turn is å 
threat to our own business interests 
and to the value of our investment 
in ratable property in Newark. 


We stress the effect on us as busi- 
ness men because the jobs and the 
economic and social welfare of the 
citizens of Newark depend on the 
encouragement, not the discourage- 
ment, of business enterprise. 


The long term welfare of the 
community demands that operating 
costs be kept in proper relations to 
ratables to give Newark a tax rate 
that will attract new ratables. Un- 
less private enterprise is encouraged 
to add new ratables by new con- 
struction, the whole tax structure 
of the City will ultimately break 
down. 


We favor reasonable wage adjust- 
ments for necessary City employees. 
Their compensation should be 
brought into line with the increase 
in the cost of living. However, the 
indicated increases in the budget are 
far greater than wage adjustments 
for necessary employees would re- 
quire. 


The 1946 budget merely carries 
forward in a sharper thrust the up- 


ward trend in controllable expenses 
that has been pronounced since 1938. 
We chose 1938 as a comparison be- 
cause in the 1946 budget you have 
provided substantially no more mu- 
nicipal services than the City then 
offered. The municipal plant and 
equipment is in much poorer physi- 
cal condition. The population for 
the two years differs by only a few 
thousand, yet you have appropri- 
ated seven million dollars more in 
1946 for controllable costs than there 
was in the budget for 1938. 


We cannot see why the City must 
pay seven million dollars more now 
than in 1938, a year in which the 
community had more and better 
plant and equipment than it has 


today and received as much com- 


munity service as it will in 1946. 


We request the maximum reduc- 
tion from the announced appropri- 
tions for the items of the budget 
that are non-mandatory and that 
can be controlled by your decis- 
ions.” 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection the communication will be 
made part of the record. 


Philip Prince: Mr. Mayor, mem- 
bers of the Commission. I would 
like to protest, on behalf of the em- 
ployees of the city, whom I repre- 
sent, any hampering of their pro- 
posed bonuses or increases or any 
tampering with the proposal to start 
as of July 1st or June Ist with any 
proposed wage scale for reduction 
of hours. I do this because it is the 
prime necessity to maintain the cost 
of living for all employees as well 
as for all workers. 


But I come here this morning, gen- 
tlemen, with a proposal to you that 
is far reaching; that is not going to 
be very popular with everyone; that 
might be resented by some people. 
But we cannot help that, because 
we want to be constructive about it. 


I have a formal statement that I 
will leave with the Commissioners. 
But I would like to speak extempor- 
aneously for a few moments. 


Yes, we are interested in main- 
taining a decent standard of wages 
for the employees; but we also have 
an interest as residents of the City 
to see to it that the City is operated 
efficiently; that the people get their 
dollars’ worth for the taxes that 
they pay. The program that we 
have in mind is a simple one. The 
City’s business is to render services 
to the City of Newark, and they hire 
people, employees, to maintain that 
service. Well, in the course of the 
years, with administration after ad- 
ministration, there were many em- 
ployees hired that are not thorough- 
ly essential to the services. If the 
City is to maintain their services and 
if the City is to pay a decent wage 
and maintain good conditions, then 
only those employees who do work 
for the City ought to be maintained 
on the City payroll. And when I say 
work, I mean eight hours a day. 


I think that all employees—I am 
not talking about the elected officials 
—ought to be asked to maintain their 
business hours at eight hours a day. 
I think these people ought to be paid 
well. All others ought to be sev- 
ered from the payroll. 


Well, I will say this is a far 
reaching proposition, because I 


: represent the union. But I am cer- 


tain that no member of our union 
will suffer. I am certain that no 
member of any other union will 
suffer. And I am equally certain 
that any bona fide civil service em- 
ployee of the City has nothing to 
fear from a program of that sort. 


The details of the program are 
quite simple. We urge upon the 
City Commissioners to establish a 
committee, truly representative, 
wholly impartial, to examine every 
division, every bureau, every de- 


partment, and to find out whether 
it takes five, ten or fifty people to 
run that department. And all sur- 
plus to be severed from the payroll, 
or transferred to another job. 


If that is done there is no ques- 
tion in my mind nor should there be 
any question in your minds that the 
services must improve; that the em- 

- ployees can be paid a better rate of 
pay then they are receiving at the 
moment; and that the union worker 
will not be harmed one bit. 


With this sort of a program the 
City can reduce its budget by at 
least 15 to 20 per cent permanently. 

Commissioner Keenan: Is that a 
statement of fact, Mr. Prince? 


Mr. Prince: That is an estimate, 
Mr. Keenan. 


Commissioner Keenan: That each 
department could decrease its bud- 
get 15 per cent? 


Mr. Prince: No. I say wholly the 
City may decrease its budget by 
15 or 20 per cent. I am mindful of 
the fact that a certain complement 
of our police and fire department is 
necessary below which you cannot 
go. I realize that perhaps that also 
is true of every single department. 
And I am also mindful of this fact 
that you could add here one and 
here two and four here, and come 
to the point where the aggregate 
can come to one or two hundred, 
amounting to $15,000, $20,000; and 
that is about ten or fifteen points in 
the tax rate. 


Commissioner Brady: Are you also 
mindful of the fact that this commit- 
tee that you speak about will be as 
well qualified for instance, as is Dr. 
Snavely to determine the necessities 
at the City Hospital? 


Mr. Prince: I think I would be as 
well qualified if I had all the facts 
and data at my disposal. 


Commissioner Brady: May I say 
now that between you and Dr. 
Snavely, I would not pay any at- 
tention to your ideas. 


Mr. Prince: I don’t doubt that. 


Commissioner Brady: And I want 
that for the record. 


Mr. Prince: I am not talking about 
the basis of Dr. Snavely, I am talk- 
ing about every bureau in the de- 
partment. 


Commissioner Brady: As a matter 
of fact we are undermanned at the 
hospital. 


Mr. Prince: Pardon me, Director, 
I am no commissioner, but I know a 
rotten egg when I smell one. 


Commissioner Brady: I know you 
do. So you ought to step out of the 
room. 


Mr. Prince: No, I would not do 
that. I would not do that; unless I 
am thrown out. 


Commissioner Brady: I don’t know 
what your reference is about a rot- 
ten egg. 


Mr. Prince: The program in brief 
is this; that a committee be estab- 
lished; that this committee repre- 
senting industry, commerce, civil 
service employees and labor be 
given a full-time clerical staff to do 
the necessary work. That the com- 
mittee have the data and documents 
from which it could draw the neces- 
sary information. That no appoint- 
ment be made to the City payroll 
pending the outcome of the com- 
mittee report. That the salary 
standardization committee withhold 
its work until such a time as this 
committee is ready to report. 


Carl Holderman: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners. I appear before you 
this morning in behalf of the munic-- 


ipal workers, particularly in the low 
wage bracket, to ask that no reduc- 
tion in their wages be made until å 
detailed study is made of the possi- 
bilities of reducing the budget by 
other methods. 


I do not appear as a municipal 
expert or as a financial expert in 
this matter. As a matter of fact, I 
offer no other proposal than that a 
detailed study be made of the sit- 
uation, because I have seen during 
the last number of years, legislation 
that has been hastily passed, which 
did not serve the purposes for which 
they were intended. 


I notice among the opponents, or 
among those that are advocating a 
reduction in the budget, and who 
indirectly at least are in favor of 
the decrease, is the Broad Street 
Merchants Association. But I 


certainly think if any of you gen- 


tlemen would go into any of the 
stores of the Broad Street Mer- 
-chants Association you will find that 
the goods that are sold across their 
counters are so high-priced today 
that it is very, very difficult for a 
family of $40. a week to maintain 
the kind of decent living standards. 
I am sure that they themselves have 
not considered that these are the 
people who are their customers, and 
if their income is to be reduced, 
then certainly they are going to suf- 
fer accordingly in their business. 
And any reduction in their taxes 
will be more than offset by the re- 
duction in their business. 


So I would like to close by urg- 
ing that no hasty action be taken in 
the reduction of the wages of the 
employees in the lower brackets, 
and that a more careful study be 
made of the budget situation. That 
if it is necessary to reduce the bud- 
get, that it should be taken from 
other sources than from those peo- 
ple who are in the low income brack- 
ets. 


Herman C. Silber: Mr. Mayor, and 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark. I attended a meeting last night 
of a committee I represent. I-rep- 
resent the Eighth Ward Civic Affairs 
Committee, and I am authorized to 
speak for four other Newark City 
civic associations. 


I would like to say that I attended 
two meetings, two budget meetings, 
here on Wednesday and Tuesday of. 
last week, at which time a number 
of the recommendations contained 
in our memorandum were referred 
to by Commissioner Ellenstein. I 
noticed that these recommendations 
or criticisms that the Commissioner 
made were absolutely ignored. 


I would like to read to you the 
recommendations, the criticisms and 
so forth, found by this group last 
night. 


“To the Mayor and Commission- 
ers of Newark: 


“I appear before you as Chairman 
of the Eighth Ward Civie Affairs 
Committee, with authority to rep- 
resent the Newark City Affairs Com- 
mittee, the Newark Budget Associa- 
tion, the Fifth Ward Iron-Bound 
Association, and the Newark City 
Commission Association. It is the 
considered judgment of the repre- 
sentatives of these associations, 
property owners and rent payers 
throughout the City of Newark, that 
Newark’s proposed tax rate of 5.88 
is the result of political job giving 
and mismanagement of Newark's 
affairs. 


For ten months we have been sil- 
ent, trusting that Newark's five 
Commissioners, pledged to an econ- 
omy program and cooperation, 
would reduce Newark’s tax rate. 
Instead today, Newark’s tax rate is 
the highest of all time. It has been 
suggested by many in the commun- 
ity, that operating costs can be re- 
duced by approximately five million 


dollars. Instead of generalizing, I 
shall be specific. p 


The above civic organizations 
have authorized me to recommend 
to you the abolition of the following 
positions. 


1, Each Commissioner with his 
cabinet of Executive Clerk, Deputy, 
Confidential Clerk, should be lim- 
ited to one assistant. 


2. Abolish the City Treasurer’s 
job. It has come to our attention 
that the present Treasurer never 
signs a check. 


3. Abolish the job of Tax Re- 
ceiver. 


4. Abolish the job of Fire Com- 
missioner, an honorary job now held 
by Mr. Carey, who seldom appears 
in his office and is engaged in travel- 
ing throughout the country. 


5. Abolish the office of License 
Commissioner. 


6. Abolish the Board of Safety, 
together with the Secretary. This 
board is a sixth finger. 


7. Abolish the Tax Board and 
substitute a competent Assessor. 


8. Abolish the Board of Assess- 
ments and Local Improvements, 
which hasn’t functioned for years. 
Its Secretary and Administrative 
help, exists only for payroll pur- 
poses. > 


9. Abolish the Dog Control Di- 
vision. This Division could very 
well be taken care of by Police. 


10. Abolish the job of Mr. Also- 
from, associated with the Meter Di- 
vision. This too, is a political pay- 
off. 


11. Abolish the Bureau of Claims, 
overstaffed with lawyers, who sel- 
dom appear in that department, and 
a department which is unwarranted 
by its uses. 


12. Place the Excise Board and 


the Board of Adjustments, on a non- 
salary basis. Many worthy citizens 
of Newark would gladly accept this 
honor, and discharge their duties 
without pay. 


13. Remove at least one-half of 
the Law Department. 


14. Abolish the Tax Foreclosure 
Department headed by Mr. Albano, 


-created by former Commissioner 


Byrne at five thousand dollars per 
year, and perpetuated by the pres- 
ent Commission, is only a politi- 
eal pay-off. In short, Mr. Mayor 
and Mr. Commissioners, if you are 
of good faith to the citizens of New- 
ark, begin your job today, by abol- . 
ishing these offices. It is regrettable, 
that ours is an organized movement 
to protect Newarkers, from their 
elected representatives. I predict, 
that none of these removals will be 
made, because they are the politi- 
cal machines of the Newark Commis- 
sion. In my opinion they represent 
the racket money Newark citizens 
must pay for Commission govern- 
ment.” 


Eighth Ward Civic Affairs Com. 
per Herman C. Silber. 


John C. Feil: Mr. Mayor and Com- 
missioners. I represent the Newark 
Taxpayers’ Associåtion. I have a 
statement that I would like to read. 


“The Newark Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, like other civic groups for the 
past decade, have manifested a keen 
interest in the administration of the 
affairs of our city, and from time 
to time in a spirit of cooperation 
and unity, and with the desire to be 
helpful, have transmitted to the city 
commission certain resolutions ad- 
opted at our regular meetings, di- 
recting their attention to the high 
tax rate and the necessity of paring 
the budget by substantially reduc- 
ing operating costs of the munic- 
ipal government. 


May I at this time enumerate some 
of the most important recommenda- 
tions made by the Association. 


Prompt action on delinquent taxes 
and tax title liens. 


Appointment of a Budget Director. 


Drastic and courageous cut in op- 
erating costs and thus providing a 
genuine and permanent reduction 
of the tax rate. 


Complete reorganization of the 
city’s sprawling departments, elim- 
inating duplication and waste. 


Abolition of sinecures. 


None of these recommendations 
except in the case of (delinquent 
taxes by Court Order) have received 
any consideration or genuine atten- 
tion by the City Commission. The 
present City Commissioners were 
elected on a program of strict econ- 
omy and such a reorganization of 
administrative affairs as would in- 
sure efficient, economical and busi- 
nesslike local government. But in 
spite of war time activity resulting 
in general prosperity giving the city 
the best current tax collection rec- 
ord in its history — lower reserve 
for uncollected taxes — lowest per- 
centage of relief cases — lower debt 
service, the tax rate is constantly 
increasing year after year, instead 
of a decided decrease, which the 
people are clamoring for. 


Notwithstanding our many pro- 
tests, which seem to be totally ig- 
nored, the city commission con- 
tinues to create new departments 
and unnecessary jobs which is glar- 
ing proof that this form of govern- 
ment smacks of the dynastic type 
and we are governed by five differ- 
ent and distinctive governments, 
each a government unto itself and 
not responsible to each other. There- 
fore, instead of functioning as a 
legislative body for the best inter- 
ests of the whole city there is ab- 
solutely no control or provision for 
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a veto power. 


Our city’s business has been con- 
ducted with far too much chaos, 
controversy, and factional strife and 
the commissioners seem to forget 
that they are public servants vested 
with a public trust, and that their 
individual ambitions and desires 
must be subordinate to the welfare 
of the city. It is high time that the 
City Commission realized its respon- 
sibilities and acted with the desire 
that their main function is to serve 
the best interests of the City of 
Newark. Retrenchment is now here 
and must be acted upon at once. 
Unless this is done, the city’s future 
progress will not only be impaired, 
but may be destroyed. 


The history of the Municipal Re- 
search Bureau is another sad com- 
mentary of the frustration. of the 
efforts to improve the operation of 
the police department. This bureau 
spent $10,000 of its own money for 
a comprehensive survey of the po- 
lice department. This survey was 
valuable and abounded in suggest- 
ions that were based on knowledge 
and study and this report was ig- 
nored completely. 


Where did the survey go — in 
the archives. 


Where is the survey of the Board 
of Education — costing $30,000 — 
and also containing suggested econ- 
omies and improvements — in the 
archives. Where is the survey of 
the water department costing $11,- 
500 — in the archives, Never in the 
history of Newark have we had a 
city commission who seems more 
indifferent and callous to the needs 
of the city and the welfare of the 
people. The strength of a city is 
the strength of the people and the 
lethargy among the citizens is utter- 
ly amazing. There is an urgent 
need for an awakening. The need 
for action is now. The need for 
citizens high and low, to express 


themselves on governmental mat- 


ters is highly desireable and essen- 
tial and should be encouraged by 
this body. 


The only immediate remedy for 
existing conditions is the reopening 


of the city budget and that of the 


Board of Education and to make 
drastic cuts in every department of 
government using all surpluses to- 
ward the reduction of the tax rate. 
Unless some prompt and drastic ac- 
tion is taken in this respect; the 
City’s progress and welfare is being 
ignored and Newark will continue 
to retrograde as å municipality and 
will continue to deteriorate as a well 
governed and progressive municipal- 
ity, which has unfortunately been 
its fate during the last decade.

Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor, 
while Mr. Feil is at the mike I 
think it only fair this particular 
moment to say something with re- 
gard to what seems to be the line 
of criticism of all of the speakers 
thus far, and it may be enlighten- 
ing to those speakers who follow. 


He uses in the phraseology their 
criticism of the budget of the munic- 
ipal government. Now, I said at 
previous conferences, and I would 
like to repeat it now—and I hope 
that it is carried in the press — 
unfortunately many of the things 
that are said are not. I said on pre- 
vious occasions, John, and through 
you to the assemblage, this: that I 
don’t think there is a sane person 
in the town that expected in this 
first post war year to find a reduc- 
tion in the tax rate or in the bud- 
get. And I am not just mention- 
ing municipal budgets as you and 
the previous speakers did. I say 
that for this reason; I don’t think 
there is an industrial plant in the 


town that maintains anywhere. near 
its last year’s personnel that has a’ 
lower expense in so far as wages 
are concerned. I don’t think there 
is a mercantile establishment in the 
town that maintains its last year’s 
personnel that has a lower expense 


in its salary. 


We are faced with the fact that 
everything that is bought is much 
higher today than it was the pre- 
vious years. That goes not alone 
for every purchaser in this City, 
but too the municipal government. 


The City employees for years were 
underpaid. And with regard to this 
particular first post war year and 
the expectations of reduced budgets, 
I don’t think there are many in the 
room, I don’t think there are many 
in the City, who realized that the 
returning veterans item alone in my 
budget would reach an increase of 
over $800,000 in that one item alone. 


The Department of Public Safety 
budget is 93 per cent wages. When 
you begin to cut other than wages 
then you are cutting into your ap- 
propriation of 7 per cent for main- 
tenance in so far as this important 
division: of government is concerned. 


Leon Watson, an expert in the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
published in the press a statement 
as a result of an expert survey with 
regard to the condition of fire ap- | 
paratus alone, and he said as an 
expert and as a result of that sur- 
vey that 90 per cent of the fire fight- 
ing apparatus in the state is obso- 
lete. We in the City of Newark are 
in a sad state with regard to the 
condition of that one important item 
in the budget. 


In addition to that, John, you 
speak of this total budget as a 
“municipal budget.” Never mind- 
ful apparently, in my opinion, that 
there are three budgets that reflect 
themselves in what is known as a' 


total municipal budget of some 
forty-five millions of dollars. 


Now, with regard to the criticism, 
it seems that the elected members 
of the City Commission receive it in 
its entirety — the criticism. 


In this total budget there are three 
budgets. Our 54 per cent of the 
total county expenditures. I never 
heard nor have I ever read of any 
one criticising the county budget at 
any time. If it is done, then it is 
covered as far as publication is 
concerned, and then reflected in our 
total budget for which we receive 
all of the criticism. So that is 54 
per cent of the county total expendi- 
tures over which we have not one 
word to say. 


In addition to that last large item, 
there is the item with regard to the 
Board of Education budget, over 
which we have very little if any- 
thing to say. 


Coupled with those two important 
enormous items in so far as budgets 
are concerned, then we come along 
with that one-third portion of what 
composes a municipal budget. Then 
if we were to answer just the criti- 
cisms for which we are directly re- 
sponsible, we would be answering 
for a tax rate of some $3.10 or $3.20. 


Our state budget in itself increased 
some "53 millions of dollars. Every 


municipality in Essex County, with . 


one or two exceptions, has been 
increased, 


Speaking for the Department of 
Public Safety, my budget is the 
largest in dollars and cents, and 
some 93 per cent of it goes in sal- 
aries known as wages. The other 7 
per cent goes in maintenance, the 
supply of apparatus, the supply of 
rolling equipment in the police de- 
partment, . 


Everybody realizes that the cost 


of living has increased. As. was 
said by Mr. Holderman, there is not 
a merchant among the merchants 
in Hagios’ letter — and he is not 
even here himself to defend that 
letter — that is not charging more 
on every piece of merchandise they 
sell. And who has to buy? Mr. 
and Mrs. Taxpayers, and the citi- 
zens, 


Mayor Murphy: I would just like to 
State that while I think many of 
your recommendations are sound, 
you must realize, as well as we do 
and everybody else, that we must 
try to work together to see what 
could be done in order to bring the 
tax rate down as much as possible. 


There has been some propaganda 
raised in connection with the rat- 
ables on properties. Take, for ex- 
ample, one property. It is at 383 
Ridge Street, and it is listed under 
the name of Silber. In 1934 that 
property was assessed at $12,800. 
The tax rate at that time was $3.65. 
The tax bill for the year 1934 was 
$467.20. The property was then 
valued at $12,800. 


"The values were reduced in that. 
particular instance, it was brought 
down to $7,700. Last year this bill 
was brought down to $397.32. That 
was at $5.16 per $100. valuation. 
And now, even at this year’s rate of 
$5.60, it would be $431.00. 


Leslie H. Jamouneau: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen, I jotted down the 
figures that the Mayor read off 
of the reductions that you propose 
in the budget, and according to my 
count they do not come to quite 
$800,000. It is only about 4 per cent 
of the increase that you propose on 
the basis of the departmental bud- 
get, as compared — to 4 per cent of 
the total expenditure I should say. 
It is only a small amount to offer in 
view of the increase of practically 
20 per cent. 


Mayor Murphy: Those figures that 
I read off, I did not include that 
$101,000. 


Mr. Jamouneau: In selecting the 
items to be cut you have disre- 
garded the suggestions of taxpayers, 
the press and civic organizations, 
and even of one of the commission- 
ers, all of which have stressed the 
swollen payrolis. And particularly 
the increase of sinecures and politi- 
cal feather-bed jobs created since 
the last election. Not a single one 
of these political parasites is to be 
disturbed; but instead you propose 
retrenchments only in matters that 
have been inadequately provided 
for, by cutting essential public serv- 
ices and by wilfully omitting alto- 
gether to provide vitally necessary 
funds. 


For example, the housing habili- 
tation program, Director Brady’s pet 
hobby, which he has claimed would 
largely solve the veterans’ housing 
problem, is cut out altogether. Even 
the inadequate amount of $10,000 he 
originally provided. . 


The City Hospital is to continue 
for another year with an underpaid, 
inadequate and overworked staff, 
while the purely sinecure positions 
on the Division of Claims remains 
untouched. 


I want to point out another strik- 
ing contrast, the Museum, where the 
appropriation of $222,374 has 
aroused my curiosity. That appro- 
priation is in the nature of a dona- 
tion. That is not one of the city 
bureaus or departments. The New- 
ark Museum is an association. It is 
a private corporation which owns 
the building and the land, and it 
operates to suit themselves. They 
have complete control over the per- 
sonnel and every part of the opera- 
tion. Of course it is perfectly prop- 
er for a city like Newark, progres- 
sive and up to date, to support a 
museum; but why the $222,374? Why 


don’t they make a lump sum appro- 
priation of $200,000. 


The Museum Association started 
off with a very modest call on the 
city. Originally they only got $15,- 
000 a year. Then they got $25,000 
for several years. 


I suggest that you drop that item 
to $150,000; take some of that money 
away from the Museum and give it 
to the Alms House. 


You have made no provision for 
direct relief, even though you are 
fully aware that the state laws will 
compel the city to provide this 
money during the course of this 
budget year, and that the money 
will have to be included in the 
1946 budget. In effect you are 
artificially depressing this year’s rate 
by several points at the expense of 
next year’s, when the emergency 
appropriations will have to be made 
good. The same thing is true about 
the school appropriation, from which 
you have deliberately omitted an 
item of $140,000 for bonuses, which 
were not included, but which you 
have full knowledge will be paid 
notwithstanding. And the city will 
have to make up this deficiency in 
the next year’s budget. Proper pro- 
vision for repair of the school build- 
ings has also been very unwisely 
omitted. 


I submit that it is more important 
for you to worry about the 1947 
rate than it is for the 1946 rate. 
The 1946 rate - - the die has al- 
ready been cast, and you cannot 
do much about it. It is going to 
take you months to reorganize the 
city government to put you on a 
proper basis. 


I would like to give you an idea 
on what the fundamental trouble 
is. It is primarily in the essential 
payroll expenditures. In 1940 the 
appropriation to the City of New- 
ark for the payroll of its ordinary 
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governmental subdivisions, exclu- 
sive of the school system and of the 
Port Newark, but including the 
Water Department, to taled 
$11,961,063. Now, these same ap- 
propriations as recently proposed in 
the 1946 budget totaled $17,840,462. 
An increase of about 50 per cent. 


Relatively the increase is actually 
over 57 per cent if you make al- 
lowances for the fact that the re- 
lief administration payroll has de- 
creased by nearly $500,000. That 
is not fairly to be credited to your 
increased efficiency; but that is 
due to the removal of the flow, 
and also the fact that you closed 
your City Home in Verona. And I 
think your continued failure to 
consider the operation of that in- 
stitution is a large factor in your 
juvenile delinquency. But anyway, 
you did abandon that institution, 
and you saved $80,000. 


When you take those things into 
consideration, you have actually 
increased the payroll by 57 per cent 
in those four years. Now, I don’t 
think you could justify that. One of 
your Commissioners, Director Ellen- 
stein already said he does not think 
that increase is justified. The other 
four Commissioners have not ex- 
pressed themselves. 


I have urged upon the City Com- 
mission that every department be 
broken down and seggregated, to 
determine the number of employees 
now in the city service and the 
number that were there in 1941. 


Commissioner Keenan: I have less. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And the 
increases in salaries and the in- 
creases in the cost of the materials, 
plus the cost of the mandatory 
items. And in that way only could 
we place our finger on that seg- 
regated item, whether it be ad- 
ditional personnel. And if it is ad- 
ditional personnel, each Commis- 


sioner should be called upon to 
make an explanation, and to defend 
the increase in that personnel dur- 
ing that period. It may be there 
were increases in salaries, and I 
think in many cases of that char- 
acter the increases would be in- 
equitable, where some favored per- 
son received larger increases than 
some person less favored. Now, 
that does not make for good govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I am sure that 
the tax-payers generally don’t want 
any false economy in the way of 
salary reductions, and the prosperity 
of the city depends on the City em- 
ployees being properly paid as well 
as any others. What I am driving at 
is that there is indication of five 
million dollars. Perhaps you could 
justify it all, and if you can, at 
least the taxpayers are entitled to 
that explanation. 


We want an explanation along 
the lines as Director Ellenstein has 
set forth. We want to have the em- 
ployees listed, showing their duties 
and what they are doing, and show- 
ing what it cost, and why it cost 
so much more today than it did 
then. That is something for you to 
act upon today. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Do you 
mind abandoning comparison with 
cities in other states? And let me 
point this out to you, which will 
substantiate your argument more 
forcibly. In Newark, since 1937, 
computed accurately, between 1937 
and 1945, the city lost 29 per cent 
in the ratables. 


And including approximately $6,- 
000,000 further loss, it amounts to 
almost 33 per cent. Since 1940 the 
city has lost approximately 22 per 
cent, or 21 per cent in ratables. And 
the tax rate in 1937 was $3.69, as 
against the approximate or estim- 
ated tax rate today — I think it is 
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$5.70 — is that it? Or $5.60. That 
is with the inclusion of — how much 
of the surplus? 


Mayor Murphy: That will be up 
to the Commission. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, up 
to the present time the contemplated 
tax rate is approximately $5.70 as 
against $3.69. 


In Trenton the losses in ratables, 
since 1937 to 1945 was 12.46 per 
cent. And from 1940 to 1945 it was 
4.34 per cent, with a tax rate of 
not more than $5. I don’t know 
what the tax rate was in 1937 — I 
did not get that detail. But the 
present tax rate is not more than $5. 

The City of Paterson, in 1937, it 
lost in ratables, between 1937 to 1945 
_ inclusive, 9.03 per cent. From 1940 

to 1945 its loss was 4.55 per cent. 
And the tax rate is approximately 
$4.38. That is for this year. 


Me 

The City of Passaic, from 1937 to 

1945 inclusive, lost in ratables 5.73 

per cent. In 1940 to 1945 the rat- 

ables lost was 1.43 per cent. And 
the tax rate for 1946 is $4.99 or $5. 


East Orange, in 1937, the redutc- 
tion in ratables from 1937 was 9.85 
per cent. In 1940 the reduction was 
7.75 per cent. There is one city 
that I think has increased its rat- 
ables in the last year; however, the 
tax rate in East Orange in 1945 was 
$4.10, and they anticipate a 10 point 
increase. 


Mr. Jamoneau: That is very level. 
They are along the line that I am 
arguing. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: They are 
not only level, but it is a fair com- 
parison. We operate under the 
same statute as they do. 


The point was made by the Mayor; 
he pointed out in certain instances 
that he took certain cases and show- 


ed that certain. taxes paid between 
certain years did not make very 
much difference. Now, who does 
pay those taxes? And the answer 
is simple. Industry pays those taxes. 
The average person who owns a two- 
family house, when he stops to con- 
sider that it costs the city $200. a. 
year to educate his children, and 
he receives services, sewer services, 
low water rates, street cleaning, 
snow removal, health protection, 
police and fire protection, he does 
not pay, the average individual does 
not pay for the services. It is in- 
dustry that pays the freight. 


Each one of the Commissioners 
know today, as I do and as you 
do, where they can cut their bud- 
get. I made the recommendation 
early last month that every job cre- 
ated since 1941, any new job created, 
should be eliminated, on the as- 
sumption that it is an unnecessary 
job. Unless the commissioner in 
whose department the job is will 
give good reasons why it is neces- 
sary in the functional activity of the 
City. 


This Commission has no apology 
to make in giving a decent living 
wage to any employee of the City 
equal to what private industry pays. 
They are rightfully entitled to it. 
But I don’t see how they could de- 
fend increases of a thousand dol- 
lars, generous increases, to those 
who hold political jobs. That would 
account, conservatively to at least 
$250,000. 


I want to say with emphasis that 
this year, as it was said by Mr. 
Jamouneau, is not anywheres near 
as bad as it will be in 1947 and 1948, 
unless something is done. And un- 
less something is done and umless 
heroic treatment is applied, we must 
consider that we are bound to have 
additional moneys for relief, and we 
must consider that the Commission 
now is planning to pull a million 
two hundred thousand dollars of 
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‘the $3,000,000 reserve in this year’s 
budget as against the tax levy. We 
must consider $300,000 additional 
will be added because of the legis- 
lation on the insurance companies. 
$300,000 tax dollars will be added 
in the second year and $300,000 ad- 
ditional in the third year until the 
maximum of $2,000,000 is reached 
in a period of approximately seven 
years. And should we fall down 
below the 90 per cent of the cur- 
rent tax collections in 1946, which 
I believe is likely, then we will be 
compelled to put that deficit in next 
year’s budget. And we will then be 
permitted to only anticipate the 
percentage of taxes collected this 
year. And in that way we will be 
compelled to put in a larger reserve 
for uncollected taxes. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to read this into the record. This 
is a letter from the Newark Museum. 
Franklin Conklin, Jr., is president; 
Paul B. Sommers, vice president; 
Mrs. Wallace M. Scudder, vice presi- 
dent; Mrs. John R. Hardin, Jr., vice 
president; Adrian Riker, treasurer; 
Beatrice Winser, secretary and di- 
rector; Alice W. Kendall, assistant 
secretary and assistant director. No 
sinecures or political appointments. 


The letter reads, "The Honorable 
John A. Brady, Director Department 
of Public Affairs. 


“My dear Commissioner Brady: 

“ I think your letter of January 
8th addressed to me was a routine 
letter sent to all departments of the 
City Government.—”. That was in 
respect to reducing her budget. 


“We are not, as you know, a de- 
partment of the City Government, 
but the Newark Museum Associa- 
tion is an incorporated body not for 
pecuniary profit, according to the 
act approved April 21, 1898. The 
purpose is to establish in the City of 
Newark, New Jersey, a museum for 
the reception and exhibition of arti- 


cles of art, science, history and tech- 
nology, and for the encouragement 
of the study of the arts and sciences. 
And to that end to acquire such 
real estate and personal property 
as may be convenient and necessary 
for the purpose. The title to all 
property real and personal is to be 
held by the Museum in trust for the 
people of the City of Newark.” ._ ` 


Now, their budget as you; indi- 
cated is $31,696 above that of last 
year. Of this amount $17,228.29 is 
for increases in staff salaries. 


$14,000 as a special appropriation 
to remedy a very dangerous condi- 
tion of the ceilings of three stories 
of the Museum addition. Contracts 
have been awarded for that purpose. 


I might say in passing that the 
Museum is open to any citizen of 
the City of Newark. The school 
children of the City of Newark take 
advantage of its facilities. It is for 
the cultural advancement of the citi- 
zens of the City of Newark, and I 
might invite, as a trustee of that 
organization, you and any other citi- 
zen of the City of Newark to go 
there and perhaps advance some of 
your cultural attainments. 


I am glad to see that you have 
changed your opinion with respect 
to the Alms House. I am not going 
to criticize you on any of your 
former remarks, but I am very 
happy that you are on record in 
changing your attitude towards the 
Alms House. 


With respect to the Division of 
Claims, that is not a new bureau in 
the City of Newark as indicated by 
you. It is a combination or a cen- 
tralization of a lopsided arrange- 
ment that I found when I took the’ 
department over. 


Just one more observation, con- 


cerning the ratables we hear so 
much about. I am no municipal 
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expert, but I have not heard in all 
this loss of ratables a word about 
the almost 20 per cent reduction that 
was forced upon the City of Newark 
by the county. 


Now, I am not a super man. I am 
just ordinary; but my department 
has not increased. As a matter of 
fact it has decreased from 1800 to 
1180 last year. And I have here 
present, if you desire to ask any one 
of them, experts in their particular 
field. 


I would like to ask Dr. Snavely 
whether or not he is over-manned 
at the City Hospital. I would like 
to ask Mr. Owen Malady, who is 
Director of Relief, to come before 
the Commission and tell us whether 
he, who-is an expert and who is 
interested in the affairs of the City 
of Newark, whether he sees ahead 
any disaster in so far as the relief 
picture in the City of Newark is 
concerned. 


We know what we are doing. I 
depend on my divisional heads. I 
don’t pretend now nor at any time, 
nor shall I ever pretend that I am 
expert over any of the bureaus over 
which I have supervision. I have 
men who have spent many years of 
their life there. I won’t take my 
hat off to anybody in America on 
police procedure or on crime detec- 
tion. But I do not know mutch about 
social science. That has not been 
my career. But I have the very 
best in the country, and I am satis- 
fied to go on their recommendations. 
And on their recommendations my 
budget is presented. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Now, may I re- 
ply? The Museum, Director Brady, 
has not answered any of the objec- 
tions I raised. The first objection 
was this; that the Museum is a pri- 
vate organization which operates 
with full control of its affairs, and 
the City fathers gave a donation 


every year. 


Commissioner Brady: And you are 
opposed to it? 


Mr. Jamouneau: I think the City 
should give that donation in the 
form of a round sum, because the 
Museum Association is not obligated 
to account to the City of Newark for 
any money given them. And the 
City is not under any obligation to 
pay any part of the Museum’s oper- 
ating expenses. It is a private cor- 
poration. 


I don’t object to the City giving 
the Museum a reasonable donation; 
but I do object to this farce of ad- 
opting it as part of the City Govern- 
ment, as you are doing. 


You have the payroll listed up, 
and by the way, only a few of them 
live in Newark. And you have all 
the expenses, including the taxes 
and insurance and interest on their 
mortgage, all of which I say is ir- 
regular and wrong. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I think 
in the past, as I recall it, it was a 
flat sum contribution. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Yes. Formerly 
the City paid a round sum of $135,- 
060, and I think it got as high as 
$150,000. And then during the past 
two or three years they adopted this 
practice of writing up their budget 
as if it were a regular city depart- 
ment. I think a donation of $232,000 
is entirely too much, if we could 
only afford to spend 8 cents for a 
meal for an Alms House patient. 
That I don’t think should be done. 


Commissioner Brady: I agree that 
you have a perfect right as Mr. Jam- 
ouneau to protest; but I don’t agree 
that you speak for the people of the 
City of Newark who enjoy the priv- 
ileges of the Museum. If the people 
of the City of Newark wart the 
Commission to maintain the Museum 
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at the expense which you indicate, I 
am perfectly satisfied to be guided 
by the wishes of the majority of the 
people of the City of Newark. 


I will take under advisement your 
protest, and I will be very happy 
to dö so; but I will also take into 
consideration the fact that many 
other citizens of Newark enjoy the 
privileges of the Museum. And 
when I hear a protest that in my 
opinion warrants taking away that 
amount of money from the Museum, 
then I will of course act in accord- 
ance with the majority wishes. 


Mr. Henry Schramm: Hearing 
about the departments being over- 
manned, I would like to say a few 
things” on it, particularly since I 
represent a local union that is rep- 
resented in every department. 


We have been in the Newark City 
Hospital for two years. We have not 
had a grievance in the Newark City 
Hospital for over a year. Any time 
that a supervisor can keep $800. a 
year people for the duration of the 
war, and keep them contented, that 
means he is a fine superintendent. 
And that keeps the union contented. 


I also want to say that we of the 
labor movement, representing the 
state, county and municipal employ- 
ees, are perfectly contented with the 
way the budget is right up to the 
present time. 


The City Clerk: That is all that 
have been listed with me to speak, 
Mr. Mayor. 


Herman C. Silber: Mr. Mayor, may’ 


I say a word? 


I would like to say to Director 
Keenan and to Director Brady that 
I am 100 per cent in accord with 
what they said about the county. In 
my opinion too, they do just as they 
damn please. And I believe it is up 


to you gentlemen, you gentlemen of 
this body, to go before the Legis- 
lature in Trenton and put it up to 
them. 


Now, I know what you are about 
to say to that, Director, and you 
told me the same thing last Wed- 
nesday, that you would not have a 
chance. 


Commissioner Keenan: Listen, Sil- 
ber, I am wondering, and very often 
the thought comes to your mind, it 
seems to be the opinion that the 
democrats run this town — and I 
as a democrat will stand before any- 
body. When this Commission was 
republican controlled, while it is a 
non-political form of government, 
you heard the government credited 
and praised. If we go back over 
those regimes, the picture would 
not be so rosy. Yet it seems every 
time there are democrats in the 
majority on this Commission, then 
the government is not satisfactory. 


Mr. Silber: The fact is, Mr. Mayor, 
if the recommendations and the 
criticisms that were made by our 
group and by Commissioner Ellen- 
stein were followed and carried out, 
I am satisfied that a substantial re- 
duction could be made in the 1946 
budget. 


Mayor Murphy: Not according to 
your figures as mentioned there. I 
say when there is an overall picture 
of all these things maybe we may 
be able to eventually accomplish it. 


Mr. Silber: I am speaking of the 
department collectively, and not of 
one Commissioner. 


Mayor Murphy: But what you did 
mention there, I think your figures 
went about $200,000 or $250,000, I 
don’t know which, but it went that 
high. And you got a figure of about 
$61,000 or $60,000 to a point. 


- Mr, Silber: That is right. 
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Mayor Murphy: So to me, even 
part of a point means a lot to the 
taxpayers of Newark.: But that 
would mean probably three or four 
points. It does not mean sixty 
points. 


Mr. Silber: I still feel. it could be 
gotten down to about five dollars. 


Mayor Murphy: Personally I do 


hope that we could bring it down to . 


below five dollars. 


Commissioner Keenan: Now, Sil- 
ber, wouldn’t there be a picture con- 
fronting us today in our first post- 
war year that if we assumed the 
assessed valuations inherited by the 
incoming Commission in 1941 had 
been retained, it would reflect itself 
in the payment of taxes. Then there 
would have been a substantial in- 
crease in the tax receipts at our 
present 93 per cent payment of taxes, 
and an increase in dollars and cents 
would reflect themselves in the 
added number of dollars that would 
have been taxed to the taxpayers, if 
that assessed valuation of 1941 were 
retained. But it was reduced in a 
savings of dollars and cents, to each 
taxpayer. But we would have had 
a better picture today if we had re- 
tained the 1941 valuation. There 
would have been more money in 
dollars and cents in that 93 per cent 
of collection of taxes. 


Mr. Silber: Well, nevertheless, 
there is a lot of by-passing there. 


Commissioner Keenan: Not at all. 
If you were assessed, as was read 
. here, some $12,000 in 1937 or 1938, 
whatever it was that the Mayor is 
calling off, you were not paying on 
that assessed valuation last year, or 
since 1941. There have been two 
reductions I think from that some 
eleven or twelve to some nine or 
seven. Those are substantial reduc- 
tions. ' 


Mr. Silber: The fact is that they 


are simply inflated values. 


Commissioner Keenan: But they 
were more inflated, and you -paid 
taxes on them in 1941. And if those 
tax values were retained you would 
have paid more taxes then than you 
are now. ‘You see, it is a financial 
problem all around. 


Mr. Silber: I still think we gave 
you the proper formula. And there 
is no question why it cannot be done. 


Mayor Murphy? All right, is there 
anybody further who desires to be 
heard? 


The City Clerk: That is all, Mr. 
Mayor, 


Mayor Murphy: The budget will 
have to be readvertised. And of 
course, in order to do that one of the 
first questions to come up is what 
action the Commission wants to take 
on the amended budget, so that we 
could set a date for advertising it, 
and also the date for the next hear- 
ing. 


Commissioner Villani: I make a 
motion that the amended budget be 
approved. 


Commissioner Brady: I second it. 


Mr. Parsonnet: May I suggest that 
you do not say “approved”, but that 
the proposed amendment be accept- 
ed, and readvertised. 


Commissioner Villani: All right, 


Mayor Murphy: Doesn’t this reso- 
lution answer that question? 
. Mr. Parsonnet: You cannot use 
the word “approved.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Do I un- ` 
derstand that this budget is to be 
readvertised again, and then read- 
vertised again in the event there 
are further cuts? 
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Mr. Parsonnet: May I suggest this 
to you. We have checked with Mr. 
Darby, as well as going into the law 
ourselves, and we find that rather 
than advertising the entire budget 
we are going to advertise, or should 
advertise, merely the changes in the 
budget. Of course if there are fur- 
ther changes there would have to 
be another advertisement. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
just it. Why go to that trouble? 
Does that mean that this Commis- 
sion feels that this is the final bud- 
get? 

Commissioner Villani: So far as 
I am concerned it is. 


Commissioner Brady: So far as I 
am concerned too. 


Mayor Murphy: Unless the Com- 
missioners want to continue with 
these hearings. But that is up to the 
Commissioners. If they want to 
continue on, all right. And if you 
want to readvertise the budget you 
have to have a hearing on the re- 
advertising. And if there are fur- 
ther cuts at that time, whatever 
they may be in the budget, they will 
have to be readvertised. 


Mr. Parsonnet: It will have to be 
advertised, however. 


Commissioner Villani: I move the 
amendment as proposed here be ac- 
cepted, and the changes advertised 
in accordance with the law. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: On that 
question, I want to say that I am 
opposed to that. I am opposed to it 
because there is no point in adver- 
tising the budget unless the Com- 
missioners feel that it is as far as 
they can go, or will go, on the re- 
ductions. 


Commissioner Villani: That’s right. 


Mayor Murphy: You have to ad- 
vertise it anyhow. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Of course 
you do. But there is no necessity 
of advertising. The law does not 
compel you to advertise now. I 
think further attempts ought to be 
continued to first reduke the ‘bud- 
get. I feel that it can be substan- 
tially reduced. ` 


Commissioner Villani: Question on 
the motion, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made. The Clerk will call the roll. 
The Clerk has a record of the mo- 
tion. 


The City Clerk: The motion is that 
the amendment be accepted and the 
amendment advertised, and a héar- 
ing date set. 


(The City Clerk called the roll). 
Commissioner Brady: I vote “Aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I vote 
“no” because there is no legal obli- 
gation upon the part of the City to 
advertise the budget right now. It 
can be advertised after further con- 
ferences on the budget, and I think 
it can be substantially reduced. 


Commissioner Keenan: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 
Mayor Murphy: “Aye.” 


It has been established in this bud- 
get, from surplus funds of the City, 
that there are $3,040,000 in surplus 
and $288,000 that is coming to the 
City from the railroad tax interest. 
That will make a city surplus of $3,- 
328,000. The question that comes up 
now is as to how much more, if any- 
thing, the City Commissioners want 
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to appropriate, in addition to the 
$600,000. The surplus there is $3,- 
328,000. $600,000 has already been 
appropriated in the present ap- 
proved budget. 


Commissioner Villani: I suggest 
that we use about a million dollars 
of that. 


Mayor Murphy: I recommended 
$900,000 myself. 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
we use $1,000,000 of it. 


Commissioner Brady: I second it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What is 
this? This resolution that I have 
before me contemplates the taking 
of $587,600. 


Mr. Parsonnet: May'I interrupt at 
this point? That has no relation, 
Director, to this resolution. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What is 


this? 


Mr. Parsonnet: There was appro- 
priated $600,000 for the purpose of 
surplus. There was an additional 
item of $288,000 of railroad inter- 
est that we are getting in. The 
Mayor is now suggesting an addi- 
tional appropriation from surplus in 
view of that $288,000. 


Mayor Murphy: In other words, 
with the $288,000 of the distribution 
of railroad taxes, that brings the 
surplus to $3,328,000. 

How 


Commissioner Ellenstein: 


much? 
Mayor Murphy: $3,328,000. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Of which 
you are appropriating how much? 


Mayor Murphy: So far there has 
been appropriated only $600,000 
from that surplus in the present 


surplus. 


Commissioner Villani: And I am 
asking for $400,000 more. 


‘Commissioner Ellenstein: Y o u 
want to appropriate $1,000,000? 


Commissioner Villani: That’s right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Out of 
the $3,328,000? 


Commissioner Villani: That's right. 


Mayor Murphy: If that is ap- 
proved, it would leave $2,328,000. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I am op- 
posed to that, Mr. Mayor. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I am 
speaking on the motion. I am op- 
posed to that on the sound prin- 
ciples that you save in good times 
for bad times. And when yow are 
collecting 92.90 per cent of the cur- 
rent taxes, that is good times. But 
you may strike a year within the 
next two years where it will be 
necessary for you to use the sub- 
stantial sum of $3,328,000, and it 
would be wiser and sounder not to 
absorb too much of that surplus 
that you have, and to save it for 
a lean year rather than divide it into 
percentages. It may be necessary— 
and I think when you find you are 
not collecting the amount of taxes 
that you anticipate and when you 
go into the following year with a 
deficit, and you could only antici- 
pate the amount that you collected 
in the last year, then is the time 
that you should use a substantial 
amount of your surplus. 


You are only deceiving yourself 
by cutting down on your tax levy 
and leaving your operational cost 
the same. You still must say that 
it cost you a certain amount of 
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dollars to operate. And when that 
arises, when you have to put a 
substantial sum in the budget, as 
I read to you today, of over a mil- 
lion dollars, that is the time that 
you should use a substantial part 
of this sum that you accumulated. 


Commissioner Villani: Question 
on the motion, Mr. Mayor. Let’s go. 


(City Clerk calls the roll). 


Commissioner Brady: Before vot- 
ing on it, Mr. Mayor, I want to 
say I agree with the principles ex- 
pressed by Mr. English expressed 
by him in his article in the news- 
paper, and I believe that we should 
take advantage of it. I vote “aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Who is 


1e? 


Commissioner Brady: He is the 
chairman of an informal budget re- 
view committee. This article ap- 
peared in the Newark Evening News 
last week sometime I believe. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I can- 
not conceive how anybody considers 
that as good business. 

Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission, I 
appreciate as an elected official the 
importance of accumulation of sur- 
pluses. The very reason for the 
accumulation of surpluses are to 
meet various emergencies. We must 
realize, if we face facts, that in this 
first post war year, faced as we are 
with the high cost of living which 
necessitates high cost of expendi- 
tures, the use of surpluses. And the 
use of surplus has been urged by 
the New Jersey State League of 
Municipalities. Some municipalities 
have utilized, for tax reduction pur- 
poses, for this emergency, all of 
their surplus. That in my opinion 
can be dangerous: While we have 
a surplus of $3,328,000, a portion 


of that should be used dufring this 
particular crises - - and it is just 
that. 


When the enactment of that par- 
ticular legislation was made, while it 
had in mind decreased tax reduc- 
tions, it also had in mind emer- 
gencies. I feel that the taxpayers 
of the City of Newark are now faced 
with an emergency or a crises. And 
I vote “aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to make myself clear at this point. 
I said I was voting for the $600,000 
which looks more like the per cent 
that should be used of the sur- 
plus, rather than use one-third of 
the total surplus. 


Mayor Murphy: I vote “aye.” But 
I think the Commissioners have to 
keep in mind something that has 
been mentioned before, and that 
is that over the course of the year 
-we certainly have to do something 
to try to pull things down. Because 
as it was mentioned before, and it 
is a fact, that million dollars that 
you take now and use, you will 
have to replace that million dollars 
or it will affect the tax rate. 


The next question before the 
Commission is the question of the 
surplus finds in the Water Depart- 
ment, - - 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
we take $500,000 of it. 


Commissioner Brady: I second it. 
Mayor Murphy: Wait a minute. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Just a 
moment. I want to be heard on it. 
Is there a second to that motion? 


Mayor Murphy: There is no sec- 
ond to it yet. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes, I 
heard a second to it. 


På 
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Mayor Murphy: Wait a minute. 
I am going to ask you to hold that 
motion for å moment. 


. According to the record, the Water 
. Department has a surplus of $587,- 
624.24. I am ‘pointing this out to 
the Commission: if nothing is ap- 
propriated for 1946 for the capital 
improvement fund and assuming 
that last year profits of $333,000 is 
absorbed by increased costs, the 
Water Department will show a pro- 
fit of $450,000, representing the re- 
moval of $600,000 in the appropria- 
tion for capital improvements, and 
$150,000 appropriated towards it 
from surplus. This earning of 
$450,000 with the $587,000 will give 
a cash surplus at the end of the year, 
$1,037,000. 


There is still an opportunity there 
for additional profits, unless it is 
absorbed by increased operation 
costs that may be involved. Also 
there may be a drop there in the 
usage of water. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want to 
be heard. In the first place, I want 
to point out to you, Mr. Mayor, and 
to the Commissioners, that I had no 
knowledge that there would be any 
attempt here today to appropriate 
any surplus in the Water Depart- 
ment, and I am not fully prepared 
to discuss this matter. However, I 
do know this; I received an opinion 
from the Corporation Counsel, and 
it is the usual political opinion. 


He cites one law, the Commission 
Act, and even in that law there is 
a great deal of doubt as to whether 
this Commission could do anything 
about appropriating any surplus in 
the Water Department when it is 
needed for maintenance, present or 
deferred. 


Now, I ought to be given an op- 
portunity - -= 


Commissioner Villani: (Interrupt- 


ing) But we. did it before. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Just a 
minute. I am not concerned with 
what you did before. I should be 

: given an opportunity to confer with 
those in the Water Department to 
determine whether all or any of ` 
that money will be necessary to 
maintain the Water Department, not. 
only for the current fiscal year, but 
for any deferred maintenance. And 
that is not in the law as presented 
by the Corporation Counsel. How- 
ever, the Corporation Counsel, con- 
veniently or otherwise - - and I 
only glanced at the two budget acts 
that are special acts, and as special 
acts they are exceptions to the gen- 
eral act - - he presents me with an 
act that was passed in 1912. But 
these budget acts were passed in 
1937. I have not got them before 
me - - I simply glanced at them. 


Let me read the law for the bene- 
fit of the Corporation Counsel and 
the Commissioners, and for those 
present - - 


Commissioner Villani: We read it. 
We received a copy of it, didn't we? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Let me 


read it to you again. Maybe you 
read it but did not digest. 


He read the state act. 


Mayor Murphy: The resolution 
has been passed to the Commission- 
ers. The Clerk will call the roll. 


(The City Clerk calls the roll). 
Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Ellenstein: “No.” 

Mayor Murphy: I think you bet- 
ter read the resolution (addressing 
City Clerk). 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I guess 
you don’t need me on this thing. 
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You four boys could pass on every- 
thing. 


(Commissioner Ellenstein starts to 
leave the room). 


If that courtesy is not extended 
to a member of the Commission in 
allowing a day to pass by, to al- 
low me to present the facts and to 
learn whether the Water Depart- 
ment is going to be in jeopardy as 
.a result of this - - why, there are 
lines that have been underground 
for many years; there may be aux- 
iliary lines. That is something you 
folks know nothing about. 


Mayor Murphy: You have $1,200, 
000 for capital improvements. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
the thing I want to find out. There 
are many lines many years old. No- 
body knows the nature of the soil. 
Even today the water is shut off at 
Little Falls with a great deal of 
care for the water pressure back of 
it will burst those lines. And you 
don't extend the courtesy of delay- 
ing this until tomorrow or Monday 
or any time. So go ahead and run 
the works. ` 


(Commissioner Ellenstein leaves 
the room). 


Commissioner Keenan: All right, 
read the resolution. 


“WHEREAS, under the provision 
of R. S. 40:72-18, the Board of Com- 
missioners may appropriate excess 
revenue remaining at' the end of 
each fiscal year as in said statute 
provided; and 


WHEREAS, at the end of the 
fiscal year 1945, there is the sum of 
$587,624.24 excess revenue remain- 
ing from water renis, fees and 
charges received from the sale of 
water and the operation of the Wa- 
ter Works owned by the City of 
Newark; f 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
by the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark that the sum of 
$500,000. be and the same is here- 
by appropriated as Water Opera- 
ting Surplus of prior years in the 
budget of the City of Newark for 
the year 1946; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
by the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark that the prior 
written consent of the Commissioner 
of Local Government be and the 
same is requested for the use of 
the following item of Revenue; 


Water Operating Surplus of $500,- 
000. — 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll. — . 


Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor, 
and members of the Commission, I 
think that interested as Director 
Ellenstein is, in his department, 
having a surplus of $1,200,000 allo- 
cated for capital improvements, with 
the city and the taxpayers facing 
the situation that they have to face 
due to the times and conditions, I 
think there will be no harm done. 
And if there is a legal opinion that 
this money can be taken, I vote 
“aye” - - at the moment. In the 
event that it is ever declared illegal 
prior to March llth, I stand in a 
position to rescind that affirmative 
vote. 


Commissioner Villani: The reason 
I am pressing it today is because I 
am going to be away for the next 
month, and I want to be in a pos- 
ition to vote to give the taxpayers 
relief. That is why I am voting 
“aye,” in spite of Ellenstein’s re- 
marks. 


Mayor Murphy: It now becomes 
necessary for the Commission to 
take action on whether they wish 
to advertise the budget as the 
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‘changes have been acted upon by 
the Commissioners, and if they are 
ready to so act, we should be in- 
structed to advertise the budget in 
the newspapers, and that we set the 
public hearing for next Friday, at 
which time the Commissioners can 
make further cuts if they so desire. 
And on that day these people have a 
‘perfect right to come here and to 
protest again, just as they have 
done today. And if the Commission- 
ers wish to carry these hearings 
into next Monday or next Satur- 
day or until next Tuesday of the 
following week, or to any day they 
wish, they can. The Commissioners 
may continue these hearings to 
consider further amendments to the 
budget. The door is not being closed 
by this Commisison. And anybody 
appearing here may appear again. 
The Commissioners may -make fur- 
ther cuts. 


I want that clear. I don’t want 
anyone to get the impression that 
this action today is final. It is not 
final. Today is the date set for the 
public hearing on this budget, and 
action ought to be taken now to 
advertise these changes in the bud- 
get. As a matter of fact, I think the 
whole budget should be readvertised 
because of the numerous changes 
made in it. 


Could I have a motion to that 
effect, that the budget be readver- 


tised? 


Commissioner Villani: I so move 
you. 


Mr. Parsonnet: There is a resolu- 
tion for that. 


Mayor Murphy: Counsel informs 
me there is a resolution. 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
the City Clerk be authorized to 
advertise the budget in accordance 
with the law on Tuesday, March 5, 
and that the hearing on the adver- 
tised budget take place, the public 
hearing take place, at 10 A. M. in 
the Commission Chamber on Friday, 
March 8th. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made that the changed budget be 
advertised on Tuesday, March 5th, 
and that the public hearing be held 
on Friday at 10 A. M. on March 
8th. 


The Clerk will call the roll.

A Public Hearing on the 1946 
Budget was held on the above date 
by the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, N. J., in the 
Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11:00 A. M., Eastern 
Standard Time. 


Mayor Murphy: This public hear- 


ing will come to order. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 
Present: Commissioners Brady, 


Ellenstein, Keenan, Mayor Murphy. 
Absent: Commissioner Villani. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, I want to say that I am 
leaving at 11:15. I have an appoint- 
ment with the Local Government 
Board at 1 o’clock, and I will be 
compelled to leave at 11:15. 


Mayor Murphy: AI right. Could 
we proceed with the rest of the 
meeting? 


City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, I have in 
connection with this hearing on the 
amendment, from Mr. Darby’s office, 
over the signature of A. S. Hulsart 
for Mr. Darby, an approval of the 
following item of revenue in the 
1946 budget: “Surplus from water 
utility, $500,000.” 


I have also a notice of appeal from 
that decision from Director Ellen- 
stein. And I have a telegram from 
Mr: Darby, the Director of Local 
Government. Copies of this tele- 
gram have been submitted to the 
Corporation Counsel and to Director 
Ellenstein's office immediately after 
the receipt of it. 


This telegram reads as follows: 


“Local Government Board will 
consider petition of appeal in re: 
Newark budget, Friday, March 8th, 
1 p. m., at office of the Board at 150 
East State Street, Trenton, New 
Jersey.” 


This is all being recited for the 
record, so that we will keep it up 
to date. 


City Clerk: Is there anyone here 
who wants to be heard on the bud- 
get as amended? 


John C. Feil: Mr. Mayor and Com- 
missioners, while there has been a 
cut made in the budget as amended, 
it is not near enough. This tax rate 
must go down, and it must go down 
to at least the rate of 1945. 


Our association has requested me 
to appear before you again and most 
urgently request that this budget 
and that of the Board of Education 
be reopened, and that drastic cuts 
be made. It can be done. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, so far as I 
know the changes that have been 
made by the Commissioners were 
mentioned at the last hearing, and 
the budget has been advertised with 
the changes. And that is what this 
hearing has been called for today. I 
don’t know of any other action, 
other than what you have just men- 
tioned. 


Commissioner Keenan: I said a 
week ago I did not think there was 
a sane person in the town who ex- 
pected the tax rate to remain the 
same as it was last year in view of 
the fact that the wages for the mu- 
nicipal employees were just as much 
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affected as those of any other type 
of employee. And primarily that is 
one of the reasons that Safety’s 
budget was raised. 


Now, while we are on that point, 
we reduced the municipal employees 
bonuses to $250. The County is still 
giving $360. to every employee un- 
der $3,000. I never heard you raise 
your voice. And that was published 
in the News under date of January 
14th, page 14, column 1, when they 
were given. And they are giving 
$360. And the municipal employee 
is limited, by agreement with the 
Commissioners, to $250. 


I did not hear Johnny Feil or any- 
one else raise their voice to those 
things. And we pay the county 
through the nose as I said at the last 
meeting of the Commission. And I 
said that when Silber was at that 
“mike,” when I was explaining the 
four branches that go to make up 
that budget that you call a munic- 
ipal budget, our share of the countys 
budget, our share of the Board of 
Education Budget, and our share of 
the mandatory charges. And yet we 
stand here and take criticism for 
the municipal budget. And as I said 
to Silber, you never read that in 
the papers nor will you read it, 
after it was said that day. Nor did 
he or you read it, the manner in 
which the budget is broken up. And 
yet we stand here and take criti- 
cism for budgets that are not our 
responsibility. And yet, I dont see 
you protesting to that portion of the 
budget that goes in to make up the 
municipal budget. But you come 
here before the Commission, like 
everyone else does, and complain 
here. You could complain in other 
places, and proportionately bring 
their budget down, as you are at- 
tempting to do with the budget, 
with the municipal share of that 
whole budget. But no action is 
taken to do those things. 


Do you know that the county em- 


ployees are getting $360. bonuses? 
I don’t think you do. And yet it is 
in our 54 per cent of the county 
expenditures. 


Mr. Feil: I have only this to say; 
that this budget should be reopened, 
and if you could reduce the bud- 
get by one million dollars, I would 
suggest that you use another 
million dollars of your surplus, and 
then you will have a tax rate of 
lower than 1945. It can be done, 
and you gentlemen could do it if 
you have the will. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I will 
have to leave now, Mr. Mayor; but 
before leaving I want to say in con- 
nection with what has been said 
here by Mr. Feil, that on February 
2nd, I sent a letter to you, Mr. 
Mayor, a copy of which went to all 
the Commissioners, suggesting that 
all jobs created in 1941 be assumed 
that they were unnecessary, until 
each Commissioner in whose de- 
partment the jobs were created, 
give good, substantial reasons why 
the jobs were necessary. No atten- 
tion was paid to that. I made an- 
other suggestion on February lith. 
I urged the Commissioners to meet 
continuously and go over the bud- 
gets of each department, and up to 
date there were only two budgets 
gone over, that of Commissioner 
Brady and my own budget. 


Now, the time is running out. 
Monday is the time for the final ad- 
option of the budget. I agree with 
Mr. Feil in this respect: This is a 
budget that is reduced largely be- 
cause suirplus is used at a time when 
it should not be used. These are 
still good times. There are worse 
years coming in the next few years 
here in the City of Newark, at which 
time they will require all of the 
surplus we have. This diverting of 
money from the surplus, even to 
the extent of ruining the water de- 
partment, as a means of reducing 
the budget, in my opinion is done 
with a fraud upon the public. I 
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think there are many jobs that could 
be abolished as unnecessary. And 
they are.not civil service and will 
not affect the service to the tax- 
payers of Newark to the slightest 
degree. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to read a letter into the record. 


In connection with some of those 
bureaus suggested by Mr. Silber, he 
mentioned that he wanted to have 
abolished the Division of Claims. I 
would like to read into the record 
the following letter. It reads as 
follows: 


"Dear Director Brady: 


. “Permit me to outline briefly the 
functions of the Division of Claims 
and the results obtained from its 
existence. 


“The Division of Claims is com-, 


posed of one Supervisor; one As- 
sistant Supervisor; four Claims Ad- 
justers; four Claims Investigators 
and five Miscellaneous help, all un- 
der permanent Civil Service status. 


“The Division of Claims was es- 
tablished as a combined collection 
and social agency and is engaged in 
collecting money due the City from 
persons receiving City Hospital care, 
who are not indigent and are able 
to pay either in whole or in part. 


“The Division of Claims collects 
money from relief clients who have 
obtained relief through fraudulent 
representation and also collects 
money due the Newark City Alms- 
house. 


“Every member of the staff of the 
Division of Claims is assigned to a 
specific type of work and performs 
his duties with diligence and per- 
severance. The Division is short- 
handed in its filing department but 
is getting along with the help avail- 
able. 


“The Budgetary needs of the Di- 
vision of Claims is approximately 
$30,000. a year and its collections 
have been approximately $85,000 
during 1944, the last report submit- 
ted, thereby showing a substantial 
return to the tax payers and a def- 
inite reduction of the tax rate. The 
total collections by the Division of 
Claims since its creation, August 
1941, amounts to $273,921.79. 


“Prior to the creating of the Di- 
vision of Claims, the number of em- 
ployees engaged in claims work of 
this character, regardless of title, 
consisted of several times the num- 
ber now centralized in one Division 
and receiving proper supervision and 
coordination. “ 


“Very truly yours, Division” of 
_ Claims, Philip Insabella, Supervis- 
or.” 


There is another explanatory note 
I would like to hand out. The re- 
port was given by Mr. Insabella, who 
is the supervisor of the Bureau of 
Claims, that the Division of Claims 
is organized for the purpose of stop- 
ping the club on people who cannot 
afford to pay for the services ren- 
dered by the city. 


L. H. Jamouneau: On the question 
of the Division of Claims, may I ask 
Director Brady how much the Di- 
vision collected in 1945? 


Commissioner Brady: Approxim- 
ately $85,000. 


Mr. Jamouneau: The Division of 
Claims is credited with all the re- 
ceipts of the hospital, and 90 per 
cent of that money is paid volun- 
tarily, without any solicitation from 
anybody. 


Commissioner Brady: That is un- 
true, - 


Mr. Jamouneau: Well, I will say 
80 per cent. The point I make is 
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that most of that money is volun- 
tarily paid to the city. Now, what 
I would like to have you state is how 
much did the Division of Claims col- 
lect by reason of suit? How many 
law suits did they start? How many 
prosecutions did they instigate? 
That is how I could see if there is 
any reason for continuing it. 


* Commissioner Brady: We don't 
have to engage in any law suit be- 
cause we have a proficient division 
that is able to collect money without 
going to court. 


Mr. Jamouneau: The only thing 
that would justify the excuge of 
hiring five or six lawyers and call- 
ing them a Division of Claims is 
that there is enough litigation to 
justify their existence—and there 
is not. 


Now, I want to make a few re- 
marks on the question of the dog 
control bureau and correct Director 
Keenan in several respects. There is 
no law that requires you to set up 
a separate organization for the dog 
control in the city. The law was 
passed a few years ago which re- 
quired you to set up a fund, requires 
you to take the receipts from the dog 
licenses and set it up in the fund. 
That same law increased the dog 
license fees. The only reason you 
are collecting more money from dog 
licenses up to now is because the 
fees were increased by the State. 


Commissioner Keenan: They were 
not inereased—you might as well 
check him in a lie right now. It was 
$2.00 prior to this act and twelve 
and a half per cent, and now 15 
per cent out of that $2.00 goes to 
the State Board. 


Mr. Jamouneau: There is nothing 
in the law that requires an organ- 
ization for you to create. All the 
requirements of the law is, as I have 


briefly stated it, is simply that you 
are to collect a certain fee for every 
dog, and there is allotted to the 
Health Department a certain fund 
for the control of rabies and those 
things. 


I don’t think there is much point 
in my continuing my objections to 
this budget, because I have gone 
into it in great detail on previous 
meetings, and nothing was done 
with respect to my recommenda- 
tions. The modifications you have 
made in the budget have been most- 
ly contrary to my suggestions. I 
suggested that you cut the museum 
appropriation in half, in view of the 
fact that the association is contrib- 
. uting only $13,000 as their share. 
You ignored that. I understand the 
museum is to get their full appro- 
priation. 


On the other hand, you cut $25,- 
000 off of the library budget. Now, 
nobody recommended that. That is 
something that is entirely your own 
idea, and I resent that, because the 
library is one of the most useful 
institutions to the city, and it is an 
outrage to the taxpayers to cut 25 
per cent of the library budget when 
you make no cut whatsoever in the 
museum budget. There is no justi- 
fication for it. 


The same thing is true with all 
the alterations you made in the 
budget. Mr. Keenan has cut out, 
how much for the fire department? 
Well, several thousands. In spite 
of the fact that he has already said 
that the city is already in desperate 
need for the fire equipment. How 
do you justify that cut? 


Commissioner Keenan: That is my 
responsibility. The responsibility of 
this budget is mine, and I am assum- 
ing it. 


Mr. Jamouneau: That is an abso- 
lutely totalitarian way of dealing 
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with this matter. This is supposed 
to be a democracy. And they usu- 
ally explain to the people why you 
are doing things, and— 


Commission Brady: (Interrupting) 
Don't tell me you are going radi- 
cal? 


Mr. Jamouneau: Mr. Mayor, let me 
close by asking again that you re- 
open the budget or public hearing. 
You have not had anything remotely 
resembling a public hearing thus 
far. You have allowed the taxpay- 
ers to say what they please, and 
you have simply complied with the 
formality of the law. You have not 
complied with the spirit of the law, 
which means that you should listen 
to the suggestions made and give 
them reasonable consideration. And 
if you don’t want to comply with 
them, you should give your reasons 
for it. So far we have been given 
a dictatorial statement of what you 
are going to demand of us in taxes 
next year; but that is not in the 
spirit of the democracy as far as I 
am concerned. 


Mayor Murphy: You mentioned 
the library board. I suppose you 
know that the library board’s bud- 
get was increased $122,000 over that 
of last year, and in trying to make 
a substantial reduction in all the 
departments. I have called on their 
department, too, to try to play a 
part in the whole thing, in coming 
down with the budget. So they had 
an increase of $122,000 and even at 
the five per cent that I had suggested 
to them, which would mean around 
$38,000, they finally were able to 
decrease it by $25,000. That was 
done as an outcome of the appeals 
in the conferences that I held with 
them. 


And personally I feel as though 
the decreases they made were prop- 
erly justifiable in view of the things 
they wanted to accomplish. 


It was the same with them as it 
was with the Board of Education. 
On some of those things they wanted 
to accomplish, they will simply have 
to go slower on, and in reducing the 
$25,000, while it may hurt somewhat, 
at least it is $25,000 less out of a 
$122,000 increase. 


Mr. Jamouneau: You are entitled 
to some credit for the reduction you 
made. But I pointed to the library 
because it was to show the contrast 
with Director Brady’s budget. It is 
quite different to yours. He just 
don’t listen to me when I say the 
budget should be cut in half. 


If Director Villani were here, I 
would criticize him too. He has an 
outrageous appropriation in the bud- - 
get for street cleaning. There is 
absolutely no justification for it, and 
I think it is your duty, even though 
he is not here, to go into his budget 
and cut it substantially. The $200,- 
000 that he cut, after raising his 
budget to about a million dollars, is 
a joke. You, should cut his budget 
right down to what it was last year. 
And as long as he is not here today 
it could be assumed that he would 
have no objection to it. 


Mayor Murphy: I am trying to 
figure why I have not heard any 
criticism from you with reference 
to the Water Department budget. I 
brought it to the attention of the 
Director, and you no doubt heard it 
too, that there is an item for 12 
additional water meter inspectors, 
which is going to cost the city about 
$25,000 or probably $30,000. And we ` 
talked about a survey being made, 
and that survey was made. When 
the survey of the water department 
was made it showed so many in- 
spectors employed reading water 
meters of Newark at the rate of 65 
a day. Whereas, in Paterson, or in 
East Orange, it was 100 a day. And 
in Paterson, I believe, it was over 
100 a day. And I suggested, instead 
of putting on more men, creating 
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new jobs and increasing the revenue, 
or rather, decreasing the revenue in 
the Water Department by putting 
on these new jobs, I said instead of 
doing that why couldn't the Direc- 
tor review it and find out whether 
he could not send out, instead of 
quarterly bills, send bills probably 
twice a year, to the residences, to the 
properties in the City of Newark, 
saving in work, saving in billing, 
saving in bookkeeping work, and 
saving in the putting on of these ad- 
ditional 12 water meter readers. 
In addition to that, if you will ex- 
amine the budget, you will find 
others being placed on jobs, not only 
the 12. And as I say, there has been 
nothing picked up by you on that. 
And those are tax dollars that affect 
the tax rate. Now, some people 
try to impress you with the fact 
that the Water Department does not 
affect the tax rate. Well, it does. 
While it is a dedicated fund, yet it 
is my belief that the people of New- 
ark are entitled to have a fair share 
of that applied against the tax rate. 
And if we are getting too much 
money, then let’s reduce the water 
rents in the City of Newark and 
give the people a break. 


And probably it is a good thing 
to use some surplus, because at 
least it gives the taxpayers a break. 
I am not going to sit here and al- 
low the water department to accu- 
mulate the surplus in the City of 
Newark and then turn around and 
use it as they please, as they think 
it is necessary to use it, and not 
give to the people of Newark a break 
in their taxes. It means several 
points in the tax rate. And there 
is no reason why the people of New- 
ark should not get it. And it is 
this Commission's responsibility to 
try to do something about the sur- 
plus that they will have to meet 
next year. 


I would like to see this budget 
reduced more. My operating costs 
have been so reduced here and so 


pulled in that I question whether 
we will have enough money to be 
able to—on what I appropriated to 
operate this department of mine— 
I question whether I will have en- 
ough money to carry on. But at 
the same time, I am going io try, 
and I am going to insist that it be 
done. And there will be no emerg- 
ency issued by me unless it is ab- 
solutely necessary before the vear 
is out. And I am going to try to 
accomplish it. And if anybody ex- 
amines the books of the Department 
of Revenue and Finance he will find 
there is a drastic "pull in” there. 


It is so bad there that we have 
machines that are not operating 
there because we have had to lay 
the operators off. We will have to . 
rehire them because there will not 
be any entries made when the peo- 
ple come to have tax searches made. 


I am not afraid to place my budget 
up against anybody’s. Now, if you 
take the personal arrears depart- 
ment, we are trying to put in a new 
system there and we need extra 
help. I chopped help, and I said to 
the men there that you have got to 
do the job there without that help. 


Now, I am trying to do the best 
I can with.this department with 
those drastic cuts, in order to get 
by with it. But on the other hand, 
Iam trying to point out that there 
has been little attention paid ta the 
Water Department budget, which is 
of vital importance and does affect 
the tax rate of the City of Newark. 
And we cannot hide behind dedi- 
cated funds, as I see it. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Now, Mr. Mayor, 
I want to agree with you on what 
you said 100 per cent on the matter 
of the operation of the Water De- 
partment. It is just as important 
for you to scrutinize the expenses of 
the Water Department as it is with 
the other departments. The fact 
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that they have a dedicated budget is 
not reason why you should not give 
that budget that same scrutiny. I 
propose that you cut out those 12 
inspectors that Director Ellenstein 
proposes, 


Mayor Murphy: If there is some 
money in that budget and if the Di- 
rector thinks he should put them on, 

_he could put them on if it would be 
for the good of the Department. 


Mr. Jamouneau: All you have to 
do if you want to restrain Director 
Ellenstein from doing what you ob- 
ject to is to strike out from his 
bitdget those items. You have al- 
ready reduced his Water Department 
budget by $400,000. 


Mayor Murphy: What are you 
talking about? Taking the surplus 
money? 


Mr. Jamouneau: No. I am talking 
about the fact that you are only an- 
ticipating $400,000 less by way of 
receipts in 1946 than you did in 1945. 


Mayor Murphy: Yes. 


Mr. Jamouneau: So you could cut 
his wings that extent. And you 
could cut it still further. 


Mayor Murphy: That is a fair 
assumption, at least I figure any- 
how. 


Mr. Jamouneau: You are absolute- 
ly correct in that. There is abso- 
lutely no sense in appropriating to 
Ellenstein money that he does not 
need. I also suggest that you scru- 
tinize his purchasing department 
which is outrageously extravagant. 


Mayor Murphy: I think you have 
it there. When you want to com- 
pare my budget, and compare the 
Purchasing Department Budget with 
the budget of other departments in 
the municipality, there is something 


to talk about. 


Mr. Jamouneau: All I could do, 
Mr. Mayor, is object. You three 
gentlemen have to power to strike 
that purchasing department down 
to a reasonable figure. I suggest that 
$50,000 would be plenty. 


I want to make another suggestion 
to Director Ellenstein's budget. I 
suggest you reorganize the system 
of collecting water bills altogether; 
that you combine the billing of 
water bills with the billing of the 
tax bills. You could make-a big 
savings there. You could just elim- 
inate the collection of water bills 
from Director Ellenstein. 


Mayor Murphy: Mr. Jamouneau, 
I proposed that to the City Commis- 
sioners several years ago when I 
retommended that both of those di- 
visions be put into one. I con- 
tended that it did not make any 
difference as far as the bill was 
concerned. 


Mr. Jamouneau: The only thing 
is, I don't understand why you don't 
do it? It only takes three votes to 
do it. 


Mayor Murphy: Weren’t you 
around here when that matter came 
before the City Commission? I am 
sure you were. And it was voted 
down. 


Commissioner Brady: On the mu- 
seum, Mr. Mayor, I would like to 
just correct a statement that was 
made at the last meeting. Mr. Jam- 
ouneau referred to donations. I 
would like to get into the record 
that Mrs. Wallace M. Scudder spends 
thousands of dollars every year giv- 
ing concerts to the people of the 
City of Newark through the mu- 
seum. That is one thing the city 
does not have to pay. 


There is one more thing that I 
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would like to call to his attention, 
and I am just repeating a statement 
that I made before—Mr. Jamouneau 
brings up something about “political 
appointments.” Now, we all know 
—and let’s call a spade a spade and 
let’s turn our cards face up—we all 
know that Mr. Jamouneau is a 
politician. We know that during 
the last campaign for the city com- 
mission election he exerted every 
effort he possibly could to defeat 
the majority members of the board 
here. And I might tell him again 
that if he is not satisfied, he knows 
what the proper remedy is. We are 
satisfied that the people of the City 
of Newark are satisfied. That is why 
I am so insistent upon getting into 
the record that Mr. Jamouneau rep- 
resents Mr. Jamouneau, and ap- 
parently the people of the City of 
Newark are satisfied. We represent 
them too. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there any fur- 
ther speaker? 


Mr. Milton Hendler: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission. 
I have a suggestion that may work 
out to-the advantage of your tax 
rate; although I am afraid it is too 
late now. I suggest that the down- 
town properties and the industrial 
properties be reappraised by the 
city, reassessed. Now, we had at 
one time close to a billion dollars in 
ratables in this community. But in 
the depression these ratables were 
cut down to pretty near 25 per cent 
of what they were originally, as you 
know. ` 


I believe that it is time now—not 
to touch the homes, but to touch the 
apartment properties, and to take 
all your downtown properties, take 
your industrial properties, and re- 
assess them. I probably will be 
criticized by fellow real estate men 
for bringing this up about that, but 
that will bring back at least $150,- 
000,000 if not more, on your books. 


Now, prices have gone up con- 
siderably, as we all know. And I 
think that is something that ought 
to be looked into, particularly by 
ydu, because it is in your depart- 
ment, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: I mentioned that 
at one of the hearings, and I re- 
ported to the Commissioners that I 
had met with the Tax Board on two 
different occasions with reference to 
reappraising properties in the City 
of Newark. Especially those prop- 
erties that we feel have increased in 
value and should be assessed at a 
greater value. The Board is not go- 
ing to work, which of course they 
could do, next October, to think 
about it; but in a very short period 
of time they are going to start sur- 
veying the city, especially the lower 
part of the city—with reference to 
values, to determine whether or not 
real estate values should be in- 
creased or not. I intend to meet 
with them every now and then as 
they proceed with their survey. And 
I have instructed them, if there are 
property owners whose properties 
are going to be increased in value, 
that those property owners should 
be called in and that we should 
talk to them about it; and not take 
any arbitrary position of just going 
ahead. 


Mr. Hendler: As a matter of fact, 
permit me to point oult to you that 
some of our large buildings have in- 
creased their rentals from $2. a foot, 
to $3. a foot. You know, there is 
no O. P. A. ceiling on that. And 
yet those buildings have received 
great cuts, as you know. 


And as far as the school system is 
concerned, I want to repeat that 
anybody who is criticizing the school 
system is doing an unwise act. 


Mr. Samuel Seidel: I trust in all 
of you, without any exception, and 
that the budget you make is abso- 
lutely needed according to the high 
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cost of living today. I believe every- 
body in the city in general are with 
you on this budget 100 per cent. 
I thank you. 


Herman C. Silber: Mr. Mayor, 
last Friday, March 1st, the 8th Ward 
Civic Affairs Committee submitted 
for your consideration specific recom- 
mendations for a tax reduction. 
Political sinecures were itemized 
covering individuals and depart- 
ments. To date not one recommen- 
dation has been adopted. 


The Eighth Ward Civic Affairs 
Committee, representing numerous 
taxpayers, is entitled to a civil an- 
swer and not an ignored silence; 
therefore I address myself to several 
commissioners. 


Mr. Mayor, Do you need a deputy, 
an executive clerk, a confidential 
clerk and a secretary? Are these 
office holders full time or part time? 
Isn’t it a fact that Melinda Scott, one 
of your clerks, seldom reports? 


Mr. Mayor, I hope your answer 
will be responsive and will not re- 
fer to other matters. Will you please 
give me an answer, so that I can 
bear it to the members of the Eighth 
Ward Civie Affairs Committee? 


Mr. Mayor, is your city treasurer, 
Mr. Reiss, a warranted expense for 
the Newark tax payer; does he ever 
sign a check? What does he do— 
if you know? 


Mr. Mayor, your tax receiver, Mr. 
Lowe, what does he do? Isn't it a 
fact that Mr. Lowe spends most of 
his time away from City Hall? Isn’t 
it a fact that Mr. Lowe has no office? 


Mr. Mayor, the Department of As- 
sessments and Improvements, what 
has that department done for years? 
Is it a necessary expense? 


Don’t you, know, Mr. Mayor, that 
its secretary, John Burnett, occupies 


an office without any duties? Should 
the Newark tax payers pay for this 
department and its secretary, Mr. 
Burnett? 


Mr. Mayor, your Law Department 
is jammed with lawyers. Isn't it 
irue that at least half of the law- 
yers could be eliminated, and cor- 
porate legal business could be effi- 
ciently handled? I challenge you, 
Mr. Mayor, to refer this matter to 
the Essex County Bar Association 
Committee for its opinion. Isn’t it 
true that the Corporation Counsel, 
your private counsel, is a part time 
worker who tries cases for his pri- 
vate office, receives more pay than 
many federal appointees at the head 
of important departments? 


Mayor Murphy: I don’t know 
whether you know of the vast 
amount of responsibilities that the 
Mayor has in the City of Newark, 
and what responsibilities have to be 
carried out, and what large amount 
of responsibilities I had to carry on 
during the war period. 


I don’t know where you were, 
and I don’t know where a lot of 
people were; but I do know where 
I was. I do know the responsibilities 
that I had to carry on here in the 
City of Newark during the war 
period. And even then I made no 
complaints; I did the best I could to 
carry on here. But I do have to 
have this kind of help to relieve me 
of the load I have to carry at the 
present time. 


Mr. Reiss has been in the employ 
of the city for a long time. Prior 
to his appointment I had as the 
acting treasurer of the City of New- 
ark a man by the name of Byrne, 
who was not reappointed. And there 
was never any question about his 
activities, his duties here as the 
acting treasurer, as head of the 
‘office in the treasurer’s department 
here in the City of Newark, in mak- 
ing sure that the whole department 
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functions properly. And it is not an 
easy thing. I cannot go into these 
departments and take .care of all 
that work. 


And while we have employees 
there, we do have to have somebody 
who is responsible, some one who 
would present these matters, some- 
one who would consult with me and 
bring these matters to me. And if 
` you had a heåd man on the floor, 

you know he is working and he is 

doing his job besides. And that is 
- true all the way along the line. 


With reference to Miss Melinda 
Scott, Melinda Scott has been re- 
porting for work every day. I don't 
know where you got your informa- 
tion from, but she is there in the 
office every day. And I am in every 
day too. 


And let me tell you, that as Mayor 
you will find, and the record will 
show it, that I am here almost 
every day about 9 o’clock, and I 
don’t get out of here till 6 or 7 
o'clock in the evening. And then 
I still try to carry on with the func- 
tions on the outside. ` 


I must have some people repre- 
senting me. I am not trying to act 
as a faker on this job, and don’t 
intend to sit here and be charged 
with it in cheap political language 
that you use for this so called group 
that you represent. 


I have.to meet these obligations 
that the citizens have called upon 
me to meet, and I have to have this 


help in order to do an efficient job 


here. I am not an iron man. It is 
utterly impossible for me to carry 
on unless I do have people who are 
close enough to me who are able to 
carry out these duties. And that is 
true with each and every one of 
them there. And I do have to have 
these secretaries and these clerks. 


I don't think that any fair-minded 
person who would check into it and 
make a personal investigation into 
the activities of the Mayor’s depart- 
ment would object to him having 
this additional help so that he would 
be able to carry on. And I really 
have to have this additional help if 
I am going to be expected to have 
things function right. 


I have been criticized with ref- 
erence to the activities of this de- 
partment, and you have an example 
of that in the personal arrears di- 
vision. There are several men there 
who have been working for a num- 
ber of years, and we have been en- 
deavoring to set up a new system 
there. I have: mentioned that to 
the taxpayers when I went through 
with that revision program through- 
out the city, in trying to reduce the 
land values — and I am not trying 
to be evasive — in trying to reduce 
property values in the city, which 
everyone agrees was a good job 
done by the employees in the City 
of Newark. And it was necessary 
to have people consulting with me, 
and I had to direct them to see “hat 
the job was done right. And in that 
personal arrears I could not have 
tackled the job alone during the war 
because there was too much work 
there. 


Little do you know, and unfor- 
tunately many other people in the 
City of Newark, that during that 
war period I sat down and worked 
for days and nights trying to avoid 
many difficulties leading up to al- 
most a stoppage of work in the City 
of Newark, when I was sitting in 
with the men from the Army and 
labor men, and representatives of 
the Navy, and representatives of 
business. And also when many of 
those drives were carried on here 
in the City of Newark, I had to be 
a part of those, and there were many 
conferences on those things. And I 
had to have someone who was close 
to me to help fill in these various 
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activities here in the City of Newark. 


And now we are moving in, try- 
ing to develop a new system there. 
And I must have some one— 


Mr. Silber: What does your deputy 
do, Mr. Mayor? 


Mayor Murphy: Well, I wish he 
were here now so he could tell you. 
He has served his country well. And 
I wish you would take the time out, 
or somebody else, to see. That 
deputy is on the job at 9 o’clock in 
the morning, and he does not leave 
until probably 6 o'clock or later, 
and if you knew the tremendous 
amount of work that piles into this 
office at all times, you would be 
surprised. Don't the taxpayers have 
to be interviewed? Who do you 
think they come to when they have" 
complaints? 


Mayor Murphy: They come to the 
Mayor's Office. And don't you think 
this city has to be part of it? Don't 
you think that I must have people 
working on those leases and many 
other activities in the City of New- 
ark at the present time? Don't you 
think we must have people work- 
ing on the activities in the airport 
and the seaport and all those activ- 
ities there? Who do you think 
has to interview those groups who 
get the air lines to come in, and 
who meets with them with reference 
to the docks? We had to meet 
with the Army people, and we had 
to go to Washington and meet with 
the representatives of government 
to try to get the airport back. Do 
you think I am a superman? That 
is part of his work. And one person 
cannot even think of doing all that 
work. And it is my opinion that we 
need every one of those people in 
there. 


With reference to the Local Board 
of Improvements which you just 
talked about, that is an important 
board. And I want to say now that 


if the City of Newark is-not going 
to assess the property owners a fair 
proportion of the improvements, 
then I say we should abolish the 
board. Then I will say we don't 
need the board. 


But whether the city is going to 
do that, that is another thing. That 
is something for this Board of Com- 
missioners to decide upon. 


The Law Department — I think 
the Law Department has represen- 
tatives here, and they may be able 
to defend their positions. And the 
Law Department can be called my 
Law Department. It is the first 
time I have had it. 


The Corporation Counsel, I have 
conferred with him many times. He 
felt that because of the tremendous 
amount of work they really need 
all of the help they have at the 
present time. 


The cost in the Law Department, 
which has just been presented to 
me from the record, over a period 
of years, back in 1932—in 1932 the 
Law Department cost $86,000 to the 
city. In 1933 it was $71,000. In 1934 
is was $63,000. In 1935 it was $64,- 
000. In 1936 it was $75,000. In 1937 
it was $91,000. In 1938 it was $100,- 
000. In 1939 it was $112,000. In. 
1940 it was $98,000. In 1941 it was 
$88,000. In 1942 it was $84,000. In 
1943 it was $83,000. In 1944 it was 
$83,000. In 1945 it was $86,000. And 
in 1946, I believe, $95,000. 


Do you care to add anything to 
what I said about the Law Depart- 
ment, Mr. Simandl? 


Mr. Sidney Simandl: I would like 
to say this: that in 1941 and 1940 
there were 18 employees in the Law 
Department, and there are 19 now. 
But the budget in 1939 was $112,- 
000 and in 1940, $98,000. 


I might say this: that Mr. Par- 
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sonnet and myself have phone con- 
nections from our office, for which 
we pay separately, and we are avail- 
able at all times of the day and 
night. And we are in our office, in 
our private office and down here, on 
Saturdays, Sundays, and in the eve- 
ning. 


Mr. Silber: From the findings of 
our investigators, is it true that you 
have lawyers in your department 
who do not put in full time and who 
are taking outside business, when 
they are being paid by the tax- 
payers of the City of Newark? 


Commissioner Keenan: Vanderbilt 
does that. 

Mr. Simandl: I will say that with 
the assistant corporation counsels, 
who are not under civil service, and 
I am one of them, I will say that 
the city work comes first. My clients 
know that. And any man who 


says I am not putting in my time,- 


and I am sure that Director Ellen- 
stein made the statement at a meet- 
ing, should investigate first. 


I know that Mr. Breitkopf cer- 


tainly will tell you that he as one 
of the assistant corporation counsels 
is in his office daily. 


Mr. Cavico is there every single 
day. You could come over there or 
your investigator, and see. 


And Mr. Astley, covering the ex- 
cise board and Port Newark, is 
there every single day. 


Mr. Pine. He covers the appeals 
and the Port of Newark and Airport, 
working on a special assignment 
there. He is there every day. 


Mr. Casale, he is probably one of 
the finest tax experts in the whole 
state of New Jersey and he has as 
many as 500 or 600 cases a day on 
appeal to prepare and handle, in one 
day. 


. Mr. Albano is on foreclosure. 
Those are men who are civil service. 
And Mr. Ward and Mr. Kane. 


Mr. Silber: How many foreclos- 
ures do you have during the course 
-of the year? 


Mr. Simandl: The number is—I 
have not got the exact number, but 
I will be glad to give you that in a 
few minutes. 


Mr. Silber: How many have you 
had within the last five months? 
May I ask you that? 


Mr. Simandl: The foreclosure de- 
partment was only set up, I think, 
within the last year or two. That 
was stated at the last meeting. I 
believe, by Judge Albano. 


Mayor Murphy: And Judge Al- 
bano was appointed there for that 
foreclosure work right after the 
last administration. I mean by that, 
in 1941, some time in 1941. He was 
appointed on this foreclosure work. 


Mr. Simandl: I might say this in 
reference to foreclosure work, if you 
have anything at all to do with law- 
yers, you will know there are thou- 
sands of forms, and you cannot al- 
low a girl to dictate that. They are 
technical. And they must be dic- 
tated. 


And there is Mr. Gansler. He is 
assigned to police court and traffic 
court. He works in the traffic court. 
And the traffic court sits days and 
sits at night. The police courts, 
there are three of them, he covers 
them. And where we have two or 
three appointments, we all have to 
fill in on them. He also takes care 
of Commissioner Keenan’s decisions. 


I take care of Commissioner 
Brady’s decisions. I take care of 
the housing. 


You take one phase of it, the 
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drawing up of specifications, which 
are probably an inch thick, and 
have to be dictated and gone over. 
And the leases — each lease to be 
negotiated, with the parties coming 
over here from New York with law- 
yers. One of them Tiffany and 
Company. They came over here 
with a whole delegation. And each 
lease is. separately negotiated, And 
all that work, you will only get an 
idea if you come in and watch, or 
your investigator, if he announces 


himself, we will be very glad to go 


around with him. 


Mr. Silber: In other words, I un- 
derstand that you keep three girls 
and Mr. Albano busy constantly on 
the foreclosures in the City of New- 
ark? 


Mr. Simandl: And added to that 
there is Mr. Weiss, also an assist- 
ant in that foreclosure department. 


Mayor Murphy. Do you think, Mr- 


Simandl, that the Bar Association 
would be qualified to pass upon 
whether there are too many law- 
years in the Law Department and 
too much help there, without com- 
ing in and making a thorough in- 
vestigation? 


Mr. Simandl: I don’t think they 
would attempt to. Not unless they 
made such a survey. But the criti- 
cism is highly unjust, because you 
will find Mr. Ward and Mr. Kane 
there on Saturdays and Sundays. 
You will also find them there on 
holidays. 


I don’t know whether you know 
anything about briefs, but you write 
a brief for the Court of Errors and 
you might take two or three weeks 
just writing briefs. We have no 
one to pull the books down. We 
write our own briefs. 


I go out and investigate on Sun- 
days myself. We investigate our 
own cases. We have no one espe- 


cially to investigate. Here we all 
have to do that. 


Mr. Silber: I say this: that any 
Commissioner who may be a lawyer 
or who has a business, his time does 
not have to be taken up in that law 
office or in that business, because 
his employees take care of that. 


Mr. Samuel Weitzman: If Mr. Sil- 
ber wants me to quote from exper- 
ience, I will tell him what happens 
to a lawyer’s practice if you are not 
there to operate it personally. If 
you think an employee could take 
your place, you are mistaken, and if 
you think an employee could take 
Mr. Parsonnet’s place, you are mis- 
taken. 


Mr. Simandl: May I add this, Mr. 
Mayor; that every resolution that 
comes before the City Commission, 
hundreds of them sometimes in one 
meeting, most of them are drawn 
right here in the Law Department 
and drawn and approved by one of 
the counsel in the Law Department. 
It is not just a question of reading 
them over many times. Quite often 
one has to go to the books. He 
has to check his records to see that 
the ordinances do exist. And that 
is a responsibility and it takes time. 


Mayor Murphy: May I say this, 
that even during the war time I had 
to have not four stenographers down 
there, but I had to have seven. But 
you cannot believe that. You can- 
not believe what a great amount of 
mail comes into that office down 
there which has to be dictated and 
handled. That you don’t think about, 
because you don’t make an effort 
to find out. And it is almost impos- 
sible to convey that information to 
the public. All I can show is that I 
try to make a sincere effort to do a 
good job. 


Mr. Silber: The fact remains that 


we have investigators who have 
been looking this situation over. I 
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doubt very much that they have 
come back with false reports. 


` Commissioner Brady: They only 
look at one side. They did not look 
at it all. — 


Mr. Silber: I think they have some 
information that will probably sur- 
prise you gentlemen. 


Commissioner Brady: They won't 
surprise me, because I am an in- 
vestigator for over 39 years. They 
have got to qualify with me. 


Mayor Murphy: What other points 
did you have? 


Mr. Silber: You mentioned about 
the increased costs. 


Mayor Murphy: Are you talking 
about the Law Department now? 


Mr. Silber: Any of the depart- 
ments. The Law Department, all of 
them put together throughout the en- 
tire Hall. I happen to know of em- 


ployees in Mr. Villani's department . 


who have been there for 10, 12, 15 
and close to 20 years, that started at 
$1740., and they are still getting 
$1740., and they never got an in- 
crease, What is fair about that? If 
one gets an increase, they all should 
get increases. This condition in Di- 
rector Villani's department is all out 
of proportion. 


Mayor Murphy: Do you want to go 
on with your reading, now? 


Mr. Silber: Director Keenan, I 
ask you whether or not you need a 
deputy, a confidential clerk, an ex- 
ecutive clerk and a secretary? Isn't 
it true that one of your secretaries— 


Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) Do you want an answer to that 
portion of that first? . 


Mr. Silber: If you like, Director. 


Commissioner Keenan: The an- 
swer is yes. And you are trying to 
ask two questions there at once. 


Mr. Silber: Isn’t it true that one 
of your secretaries is a lawyer and 
seldom reports, but receives his pay 
at the expense of Newark’s tax- 
payers? 


Commissioner ‘Keenan: The an- 
swer to that is no. 


Mr. Silber: You state that you put 
in a full day’s work, Director Keen- 
an. I did not question that. As a 
director, why don’t you make your 
men give Newark a full day’s serv- 
ice for a full day’s pay? For ex- 
ample, your Fire Commissioner, 
Dennis Carey, if you know what is 
going on in your department, and I 
assume you do, don’t you know that 
Mr. Carey seldom reports to City - 
Hall and spends most of his time in 
his private business, . traveling 
throughout the country? 


Commissioner Keenan: No. Not 
most of his time. Why, the fact is 
that Carey had a heart attack and 
was taken out of the fire department. 
In order to prove that he was there 
to you guys, he has to die. 

Mr. Silber: Director Keenan, isn’t 
the same thing true of Joseph Also- 
from, your assistant supervisor of 
the Division of Parking Meters? 


Commissioner Keenan: The an- 
swer to that is no. 


Mr. Silber: Isn’t it true that your 
secretary to your department of 
Public Safety, Mr. Magee, actually 
serves as your political writer, par- 
ticularly in a magazine entitled 
“Spot Light”? If you are sincere in 
your program of economy, your pre- 
election pledge to the citizens of 
Newark, you will get rid of your 
political parasites who are getting 
money for nothing. . 
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Commissioner Keenan: Now, just 
a minute. I made no such pledge. 
But in 1941 Mr. Silber, we made a 
pledge—and the one who prepared 
that statement for you I think was 
in on this. When we assumed the 
responsibility for 1941 there were 
300 odd employees around this gov- 
ernment that were dropped from 
the payroll, during the time that 
there were civil service examina- 
tions and promulgations of lists. 


Mr. Silber: What are you referr- 
ing to, 1941? 


Commissioner Keenan: Yes. 1941. 
That is when the promise was made, 
getting rid of all of these sinecures 
and these unnecessary employees 
around the hall. And that was car- 
ried out with the new 1941 com- 
mission. 


Mr. Silber: Director Brady, last 
week you offered a challenge to any- 
one to show that further economy 
could be practiced in your depart- 
ment. . 


Director Brady, didn’t you know 
that your Bureau of Claims is over- 
manned by lawyers, that seldom re- 
port, that spend most of their time 
i ntheir law offices? I refer you to 
the 14th Ward Chairman, Mr. Insa- 
bella, to Mr. Brodsky, who has 
charge of some of your federal or- 
ganization, Mr. Bederman and Mr. 
Harold P. Leshins. 


I know, Director Brady, that you 
do not put in 8 hours a day. If you 
will spend some time investigating 
my statements wtih respect to the 
Bureau of Claims, I am sure that 
my representations will be confirm- 
ed. 


Commissioner Brady: May I, be- 
fore you get too far afield, and I 
may forget what you are asking— 
and I am just going to be a little 
different, but brief. Who said so? 
I want that in the record. : 


Mr. Silber: Our investigators. - 


Commissioner Brady: I want to 
know who he is. EG 


Mr. Silber: Well, we are not tell- 
ing you that. 


Commissioner Brady: I want to 
know who he is, and unless I know 
who he is I won’t answer the ques- 
tion. I insist on that. I want to 
know. 


Silber: You will know who 
You, will meet these people. 


Mr. 
he is. 


Commissioner Brady: Now, just a 
moment. I want to know by whom 
that statement was made. Because 
I want to be in a position to take 
public issue, the same as I did on 
many occasions, with the party by 
whom it was made. And I want to 
determine his qualifications. 


Mr. Silber: This is not made by an 
individual. This is made by three 
different investigators. 


Commissioner Brady: I want to 
know who they are. Let’s know who 
they are, otherwise I will pay abso- 
lutely no attention to it, and I will 
say now that it is done purely for 
political purposes. I want to know, 
I want to find out whether these 
persons are qualified. I don’t know; 
they may be some people I arrested 
some time. 


Mr. Silber: Oh no; you never ar- 
rested these people. I will take the 
matter up with the Board, if they 
want to. And no doubt they will 
probably present themselves to you 
in person. 


Commissioner Brady: If they do, I 
will be very happy to meet them. 
And you will find that when they 
come I will be there. And not only 
8 hours am I there; many times 18 
hours. I go out with the cleaners 
many nights. 
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Just let me say this in conclusion, 
because I could see it is absolutely 
useless to try to give any logical 
reasons. This is a municipal cor- 
poration, one of the largest in the 
country. As a member of the Board 
of Directors of this municipal cor- 


poration I receive $7,500. a year. I 


wonder if you expect the Board of 
Directors of Public Service or Pru- 
dential Insurance Company to go 
out and check on policies or to run 
the buses. I heard you talking about 
lawyers here a little while ago. Do 
you know whether the assistant cor 
poration counsel or the corporation 
counsel of the Public Service or the 
Prudential Insurance Company or of 
Essex County — you know, I would 
not insult you. I would not appear 
before an elected body and insult 
the intelligence of the people who 
are students of government over 
such a period of yeafs and ask such 
assinine questions. 


I would not try to let the people 
of the City of Newark feel I was 
doing it for political purposes. I 
would not try to make it appear as 
though you were doing it for politi- 
cal purposes or reasons. 


Mr. Silber: That is the trouble 
with this place; a man cannot come 
down here and speak in this place 
without being insulted. 


Commissioner Brady: You cannot 
come down here and make a mis- 
statement. 


Mr. Silber: I am not making a mis- 
statement. 


Commissioner Brady: I say you 
are. 


Mr. Silber: I say here that you did 
not put in 8 hours. 


Commissioner Brady: And I say I 
put in over 8 hours. 


Mr. Silber: Every day? 


Commissioner Brady: Yes. I put 
in over :8 hours. I am out looking 
for your interests at night. I am 
looking out for your interests in the 
morning. I have a very difficult 
department to handle. I have one of 
the most difficult departments in the 
City of Newark. 


You know, and I want you to take 
this fact into consideration: I am not 
like some of those parasites whom 
you might have known. I go around 
to my institutions personally, and 
make personal inspections. Ard I 
put in the remainder of my time 
arguing in many instances with peo- 
ple like yourself, who are very hard 
to convince, when that time could 
best be given for the taxpayers of 
the City of Newark who are really 
interested in the government of the 
City of Newark. 


Mr. Silber: The fact still remains, 

irector, that the one and only rea- 
son I am down here is that the 
taxes could be reduced in the City 
of Newark, and there is no question 
about it. 


‘Commissioner Brady: Why don't 
you run for office and do it? 


Mr. Silber: I don’t want to run 
for office. I have absolutely no po- 
litical aspirations whatsoever. I 
would not take your job for $50,000 
a year. 


Commissioner Brady: I know you 
won't. 


Mr. Silber: I would not want it. 

‘Commissioner Brady: I know that. 

Mr. Silber: Believe you me, I 
would not want it in the first place, 


and I would not want it if I had it. 


Commissioner Brady: You would? 


46 


Mr. Silber: Yes, and that is why 
I am here. 


Mr. Mayor, would you like to 
have our statement as to Mr. Villani 
and Mr. Ellenstein in the record? 


Commissioner Brady: No. They 
are not here to speak for themselves. 
I don't think so. They should be 
here to speak for themselves. 


Mr. Silber: If you want it for the 
record, I will read it. If not, there 
is absolutely no reason for taking up 
your time. 


Mayor Murphy: I see no objection 
to having it in. I think it is unfair, 
probably, to read it and expect any 
reply at this time, but I think at any 
rate you ought to put it in the 
record so that they will have an op- 
portunity to answer it at the proper 
time. 


Mr. Simandl: I have one question, 
with the Mayor's permission, to ask 
of Mr. Silber. : 


Mr. Silber, are you familiar with 
the salary paid to the county coun- 
sel, Mr. Vanderbilt? 


Mr. Silber: No. 


Mr. Simandl: Suppose I told you 
he was paid $15,000 a year, and he 
probably has one of the largest law, 
private law practices, of any lawyer 
probably in the east? 


Mr. Silber: Would you like my 
opinion on that? 


Mr. Simandl: Yes. 


Mr. Silber: That is $15,000 more 
than he is worth. 


Mr. Simandl: I think if you said 
that up there, I think it would ma- 
terially affect our tax rate. 


Mr. Silber: I will say it up there. 


Mayor Murphy: Isn't it a fact, Mr. 
Silber, what you spoke about the 
taxing policy, didn't I prove to the 
people of the City of Newark that 
the taxing policy is of more import- 
ance than the rate, when I reduced 
the taxes all over the city, and was 
able to show that the rate was not 
the all-important thing? 


Mr. Silber: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, it is im- 
portant when I say the taxing policy 
of the City of Newark is of vital 
importance, because that proved that 
people today are paying, on the 
average, the vast majority of the 
property owners of the City of New- 
ark, are paying less taxes than they 
did years ago. 


Mr. Silber: That is true, Mr. May- 
or, but as I told you last week, I 
still feel that this rate in"'Newark is 
still way above what it should be. 


Mayor Murphy: I would be a hap- 
pier man if I could see the tax rate 
100 points less than it is today. I 
would be a happier fellow. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Mr. Mayor, may 
I comment on one or two points 
that Mr. Silber raised? 


On this question about the Board 
of Assessment for Local Improve- 
ments, you said it was necessary to 
maintain the board because in the 
future we may make some local 
assessments again as we did in the 
past. I would like to say that the 
Board has existed now for maybe 6 
or 7 years without having made a 
single local improvement. And I 
might suggest further that the Board 
may just as well be abolished now, 
because there is no prospect of any 
local improvements in the future. 
And if there are any there is an- 
other available procedure in the law. 
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You. could appoint- for each pro- 
posal, where there is to be a local 
assessment, a Commissioner for that 
purpose. And they will be paid on 
a fee basis for the work they do, 
and charged to the owner’s benefit. 


Mayor Murphy: May I ask you a 
question now? 


Mr. Jamouneau: Certainly. 


Mayor Murphy: Do you believe 
that in the paving of streets in the 
City of Newark, that the property 
owners whose properties receive a 
benefit from it, that they should pay 
part of the cost? 


Mr. Jamouneau: Yes. The answer 
is yes. I would like to see them go 
back to the old practice of assess- 
ing property owners for individual 
improvements. 


Mayor Murphy: Isn't it a fact 
then, to follow with another ques- 
tion, isn’t it a fact then in order to 
make an apportionment it is neces- 
sary to have a body of this kind to 
pass upon it? 


Mr. Jamouneau: No. Not at all. 
All that is necessary is to let your 
regular city officials do that work 
and appoint a commissioner. How 
about these two additional bureaus 
that Commissioner Villani has cre- 
ated. Can you justify that? Why 
don’t you strike that from the bud- 
get? He had a new division called 
“Division of Inventory,” and another 
division called the “Division of Ac- 
counts.” It is merely duplicating 
the work that is done in your de- 
partment and by the auditing de- 
partment. 


Also that division created a few 
months ago for compensation in- 
surance, a job that could just as well 
be done by the Law Department. 


What have you got to say about 


the Shade Tree Commission, where 
during that same interval salaries 
have gone up four times, and they 
actually do less work. There is no- 
body here to tell us whether those 
salaries are justified. 


I want to make one last plea to 
you, to make some further cuts in 
this budget, particularly in Director 
Villani’s and Director Ellenstein’s 
budgets. I have already indicated 
them, and I think there should be at 
least another half a million cut just 
on the basis of what you could de- 
termine from the face of them. 
When you look at the Shade Tree 
Budget of nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars and consider only a few 
years ago it only cost $50,000, I 
think you will be justified in arbit- 
rarily cutting at least $50,000 off of 
that. 


I think at least the taxpayers are 
entitled to an answer when these 
matters are presented to you, and 
not just a blank silence. 


Commissioner Brady: I move the 
hearing be closed. 


l Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
else to be heard? 


Commissioner Brady: I move the 
hearing be closed. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second it. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made 
that the hearing be closed. The 
Clerk will call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, Keen- 
an, Mayor Murphy. 


City Clerk: I have a resolution, 
Mr. Mayor: 


WHEREAS, on February 8, 1946, 
the Municipal Budget for 1946 was 
approved by the Board of Commis- 
sioners; and, 
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WHEREAS, the Public Hearing 
thereon was duly fixed, advertised, 
and held on March Ist, 1946, at a 
meeting of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, at which time alterations 
and. amendments thereto having 
been made and approved as shown 
on the appended schedule of changes 
as published in the Newark Eve- 
ning News and the Newark Star 
Ledger on March 5, 1946, and a time 
and place for a Public Hearing 
thereon was fixed; and, 


WHEREAS, the Public Hearing 
on the said alterations and amend- 
ments has been held this Eighth day 
of March, 1946; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
By the Board of Commissioners of 
The City. of Newark, that the Munic- 
ipal Budget of The City of Newark 
for the fiscal year 1946 is hereby 
approved, as altered and amended, 
as published in accordance with law, 
a copy of which is attached hereto, 
and that two certified copies of said 
Budget in its final form, shall be 
forwarded to the Director of Local 
Government for his approval, within 


three days, as required by law.

I have some information that per- 
haps may alleviate the condition 
within the next couple of months. I 
am negotiating now with a devel- 
oper who states he could get ma- 
terial to put up. 400 permanent 
homes at a minimum price of $7,500, 
and if that could be worked out, it 
is going to help the veterans and 
also the rest of the people of the 
City of Newark. 


I do want to say this: I am voting 
for the resolution; but I do want the 
opposition to understand that I am 
aware of the fact that there are 
just as many veterans to be con- 
sidered in the opposition as there 
are for the proponents for this meas- 
ure.

Commissioner Keenan: I move its 
adoption. 


Commissioner Brady: I second it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I would 
like to be heard before adoption, 
Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made that the budget as certified 
to by Director Darby be adopted. 
Are there any remarks? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to call attention to the fact that in 
the latter part of December last 
year, and in the latter part of Jan- 
uary of this year, when the tenta- 
tive budget indicated that the tax 
rate would be approximately $5.88 
or $5.90 or above that, that the 
Mayor made a public statement in 
which he said that everything that 
is humanly possible would be done 
to cut down that budget. And then 
he subsequently came in and urged 
that each one of the Commission- 
ers reduce his budget by 5 per cent. 
Apparently he had in mind that he 
could reduce his budget 5 per cent. 


However, on February 2, I wrote 
to the Mayor and to the other Com- 
missioners and I suggested that all

jobs that were non-Civil Service, 
made or ereated since 1941, be ab- 
olished on the assumption that they 
were unnecessary. And unless the 
commissioner in whose department 
- the jobs were created could justify 
the retaining of the individual, that 
they be stricken from the payroll. 


Now, no action was taken by the 
Commissioners on that score. 


Subsequently I wrote again to the 
Mayor and to the members of the 
Commission and -urged that we en- 
deavor to account for the ten mil- 
lion dollars, which was computed 
on the basis of a $5.88 tax rate, there 
was less in the budget this year 
than there was in 1941. No action 
was taken on that. 


After the February 4th confer- 
ence meeting of the Commissioners 
—I think—I am not certain about 
that date—it was deferred until 
February 19th, although I urged and 
requested the Commission that we 
sit daily and go over each individual 
budget in an endeavor to accomplish 
that which the Mayor suggested 
publicly he would like to have 
done. 


However, through dilatory tactics, 
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and I say that with emphasis and 
with no uncertainty, through dila- 
tory tactics the budget hearings 
were put off for more than six 
weeks, so that we arrive today ata 
point where we are called upon to 
adopt the budget even though two 
departmental budgets have been 
gone over, that of Commissioner 
Brady and my own. 


And I know, and I believe, that 
if each Commissioner, including the 


Mayor, on this board, were to search * 


their innermost thoughts they know 
as well as I that there are many 
jobs that are unnecessary, that are 
on the payroll for this budgetary 
fiscal year. 


It certainly is not beyond human 
possibility to eliminate a board that 
has done no work, and has done no 
work in the last few years. And 
there are other jobs similar to that. 


Now, how was this $5.60 tax rate 
arrived at? by divesting the funds 
that have been accumulated, not 
through the efforts of any one of 
the Commissioners, but due to im- 
proved economic conditions during 
the war period, where the city col- 
lected 91.90 per cent of the current 
taxes. I know in 1934 we collected 
64 per cent of the current taxes. I 
know during the entire period that 
I was privileged to be the Mayor of 
the city the average was not more 
than 72 per cent. When this city 
falls down to 80 per cent, the nor- 
mal current tax collection in normal 
times, you will have a six and a 
half dollar tax rate with a certainty. 
So that this $5.56 tax rate is a syn- 
thetic one, created by divesting 
funds. 


There was more than three mil- 
lion dollars in surplus, due as I said 
to the fact that this was a most 
prosperous year. I was opposed to 
take more than five or six hundred 


thousand dollars out of that three ` 


million dollars. But the commission 


has gone much further. They have 
taken a million dollars out of the 
surplus, the general surplus, leav- 
ing two million and forty .some 
thousand dollars to be used for the 
lean year. Well, the last year cer- 
tainly was not a lean year. It was 
the highest current tax collection 
in the history of the city of Newark, 
and probably the highest for any 
city in the state. 


So we may anticipate that we are 
going to have lean years, and we 
may anticipate that after the 26 
weeks have elapsed when there 
won’t be any more unemployment 
insurance — we have not budgeted 
anything for relief — we will have 
to raise it by emergency resolution. 
And unless we collect 90 per cent of 
the current taxes anticipated, and 
unless there is not any relief what- 
soever, we will have a substantial 
rise in next year’s tax rate. 


If we should fall down to about 
85 per cent of the current tax col- 
lections next year, there will be a 
deficit in next year’s budget. We 
will only be able to anticipate 85 
per cent of the current taxes. And 
then the reservation for uncollected 
taxes will be proportionately more. 
And, estimating roughly, that will 
account for approximately 45 points 
in the tax rate, those three increases. 
It is a tripled edged sword. 


But the Commission has not stop- 
ped at merely taking one-third of 
the general surplus. They have 
dipped down into the reserve in the 
water department. And on March 
lst of this year I urged and even 
pleaded with the City Commission, 
that before they adopt a resolution 
divesting $500,000 from the Water 
Department that they permit me to 
present the facts to them and I ask- 
ed that they do not pass that reso- 
lution hastily. 


Not having been able to get upon 
the record the report that I received 
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from the Chief Engineer and the 
Engineer from the Water Division, 
I now take this opportunity of doing 
so, so that my position will be clear 
and I will be absolved from any 
responsibility in the event that any- 
thing happens to the water system. 


This is a memorandum dated 
March 1, 1946, and it is addressed 
as follows: “Memorandum to Direc- 
tor Meyer C. Ellenstein”. Part of 
same reads: 


“Since 1944 the Division of Water 
has been setting aside, through bud- 
getary appropriation, monies from 
operating surplus to provide funds 
for the maintenance and upkeep of 
the water supply system. The policy 
has been to set aside these surplus 
funds at times when the operating 
surpluses, due to the war activities, 
were considerable. At the present 
time the fund consists of $1,200,000, 
which is invested in war bonds, and 
the 1946 budget provides for an ad- 
ditional $600,000, making a total of 
$1,800,000.00. 


“We believe this is a sound policy 
as it provides a fund for this. defer- 
red maintenance work without hav- 
ing to raise money by bond issue.” 


I might remind the Commission 
that when.we raise money on the 
bond issue and carry a balance in 
the bank we receive no interest on 
the balance; but we are called upon 
to pay interest on the bonds we 
float or issue. 


“Attached is a construction sched- 
ule which shows the work proposed 
to be done and which has been de- 
ferred because of lack of funds here- 
tofore. The major portion of this 
deferred maintenance work is a part 
of a six-year construction program 
promulgated in September, 1938, the 
estimated cost of which was about 
$2,000,000, based on construction 
prices at that time. The present day 
cost, it is estimated, would be be- 


tween $2,500,000 and $3,000,000. 
With the addition of other projects 
which have become necessary after 
the 1938 program was proposed, the - 
total estimated cost of the entire 
deferred maintenance program ap- 
proximates $3,800,000.” 


I want to point out to the Mayor 
and to the Commissioners that in 
this very project that was the sub- 
ject of discussion, that I received a 
letter from the Tiffany’s industry, 
who want to know whether there 
would be enough water pressure in 
case of a fire, to protect their indus- 
try if these homes were placed on 
the land that is anticipated that the 
city will lease from the Tiffany in- 
dustry. Well, the answer is, “No,” 
and that will of course be done. 


There is a four or six-inch line 
running to that portion of the city. 
There won’t be enough water pres- 
sure to take care of any fire. That 
could be done for approximately $6,- 
000 to $8,000. That of course will be 
done simultaneously with the erec- 
tion of these veteran homes, to pro- 
tect not only the veterans but the 
industry as well. 


I feel confident, and not relying on 
my own judgment, but I have dis- 
cussed the matter with at least four 
or five good lawyers, and they have 
agreed that it was illegal to take the 
$500,000 out of the surplus in the 
water department after they had 
read the cases and reviewed the law. 


Obviously if a governing body is 
saddling any individual commis- 
sioner with all that responsibility 
that goes in the distribution of the 
various divisions at the time of the 
inauguration of the Commission, and 
then proceeds to take money out 
that is necessary for repairs—the 
Water Department knows the pipes 
don‘t maintain the same strength as 
they do at the outset. There are 
always repairs that crop up, and 
there are miles and miles of pipes 
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that require relining, and immedi- 
ately so. So in my opinion it is not 
only illegal, but by the preponder- 
ance of weight it is reasonable to 
assume, as I believe confidentially 
that the legislature intended, that 
that money could not be taken out, 
any surplus money could not be 
taken out of any utility without the 
consent of the board or body who 
administers the utility. 


If the city wishes to test the le- 
gality of it, if they wish to appropri- 
ate some money so I could engage a 
lawyer, I feel fairly confident that 
the action would be upset. 


Now, this is, as I said, not a tax, 
not a $5.56 tax rate. This rate, I 
look upon it as being a $5.81 tax 
rate. If you add the $1,500,000 sur- 
plus, it amounts to 25 points and it 
would be a $5.81 tax rate, and not a 
$5.56 tax rate. Because we are not 
going to have a million and a half 
dollars every year to put in the 
budget against the tax levy. 


Anybody could understand that. 
And we are not going to collect 90 
per cent of the current taxes. And 
when those things come and when 
we go back to normalcy and we are 
compelled to carry families on re- 
lief, it will be just too bad for the 
City of Newark. And any thought- 
ful person, anyone who is far-sight- 
ed, and uses calm and sound judg- 
ment, would not have taken a mil- 
lion and a half dollars out of sur- 
plus this year, but would wait for a 
bad year. He would not have taken 
almost 40 per cent, approximately 
40 per cent, out of surplus reserves 
due entirely to the fact of economic 
conditions — and it took a war to do 
that, and we are all hoping there 
will be no more wars. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll. 


Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Keenan: \“Aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And for 
those reasons I vote “no” on the 
budget, believing that much more 
could be done with it. I believe the 
tax rate could be brought down con- 
servatively at least by $500,000. 


Mayor Murphy: “Aye.”

(13) Harvey Street from Broadway 
to Ogden Street, (14) Hillside Ave- 
nue from Clinton Avenue to West 
Alpine Street, (15) Hillside Place 
from Rose Street to Avon Avenue, 
(16) Holland Street from Springfield 
Avenue to 16th Avenue, (17) Hum- 
boldt Street from West Market 
Street to Orange Street, (18) Jack- 
son Street from Market Street to 
Lafayette Street, (19) Littleton Ave- 
nue from Fifteenth Avenue to South

Street to Park Avenue, (25) Orange 
Place from Orange Street to High 
Street, (26) Osborne Terrace from 
Hawthorne Avenue to Renner Ave- 
nue, (27) Polk Street from Market 
Street to Ferry Street, (28) Prince 
Street from Springfield Avenue to 
West Kinney Street, (29) Sixth Ave- 
nue from Third Street to City Line, 
(30) South Seventh Street from 
West Market Street to Springfield 
Avenue, (31) South Sixth Street 
from Twelfth Avenue to Springfield 
Avenue, (32) Wright Street from 
Clinton Avenue to Broad Street, (33)

Section 2: It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that the improve- 
ment of said streets (hereinafter 
described as “purpose”) is not å 
current expense of said City, and 
that it is necessary to issue obliga- 
tions, pursuant to the Local Bond 
Law, to finance such purpose, and 
that the estimated maximum 
amount of money necessary to be 
raised from all sources to finance 
such purpose is $851,000, and that 
$41,000 of such sum is to be pro- 
vided by the down payment here- 
inafter appropriated, and that said 
sum of $851,000 includes as a part 
of the cost of such purpose the sum 
of $10,000 which is estimated to be 
necessary to finance engineering and 
inspection costs and legal expenses, 
and that the estimated maximum 
amount of bonds or notes necessary 
to be issued for such purpose is 
$810,000. 


Section 3: It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that no part of the 


cost of such purpose is to be spe- 
cially assessed upon property espe- 
cially benefited. 


Section 4: It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that not less than 
$41,000 of the moneys appropriated 
under the caption “down payroent” 
or “capital improvement fund” in 
budgets of said City heretofore ad- 
opted is available to finance said 
purpose, and $41,000 of said moneys 
is hereby appropriated to such pur- 
pose in accordance with Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Bond Law. 


Section 5: To finance said pur- 
pose, bonds of said City of an ag- 
gregate principal amount not ex- 
ceeding $810,000 are hereby author- 
ized and shall be issued pursuant to 
said Local Bond Law. Said bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annum. All matters with 
respect to said bonds not determ- 


. ined by this ordinance shall be de- 


termined by resolutions to be here- 
after adopted. 


Section 6: To finance said pur- 
pose, bond anticipation notes of said 
City of an aggregate principal a- 
mount not exceeding $810,000 are 
hereby authorized and shall be is- 
sued pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law, in anticipation of the issuance 
of said bonds. Said notes shall bear 
interest at a rate which shall not 
exceed six per centum (6%) per an- 
num, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Local Bond Law. All matters with 
respect to said notes not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determ- 
ined by resolutions to be hereafter 
adopted. In the event that bonds 
are issued pursuant to this ordin- 
ance, the aggregate amounts of 
notes hereby authorized shall be re- 
duced by an amount equal to the 
principal amount of the bonds so 
issued. If the aggregate amount of- 
outstanding bonds and notes issued 
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pursuant to this ordinance shall at

Mr. Herman J. Harris: I appear for 
a group of people who are opposed 
to the passage of this ordinance. 
This ordinance provides for the clos- 
ing of all butcher shops and sales of 
meats on Sundays. 


Now there were ordinances on 
previous occasions in the last twen- 
ty years that have been passed by 
previous City Commissions in which 
the problem was that as presented 
here for your consideration, and on 
two previous occasions ordinances 
relating to the sale of meats, one on 
Sundays and the other in the week, 
were both declared unconstitutional. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there any ques- 
tion in the mind of the corporation 
counsel with reference to the legal- 
ity of this proposed ordinance? 


Mr. Parsonnet: The Law Depart- 
ment has gone into this rather care- 
fully, Mr. Mayor, and we believe 
that the ordinance would be held 
legal. We have submitted opinions 
on two separate occasions to the 
Board of Commissioners. 


Mr. William Winarsky (372 Hun- 
terdon Street): Personally, I don’t 
see why anybody would want to 
work on Sunday; but if there is the 
necessity for keeping up or keeping 
open a store, he should be permitted 
to do that. 


I am thinking for a great number 
of people in the Third Ward. The 
community down there does not 
have the storage facilities for hold- 
ing their meats for a few days. 


Many of them have to work on Sun- ` 


days to make enough money to bring 
home. They cannot go shopping on 
Saturdays. And by closing their 
stores on Sundays you are keeping 
them from getting their food. 


Whereas, in other sections of the 
city, they have the facilities; they 
have ice boxes and other storage 
facilities available, and they could 


go out a few days ahead of time and 
gather their food in. And they don’t 
suffer, 


Mayor Murphy: What percentage 
of the butchers do you represent, 
Mr. Harris? ' 


Mr. Harris: I represent ten butch- 
ers. 


Mayor Murphy: How many are 
there in the City of Newark? 

Commissioner Brady: Oh, there 
are hundreds of them. 


Mr. Harris: There must be. There 
is an organization that sponsored 
this ordinance; but they do not rep- 
resent all the butchers of this city. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: But they 
do represent the majority. 


Mr. Harris: I think they do; but 
they do not represent the majority 
of the butchers in this area where 
these people are. Which is in the 
Third Ward. Now, certain of those 
stores are closed two days, on Satur- 
day and Sunday. And certain of 
those people are being deprived of 
that service. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Those 
kosher butchers in the main who 
are closed on Sundays are sponsor- 
ing this ordinance, too. ` 


Mr. Harris: That’s right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And 
they are willing to close on two 
days. 


Mr. Harris: But the public is be- 
ing hampered by such a move. I 
don’t represent the public directly; 
but indirectly I speak for them. They 
are being deprived of going into a 
store and buying the kind of meat 
they want. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
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else desires to be heard in opposi- 
tion? Is there anybody who de- 
sires to speak in favor of the ord- 
inance? 


Mr. David H. Wiener: I am ap- 
pearing in behalf of the Federation 
of Kosher Butchers. 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, I 
think the issue is clearly drawn. I 
don't think I have to repeat any 
argument for or against. I think 
the legality of the ordinance has 
been gone into by the Corporation 
Counsel’s office, and I as a lawyer 
am satisfied that it is perfectly sat- 
isfactory and legal. 


The only thing that I wanted to 
leave with you gentlemen is that I 
represent a federation which in- 
cludes about 100 butchers — 98 to 
be exact — who deal with kosher 
meats. Of these 98 I believe that 
30 are in that Third Ward area that 
Mr. Harris speaks about. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
further who desires to be heard in 
favor of the ordinance? 


Mr. Abe Brody: I speak for and 
on behalf of the New Jersey Retail 
Butchers’ Association which has a 
membership of 565 butchers. 


Mayor Murphy: In Newark?

AN ORDINANCE CREATING IN 


` THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS 


AND PUBLIC PROPERTY A BUR- 
EAU OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS: 
AND PROVIDING FOR THE PER- 
SONNEL, AND ESTABLISHING 
THE SALARIES AND PRESCRIB- 
ING THE DUTIES FOR THE SAID 
PERSONNEL: 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO HEREBY ORDAIN: 


Sec. 1. Definitions. As used in 
this ordinance unless the context 
otherwise requires: 


“Director” means Director of the 
Department of Parks and Public 
Property. 


“Department” means Department 
of Parks and Public Property. 


“Bureau” means Bureau of Pub- 
lic Buildings. 


Sec. 2. There is hereby created 
in the Department of Parks and 
Public Property a Bureau of Public 
Buildings. 


Sec. 3. The Bureau shall have 
jurisdiction of all public buildings 
in the Department and also juris- 
diction of the three subdivisions 
herein created, namely, the Custo- 
dial Division, Architectural Division 
and Maintenance Division. 


Sec. 4. The position of Chief 
Clerk is hereby created and the 
minimum annual salary of the said 
Chief Clerk shall be $4001. and the 
maximum salary of the said Chief 
Clerk shall be $5000. 


Sec. 5. The Chief Clerk, under 
the jurisdiction of the Director, 
shall: 


a. Coordinate and administer the 
office work for the aforesaid three 
sub-divisions. 


b. Receive all reports from the 
subdivision heads pertaining to their 
duties and functions, and report the 
same to the Director. - 


c. Have direct charge of tele- 
phone operators, account clerks, 
clerks, clerk stenographers, City Hall 
Police, and clerk timekeepers. 


d. Receive, record and file all 
documents and references emanat- 
ing from the three subdivisions and 
process them in accordance with 
their respective needs and require- 
ments. ` 


e. Arrange with the Custodian, 
the Chief Architectural Engineer 
and the Superintendent of Main- 
tenance vacations and sick leave 
credits in accordance with the law 
and Civil Service rules and regula- 
tions. 


f. Make recommendations to the 
Director for the dismissal or sus- 


pension of any employee under his 
supervision or upon recommenda- 
tion from the heads of the three 
subdivisions. 


g. Receive from the three sub- 
divisions requests for appointment 
of temporary and permanen per- 
sonnel in connection with the main- 
tenance, repair and alteraticns of 
public buildings, and submit these 
requests to the Director. 


h. Receive all requests from the 
three subdivisions for the furnish- 
ing or purchasing of supplies and 
materials, and before ordering same 
from or through the Divisions of In- 
ventories affix his approval there- 
to; and shall issue orders for the 
purchase of materials and supplies 
only when the same are not avail- 
able in the storehouse and only 
after the approval of the Chief 
Architectural Engineer as to the 
type and quality. 


All requisitions approved by the 
Chief Clerk must be forwarded to 
the Director for final disposition. 


j. Consult with the Division of 
Inventories as to the availability of. 
supplies and materials. 


k. Maintain an accurate record 
of labor and material costs in con- 
nection with the performance of the 
various types of work under the 
jurisdiction of the Bureau of Public 
Buildings; use the said record of 
costs from time to time to determine 
proper estimates of related types of 
work for budgetary and other pur- 
poses. 


L Estimate with the Custodian, 
Chief Architectural Engineer and 
Superintendent of Maintenance the 
various costs in connection with the 
repairs, maintenance and operation 
of public buildings for the purpose 
of determining budgets. 


m. Upon receipt of requests from 


other departments of the City for 
work to be done by this Department, 
consult with the Chief Architectural 
Engineer and Superintendent of 
Maintenance as to the time the work 
can be performed, the cost of same 
and determine the availability of 
funds through the Division of Ac- 
counts. All work shall be under- 
taken in accordance with the emer- 
gency and priority as decided upon 
by the Chief Architectural Engineer. 


n. Perform other related work as 
directed by the Director in order to 
insure efficiency and economy in the 
Bureau of Public Buildings. 


Sec. 6. The position of Account 
Clerk is hereby created and the min- 
imum annual salary of the said 
Account Clerk shall be $2300. and 
the maximum annual salary of the 
said Account Clerk shall be $2800. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the 
Account Clerk to keep such records 
and accounts, and records of such 
reports pursuant to the system as 
set up by the Division of Accounts, 
and such other related duties as may 
be assigned to him by the Chief 
Clerk. 


Sec. 8. There is hereby created 
in the Bureau of Public Buildings, a 
Custodial Division, which shall have 
jurisdiction over the cleaning and 
sanitary maintenance of all public 
buildings in the Bureau. 


Sec. 9. The Custodial Division 
shall be under the Supervision of 
the Custodian, and he shall: 


a. Be in direct charge and super- 
vision of head janitors, janitors, ele- 
vator operators, watchmen, cleaners, 
cleaners and helpers, laborers, mat- 
rons, aerial cleaners, attendants 
(female) and mechanics. 


b. Be responsible for the cleaning 
and sanitary maintenance of the 
buildings in the Bureau. 


c. Determine the number of em- 
ployees that are necessary to main- 
tain the buildings in a normal, clean - 
and sanitary condition. 


d. Check the- actual working 


-hours of all employees, certify their 


time to the Chief Clerk; assign the 
duties and functions of all person- 
nel under his jurisdiction. 


e. Make recommendations for the 
suspension or dismissal of any of the 
personnel violating any of the rules 
of employment, or conducting them- 
selves in a manner that might tend 
to disorganize or demoralize the 
functions of the Division.. 


f. Report to the Chief Clerk all 
absentees and arrange with the 
Chief Clerk for vacation leaves of 
the various employees. 


_ E. Report all accidents to the 
Chief Clerk. 


b. Be responsible for all equip- 
ment and janitorial supplies used in 
connection with the performance of 
the related work; make requisitions 


. to the Chief Clerk for necessary 


equipment and supplies. 


j. Report to the Chief Clerk all 
emergencies and breakdowns, and 
he shall, whenever breakdowns or 
emergencies occur after office hours, 
report to the Chief Architectural 
Engineer or Superintendent of Main- 
tenance, so that proper steps may 
be taken to properly correct the 
conditions. 


k. Perform other related work 
as directed by the Director to in- 
sure the efficiency and economy of 
the Bureau. 


Sec. 10. The duties of the vari- 
ous positions under the jurisdiction 
of the Custodian shall be the same, 
unless their duties are herein set 
forth, as the duties now being per-

nor shall any such barber shop or 
tonsorial parlor close later than 
seven o’clock (7:00 P.M.) in the 
evening on any week-day, excepting 
Saturday; nor shall any such bar- 
ber shop or tonsorial parlor be open 
on any Saturday before eight o’clock 
(8:00 A.M.) in the forenoon, nor 
close later than eight o’clock (8:00 
P.M.) in the evening of that day; 
excepting, however, in the event 
that Washington’s birthday falls on 
a Saturday, then, and in that event, 
said barber shops and tonsorial par- 
lors may be open for business from 
eight o’clock (8:00 A.M.) in the fore- 
noon until one o'clock (1:00 P.M.) 
in the afternoon. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, partner- 
ship, firm or corporation to open or 
cause to be open any barber shop or 
tonsorial parlor on the first day of 
the week commonly known as Sun- 
day, or any of the following days: 
The first day of January, commonly 
known as New Year’s Day; the 
twenty-second day of February, 
commonly known as Washington’s 
Birthday; the thirtieth day of May, 
commonly known as Decoration 
Day; the fourth day of July, com- 
monly known as Independence Day;

Saturdays, or to close any such bar- 
ber shop or tonsorial parlor later 
than seven (7:00 P.M.) o’clock in the 
evening on any week-day, excepting 
Saturday, or to open any such bar- 
ber shop or tonsorial parlor on any 
Saturday before eight (8:00 A.M.)

and stated today was the time fixed 
for a further hearing. 


Letters from Irwin Goldfinger, 
owner of property at 96 Magazine 
Street; John M. Brown, Chairman 
Public Affairs Committee of the 
Rooming House Owners’ Association 
of Newark; and Lillian Berlanbach, 
65 Hillside Avenue, were read. They 
protested against the levy of assess- 
ments against property owners in 
streets to be paved. 


After the reading of the ordinance 
in full, Commissioner Ellenstein, 


sponsor of it, explained its purposes. 
-Covering the paving of thirty-four 
streets, the ordinance was designed, | 
he said, to be paid for by a $850,000 
bond issue, of which $41,000 is in the 
1946 budget and is taxed against the 
general taxpayer. Commissioner 
Ellenstein added, “I did so, believing 
that after a street is opened and it is 
improved by paving, that then the 
burden is upon, the duty is upon, 
the city and particularly the street 
department, in properly maintaining 
those streets. And when the pave- 
ment is replaced, that has a close 
relationship to maintenance, and cer- 
tainly a much closer relationship 
than it would when you initially put 
a concrete base and pavement on a 
property owner’s street. 


“We have 343 miles of streets in 
the City of Newark, of which 13 
miles are unpaved. They have never 
been assessed before for the im- 
provement of streets originally. 
These 13 miles of streets when 
paved should rightfully be assessed 
because they bring that improve- 
ment which did not exist before. 
After the property owner once pays 
for that improvement, it is my con- 
tention that the replacement is 
equivalent to maintenance.” 


He disagreed with Mayor Mur- 
phy’s assertion that the program for 
necessary repairs over a period of 
twenty years would cost $35,000,000., 
declaring that $8,000,000. will take 
care of the program. 


No one appeared in opposition to 
the ordinance. Harry A. Scher, 24 
Commerce Street, spoke in behalf 
of the ordinance, and Joseph H. 
Gunn, executive secretary of the 
Ironbound Manufacturers’: Associa- 
tion, read a lengthy statement, in 
behalf of the association which ap- 
proved a general assessment and 
urged passage of the ordinance. 
Others who spoke approvingly of 
the ordinance included Daniel Crec- 
ca, manager of the N. J. Motor Truck 
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Association; Joseph Zemel, Bernard 
Gilman, 28 Osborne Terrace, William 
Gaston, 24 North 6th Street; Gae- 
tano Valenza, 215 North 6th Street. 


Edmund W. Wollmuth, executive 
vice-president of the Newark Cham- 
ber of Commerce, requested that 
the ordinance be laid over for two 
weeks. He explained that a special 
committee of the Chamber was mak- 
ing a study of the situation, and 
that it had not as yet compiled its 
report. Director Ellenstein said a 
two weeks delay would mean the 
passing of four or five weeks before 
the ordinance could become opera- 
tive, if passed. 


Mayor Murphy announced that he 
was leaving the city for a week and 
added that the other commissioners 
could take final action on the mea- 
sure if they so desired. He said 
that while he expressed opposition 
to the levying of a general assess- 
ment ,his mind was not closed on 
the subject. Director Keenan said 
he was in favor of a postponement, 
as he feared the ordinance might 
establish a precedent in the matter 
of street paving. On motion of Di- 
rector Villani, the ordinance was 
laid over for two weeks. A petition 
containing the names of 102 prop- 
erty owners, favoring the ordinance 
was received and filed.

The notes were issued in ac- 
cordance with the terms of an ord- 
inance authorizing an issue of $280,- 
000 to cover the cost of equipment 
and machinery for the Newark: Air- 
port, adopted December 18, 1945. 


A rebate of $2.50, half the fee of 
an unused building permit, issued 
August 9, 1945 was ordered paid to 
Frederick Nephan, 80 Alexander 
Street. 


A contract with Charles H. Rich, 


trading as Safety Service Station, 
48-58 William Street, for the towing 
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of damaged or abandoned autos from 
the street, was approved.

electric motor of the freight elevator 
in the City Hospital laundry build- 
ing. 


Approval of an agreement be- 
tween the United States of America 
and the City, containing a certain 
stipulation concerning a perpetual 
easement for a sewer line, was given 
by the Board of Commissioners. 


The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved renewal of a lease for prem- 
ises at 75-79 Arlington Street with 
Henry R. Friedman.

The Housing Authority of Newark 
was designated by the Board of 
Commissioners to administer Veter- 
ans’ temporary housing program, 
under the supervision of the Mayor

The Director of Public Safety and 
the City Clerk were authorized to

Written application to the Direct- 
or of the Municipal Aid Administra- 
tion for assistance to aid in the fin- 
ancing of the City relief program, 
in accordance with provision of 
Chapter 162 P. L. 1944, was author- 
ized by the Board of Commissioners.

The only purpose that will be 
served will be to increase the pres- 
ent waste and extravagance which 
has already mounted to a fantastic 
‘degree, particularly during the last 
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five or six years. This is because 
the new divisions will merely du- 
plicate functions which are already 
being performed, or should be per- 
formed by existing divisions of the 
city government. 


Obviously there is no more reason 
for creating a division of accounts 
in the Department of Parks and 
Public Property than there is for 
creating such a division in the de- 
partments of Safety, Public Affairs, 
and Public Works, so if you create 
this department at Mr. Villani’s re- 
quest you should also create de- 
partments of accounts in the three 
other departments as well. Per- 
haps you will do this anyway, now 
that I have suggested it. 


The entire responsibility for the 
keeping of the city accounts rests 
upon the Director of Revenue and 
Finance, by virtue of the Walsh Ast, 
and also because of specific provis- 


ions in the City Charter, which place - 


these powers and duties in the 
office of City Comptroller and un- 
der the City Charter these powers 
and duties may not be delegated to 
any other person. Mayor Murphy 
is the City Comptroller and as such 
must perform these duties, through 
his proper subordinate officials in 
his own department, and remain 
responsible for their proper per- 
formance, *****” 


The payroll of the public build- 
ings division in 1941 was $257,394. 
Today it is $795,110. There are no 
more buildings to speak of to be 
maintained today than there were 
in 1941, and this increase of over a 
half million dollars is not to be ac- 
counted for by increased cost of 
living, or any other legitimate ex- 
cuse. Primarily it represents pure 
payroll padding and exploitation of 
the taxpayers by the continual ad- 
dition of new parasites to the pay- 
roll. Since the first of the year no 
less than 51 new employees have 
been added to the Public Buildings 


and Shade Tree Divisions alone, at 
an annual increase of $106,560. in 
the city payroll. Mr. Jamouneau 
then presented the list of appointees, 
he said were made since January 1. 


Mr. Jamouneau said he seriously 
questioned the propriety of these 
appointments and requested the 
Commission to investigate the entire 
payroll of Commissioner Villani’s 
department. Some of those appoint- 
ed he said have other positions, or 
are pensioned. Discharged veter- 
ans are passed up he charged and 
called upon Emil Bischoff. The lat- 
ter told the Commissioners he ap- 
plied to the Department of Farks 
and Public Property for a position, 
and was offered one of tree climber 
in the Shade Tree division. Mr.

Authority was granted the Di- 
rector of Parks and Public Property 
and the City Clerk to execute a 
release from certain restrictions on 
premises 72 Stratford Place on re- 
quest of Dora Newmark, Rose Fisch- 
bein, Edith Slatin, Frieda Goldstein, 
Essie Schlosser, Leah Gallop, Miriam 
Prussack, Ethel Schectman and 
Bessie Cohen individually and as 
executrix of the will of Anna Yawitz. 


The Board of Commissioners au- 
thorized the cancellation of water 
charges aggregating $263.78 against 
twelve properties acquired by the 
city through tax foreclosure. 


The Board of Commissioners au- 
thorized the Corporation Counsel 
to enter into stipulation with the 
Special Assistant U. S. Attorney

- Mr. Parsonnet: Mr. Mayor, yes- 
terday the Governor approved Sen- 
ate Bill 184, which in its amended 
form requires all municipalities to 
designate the City Clerk or the 
chief engineer for the purpose of 
making searches for assessments 
for Local Improvements where the 
assessments have not been con- 
firmed, where perhaps the work had 
not yet bee done. It also provides 
that in the event the municipality 
is requested for such a search and 
fails to give it, any purchaser will 
take free of that assessment. It 
provides also that the act takes 
effect immediately. 


I saw the report yesterday for the 
first time that the Governor has 
approved that act, and I therefore 
started the preparation of a resolu- 
tion to conform with the act so that 
we might adopt the resolution by 
this meeting. And I am afraid that 
perhaps in a day or two, before the 
next meeting, someone may make 
application for such a search, and 
in the absence of a resolution, we 
may be unable to do it. That reso- 
lution is in the course of prepara- 
tion now. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, 
there isn’t anything in the contem- 
plation of the resolution that an- 
ticipates such an assessment, is 
there? 


Mr. Parsonnet: Yes, the Edison 
Place, Director. And there may be 
one or two others that we don’t 


think of off hand. And I submit we 


should not take the risk of waiting. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Hasn’t 
the cost been assessed on Edison 
Place all these years? 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well 
what has the Board of Assessment 
for Local Improvement been doing? 


Mr. Parsonnet: I don’t think they 
ever proceeded with the entire pro- 
ject up to this time. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: How 
long does that go back, 10 or 12 
years ago? 


Mr. Parsonnet: I think it is 14. 
There has been no proceeding to 
the completion of the project, and 
they have taken no action on it. 
There may be other instances—I 
don’t know. But I would ask—if 
I may, that the resolution desig- 
nates the City Clerk, as required by 
the act. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Then I 
suppose the City Clerk, through the 
proper qualified person, finds an 
arbitrary assessment? 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. It merely 
gives notice. The City Clerk gives 
notice of the contemplated assess- 
ments, 


Commissioner Ellenstein: To the 
property owners? 


a 
Mr. Parsonnet: Yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Must it 
be recorded? 


Mr. Parsonnet: That will be re- 
corded by the City Clerk. 

Commissioner Ellenstein: In the 
county clerk’s office? 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. It will be 
posted and filed in the city clerk’s 
office. It is like an ordinary tax 
search. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Actu- 
ally you don’t fix the cost or assess- 
ment against each individual prop- 
erty? - 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. It merely 
says there is a pending assessment 
against a particular property. But 
for fear that someone may come 
along in the next two weeks and 
ask for such a search, I felt we 
should present it today. If it meets 
with your approval the resolution 
could be voted on here wand signtd 
a little later. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: We 


would not want to do that. 


Mr. Parsonnet: I presumed you 
did not. However, it should be 
ready in a couple of minutes. 


Acting Mayor Brady: While we 
are waiting, I have a telegram here 
that I would like to read, The 
telegram is sent to the Honorable 
Vincent J. Murphy, Mayor of New- 
ark, New Jersey. It reads as fol- 
lows: 


“You and the other members of 
your governing body are cordially 
invited to attend ceremony in con- 
nection with dedication of Veterans’ 
Housing Project on Friday, May 10, 
at 2 p. m., at Nutman Place, West 
Orange.” Signed, “Bernard M.

Acting Mayor Brady: Will you see 
that each one of the Commissioners 
gets a copy of that? 


BE IT RESOLVED by the Board 
of Commissioner of the City of 
Newark that pursuant to a recently 
enacted statute of the State of New 
Jersey, the City Clerk is hereby 
designated and empowered to make 


official searches as to municipal im- 
provements authorized by ordin- 
ance, but not assessed, affecting 
any parcel or: tract of land in the 
City of Newark. The City Clerk 
shall issue “Certificate as to Liabil- 
ity and Assessment for Municipal 
Improvements” within fifteen days 
after receipt of the fees hereinafter 
provided and of a written applica- 
tion from any person containing a 
diagram showing the location and 
dimensions of the tract of land to 
be covered by the said certificate 
and the name of the owner of the 
tract. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED 
that the City Clerk shall charge 
and receive for the use of the City 
for every such certificate issued by 
him and certified to by him the 
following fees: 


(a) When the property described 
in the application is shown on the 


assessment map subdivided into city 


lots, and does not exceed five thou- 
sand (5000) square feet in area, Two 
Dollars ($2.00), and for each addi- 
tional five thousand (5000) square 
feet in area, or fraction thereof, an 
additional twenty-five cents ($.25).

(b) When the properiy is shown 


on the assessment map as acreage 
or is so assessed, and lies wholly 
within the limits of a single block, 
Two Dollars ($2.00) and if within 
the limits of two (2) or more blocks, 
an additional fifty cents ($.50) for 
each block. 


(c) When the property described 
in the application is, or has been 
subdivided and assessed as more 
than one item, an additional fee of 
fifty cents ($.50) shall be charged 
for each subdivision separately as- 
sessed, 


(d) No charge in excess of Fiv 
Dollars ($5.00) shall be made for a 
certificate covering lands lying

wholly within one block, as shown 
on the assessment map, unless there 
is a subdivision of proprietorship 
indicated by the assessment. 


“ (e) The fees for a continuation 
- search within three (3) years from 
the date of a certificate shall not 
exceed fifty cents ($.50) a year. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that said certificate shall, when such 
an ordinance has not been adopted, 
state that no ordinance has been 
adopted by the City of Newark au- 
thorizing any improvement for 
which a future assessment will be 
made upon the parcel or tract of 
land covered by such certificate, or, 
if such an ordinance has been ad- 
opted, such certificate shall set forth 
the number of the ordinance, the 
date of its adoption and the type 
of improvement or improvements 
authorized by it.

this being the adjourned date for 
same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


John Yauch: Mr. Mayor and mem- 
bers of the Board of Commission, 
my interest in connection with this 
ordinance is that I understand that 
it is supposed to apply to Commerce 
Street and it is supposed to consti- 
tute Commerce Street as a one-way 
traffic street running from east to 
west, from the Pennsylvania Depot 
up to Broad Street. 


I feel that I am sort of an expert 
on Commerce Street, having been 
born there and presently still being 
in business there. My father’s es- 
tablishment has been located on that 
street for the last 50 years. 


What is the remedy that this one- 
way street will provide? You have 
a one-way street now from the Penn. 
Station up to Mulberry on Com- 
merce, and I don’t observe a lot of 
traffic using that street now. You 
might say, “Well, if we open it up 
all the way, maybe more traffic will 
come up there.” But again I say, 
unless you cure what I think is the 
essential problem there in connec- 
tion with traffic duty today, unless 
you cure it by doing away with 
parking during the heavy traffic 
hours, you are not going to remedy 
the condition by this proposed ord- 
inance. 


William Roe: 24 Commerce Street, 
I represent the Federal Trust Com- 
pany and also the National Com- 
merce Title and Mortgage Guarantee 


Company, property owners on Com- 
merce Street. 


Our interest is primarily in seeing 
that it is possible for traffic to run 
so that our customers could get in 
and out as expeditiously as possible. 
The south side of Commerce Street 
is essentially a banking district at 
the point nearest Broad Street. That 
is, from the point running from 
Broad Street to a point running east 
midway in the block. 


The suggestion of Mr. Yauch as 
an experiment during the heavy 
traffic period is a suggestion which 
would be entirely satisfactory to our 
people. And it seems to us as mat- 
ters now stand it is unwise, to take 
this street, which is the only street 
north of Broad Street in the imme- 
diate center of town that is wide 
enough — except for an absolute 
through highway — to take the two- 
way traffic that is still available, 
and we would very much regret 
seeing it closed to east-bound traf- 
fic. And we believe that it would 
be detrimental not only to the prop- 
erty interest there but to the wel- 
fare of the city as well. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission, I 
appreciate the interest of the two 
previous speakers with regard to 
what they think would be detri- 
mental to the flow of traffic on. 
Commerce Street. I may be the 
exception, inasmuch as I drive an 
automobile. 


It only appears drastic at the out- 
set. As other streets were laid out, 
objections were raised. And we 
only ask the indulgence of the 
businessmen that might be interest- 
ed insofar as that might be con- 
sidered the offside of that particu- 
lar street. So play with the ord- 
inance awhile. All drivers are 
prone to keep to the right, and it 
is good if they do so; but just as 
soon as they know they could go in 
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the same direction on the left side 
of the street, they will get over 
there. 


And anybody who wants to get 
over to the Federal Trust Building, 
and I am interested not alone in the 
Federal Trust Building but the ten- 
ants there, I know they could get 
to 24 Commerce Street. 


I only ask that you work with me. 
If it works out to a disadvantage 
insofar as conditions are concerned 
—every ordinance can be amended, 
and Keenan will not hesitate to 
amend this particular provision of 
this ordinance. ' 


The travel conditions on your 
highways will go a long way to 
eliminate some of the hazards. I 
ask my colleagues in the face of the 
opposition before us today to sup- 
port this ordinance, and at least give 
the thing a try. 


No one else appearing, Commis- 
sioner Keenan moved that the hear- 
ing be closed. 


The ordinance having been read 
three times was then declared to be 
upon its third and final passage.

The Director of Revenue and Fin- 
ance was authorized to convert

of Newark, dated March 1, 1932, in- 
to coupon bonds at the request of 
Moss & Company. These bonds, 
numbered 1856 to 1865, payable 
March 1, 1970, and bear interest at 
the rate of six per cent. The cost 
of conversion shall be paid by the 
applicant. The bonds registered in 
the name of “The Insurance Fund 
Commission of the City of Newark, 
N. J.” were assigned to Moss and 
Company with power of attorney 
authorizing transfer of bonds to 
them. 


The Board of Commissioners, in 
a resolution unanimously approved 
by them, tendered their best wishes 
for success to Samuel Weitzman, re- 
tiring Acting Comptroller, and ex- 
pressed their appreciation for his 
able and faithful services during his 
term of office. 
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Å resolution commending Connie 
Jeffrey, Jr., of 129 Monmouth Street 
for his courage and bravery in sav- 
ing the lives of five persons at a 
three alarm fire in an eight-family 
house, 66 Montgomery Street, in the 
early morning of May 10th, 1946, 
was approved. 


Opposition to the proposed recon- 
version of an apartment at 2 Strat- 
ford Place by the Yelco Realty 
Company, was expressed in a reso- 
lution unanimously adopted by the 
Board of Commissioners. The reso- 
lution pointed out that the recon- 
version would result in the eviction 
of many families, including 22 vet- 
erans, six of whom hold Purple 
Heart decorations. Copies of the 
resolution were ordered forwarded 
to Wilson W. Wyatt, director of the 
National Housing Agency, and Ray- 
mond M. Foley, Commissioner of 
the Federal Housing Agency. 


Pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 40, P. L. 1946, R. S. Cum. 
Supp. 54:4-121.1, the Board of Com- 
missioners approved cancellation of 
$317,313 delinquent poll taxes cov- 
ering the years from 1929 to 1934 
inclusive. 


The Board of Commissioners voted 
to conduct a public hearing on a 
resolution authorizing the City to 
provide 600 temporary houses to 
help in meeting the requirements of 
discharged veterans of World War 
II. The date of the hearing was 
fixed for June 5th, 2:00 P. M. The 
resolution authorizes the Board to 
determine the number of safe and 
sanitary dwellings within the city 
available to veterans, the number 
under course of construction, the 
effect of the shortage of housing 
and other requirements called for 
under Chapter 79, P. L. 1946, and 
in accordance with terms of con- 
tract with F. P. H. A. 


The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the YOUNG WOM- 
EN’S. CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 
OF NEWARK is currently marking 
its Seventy-Fifth Anniversary; and 


WHEREAS, this Institution has

The City Clerk presented AN 
ORDINANCE TO AUTHORIZE 
THE IMPROVEMENT OF CER- 
TAIN PUBLIC STREETS IN THE 
CITY OF NEWARK AND THE 
ISSUANCE OF BONDS AND BCND 
ANTICIPATION NOTES PURSU- 
ANT TO THE LOCAL BOND LAW 
TO FINANCE THE COST OF SUCH 
IMPROVEMENTS and stated that 
today was the time fixed for a 
further hearing, this being the ad- 
journed date for same. 


Mayor Murphy: This ordinance 
has been before the City Commis- 
sion for the past two months. It 
is now up on second reading. 


Is there anybody who wishes to 
be heard? 


City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, since the 
last time this matter was up on 
public hearing there were several 
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communications that have come in. 
I think we ought to get in the 
record the fact that Mr. Crecca, the 
manager of the New Jersey Motor 
Truck Association, 973 McCarter 
Highway, writes in. 


Mr. Crecca maintained that the 
need of repaving is greatly due to 
the heavy traffic serving all the city, 
and added, "It is our contention that 
any improvement in traffic arteries 
which benefit the City as å whole 
should be borne by the entire citi- 
zenry, proportionately, according to 
the assessed valuation of their prop- 
erties because only in this way can 
the cost of the improvements which 
redound to the benefit of all of the 
City, be shared in equally.” 


Other letters were received from 
Mrs. G. Mascia, 192 So. Seventh 
Street; J. Anton Hagios, secretary of 
the ‘Broad Street and Merchants 
Association in which he said a spe- 
cial committee “favors the prin- 
ciple of benefit assessments where 
the benefits can be easily established, 
and takes the position that depend- 
ing on the character of the traffic 
on a street to be improved, there 
will be more or less benefits which 
properly can be assessed against the 
property owners.” Max Sherman, 
president of the Springfield Avenue 
Association, said his organization 
favored a general assessment for the 
repaving program. Max Lippman, 
299 Clinton Avenue; Mrs. Frances 
Savini, 242 Littleton Avenue; Mrs. 
Annie Cimirro, 251 Littleton Ave- 
nue; Mrs. Salvatora Libfezza, 249 
Littleton Avenue; Mrs. Theodora 
Fabrita, 274 Littleton Avenue; and 
Joseph Gaddis, 181 No. 6th Street, 
also spoke in favor of the ordinance 
as presented. 


Joseph H. Gunn, representing the 
Ironbound Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion urged a general assessment in- 
stead of levying a portion against 
abutting property owners. 
both the State and County follow 


He said. 


that policy as does a number of ad- 
joining municipalities. Abutting 
properties he asserted, do not reap 
any special benefits from such im- 
provements. Mr. Gunn maintained 
that the Central Planning board in 
urging special assessments against 
abutting property owners was in 
serious contrast with its proposal of 
a highway along the bed of the old 
canal, without assessments against 
abutting property owners. “The 
same interests who are backing the 
Planning Board idea have had the 
streets in front of their properties 
paved free of charge. It makes a 
difference on which strings of the 
violin the tune is played,” Gunn as- 
serted. 


City Clerk: Is there anybody fur- 
ther who desires to be heard on the 
ordinance? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: “Mr. 
Mayor and my colleagues, I want to 
say that considerable time has 
elapsed since the ordinance was first 
introduced, and I spent considerable 
time and very earnestly attempted 
to approach this question with an 
open mind, and have put down here 
my views. 


+ 

“In giving proper thought to the 
ordinance under discussion, the city 
Commission should review the geo- 
graphical position of Newark, its 
area, its industrial character, its 
arteries and paralleling streets or 
eross streets which were formerly 
considered ‘local’ streets. Newark, 
by reason of its geographical loca- 
tion, is actually the nerve center 
for freight and passenger automo- 
tive dissemination. The city is sep- 
arated from other municipalities by 
an imaginary political line, at every 
point in the compass. These neigh- 
boring municipalities are thickly 
populated and highly industrialized. 
Therefore, the city assumes a strain 
upon its streets unparalleled in al- 
most every other American city. ` 
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“Newark’s area is but 23 square 
miles, of which approximately five 
square miles are meadowland. It is 
the second most congested city in 
the nation in point of street miles, 
and its industrial character creates 
more vehicular tråffic concentration 
upon fewer streets. 


“The City’s highly industrial 
character brings to almost all of 
its streets heavier motor trucks 
which are rapidly increasing upon 
these streets and extending even 
to zone of first-class residential 
character. Streets that in 1930 and 
before that time carried a small 
amount of traffic and were classi- 
fied as “local” streets, and had their 
paving costs assessed for benefits, 
today, due to the more universal use 
of the automobile, are carrying a 
large amount of traffic and should 
be considered as arterial streets. This 
is true in large part because the 
arterial street of yesterday is over- 
crowded and traffic seeks relief by 
the use of adjacent paralleling 
streets. 


“The abandonment of the trolley 
car added heavy buses in large num- 
bers on many streets which were 
considered local in character but a 
few years ago. During the trolley 
era the paving and maintenance 
costs between the trolley tracks and 
for 18 inches on either side of the 
trolley tracks were paid by the 
transportation company, in their en- 
tirety. These costs are now being 
met by the city and certainly should 
not be charged against the property 
owners along the streets through 
which the buses now travel. 


“Ten of the 34 streets in this 
ordinance have bus lines operating 
over them and some of the others 
probably will have similar lines 
routed their way at some future 
date. Others, 16 in number, con- 
tained in the ordinance, with no 
bus lines, are so situated that a 
major part of the traffic on them 


is derived from sources entirely 
from without these respective 
streets. 


“Further instances of the afore- 
mentioned are the large volume of 
traffic using streets around such 
centers as ball parks, entrances to 
recreational parks, entrances to main 
arterial highways and large hous- 
ing projects, large industrial and 
manufacturing plants and neigh- 
borhood centers of amusement. 
Also, the streets are used to a very 
great extent for the transportation 
of goods and freight from factories 
and other large business establish- 
ments. Much of such traffic did 
not exist a few years ago, and is in- 
creasing day by day. This greatly 
increased traffic is not only in the 
number of vehicles but in their 
weight as well. 


Between 1936 and 1942 sixty-nine 
miles of the city’s streets were paved 
or repaved under W. P. A, at a 
cost to the city of $2,000,000. This 
constitutes 22 per cent of the total 
street miles in Newark. All of the 
general taxpayers participated in 
that payment and there was no 
assessment for benefits against any 
of the abutting property owners. 


“Other sections of these same 
streets, not having been improved 
under W. P. A., are in the list of 
streets proposed in the pending 
ordinance. There is strong legal 
and equitable question of discrim- 
ination which will undoubtedly be 
raised by the property owners on 
these streets.” 


The Commissioner then related 
the inability of the city to collect 
assessments for the opening of Ray- 
mond Boulevard and Raymond 
Plaza West, improvements carried 
out more than ten years ago. 


“An attempt to levy assessments 


for benefits on property affected by 
this ordinance,” the Commissioner 
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said, "Would require a separate ord- 
inance for each of the 34 streets, 
under the law. This would neces- 
sitate holding 34 separate hearings 
by the governing body, after notice 
had been sent to the property own- 
ers on each street. 


“It is not difficult to visualize 
that an attempt to assess for bene- 
fits, based upon past experiences, 
will prove unbusinesslike and un- 
profitable. One ean readily antic- 
ipate the litigation that may run 
well over 15 years. Furthermore, if 
under the State law, two-thirds of 
the owners in land on any one of 
the 34 streets petition the governing 
body, declaring their opposition to 
a “special” assessment, the oppo- 
sition of these petitioners can be 
overruled only if the governing 
body finds that the improvement is 
a “public necessity,” which finding 
must be affirmed by a Circuit Court 
Judge. 


“A number of property owners 
affected by this ordinance have writ- 
ten me stating that they are not 
concerned about new paving upon 
their streets if they are to be as- 
sessed specially; however, they in- 
sist that their streets be maintained 
in good repair by the city as a 
functional duty and as carried out 
upon all city streets. In a letter 
from the Planning Board addressed 
to the City Commission, I note on 
page two the statement: ‘We con- 
sider it the responsibility of the 
city to repair streets at its own ex- 
pense.’ 


“I believe that all of the Com- 
missioners are agreed that many of 
the streets are in a deplorable con- 
dition. To repair the streets enu- 
merated in the Engineer’s report 
would prove economically unsound. 
To carry out the obligation and re- 
pair those streets would also entail 
the adoption of an emergency reso- 
lution to provide for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, which would 


be followed by including the sum in 
next year’s budget to be taken up 
by the general taxpayers in 1947 
and through subsequent years, leav- 
ing us with patched streets which 
would require continuous repairing. 
Fantastic statements of costs, run- 
ning as high as $35,000,000 have been 
made, as expenditures over a 
twenty-year period. These wild con- 
clusions come from uninformed 
sources and are not the product of 
reasonable, dispassionate thought. 
After careful analyses, L. Dudley 
Coles, Chief Engineer, and George 
W. Andress, Engineer in Charge of 
Streets, both of whom by reason 
of their long service with the city 
are thoroughly familiar with the 
surface condition of all of the city 
streets, and more important, with 
the type of base which supports each 
street, have submitted a report to 
me. ' 


*A program has been prepared to 
spend an amount not to exceed a 
total of $8,000,000 over a ten or 
twelve-year period. In addition, å 
study has been made of the city's 
debt service, and the program de- 
signed accordingly. It is contem- 
plated to reduce the $850,000 for 
street improvements in this ordin- 
ance to $600,000 for next year, with 
a gradual reduction each successive 
year, 


“There can also be two periodic 
annual omissions in the program, so 
that it may be drawn out to 12 years 
or longer. 


“Since the bonds would be serial 
in character over ten-year periods, 
and ten per cent paid off annually, 
the $8,000,000 cost of the entire im- 
provement can not reach more than 
a maximum of $4,000,000 at ony one 
time throughout the life of the pro- 
gram. Furthermore, the city’s debt 
service in 1951 will be approxim- 
ately $2,470,000 less than in 1946. 
In addition, under our State law 
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the City Commission can not ex- 
pend through bonded ordinance in 
any one year more than 60 per cent 
of the amount of bonds retired in 
the last preceding year. These two 
facts give more than ample assur- 
ance that the city debt will not be 
increased through this paving pro- 
gram, but will be substantially re- 
duced. 


“The street paving program, as 
submitted, with proper maintenance, 
assures no necessary repaving for 
20 years or more. There is a pos- 
sible exception that ten miles of 
concrete surface streets will be good 
for fifteen years or more. 


«T present to you the data on 
these city streets, submitted to me 
on April 15, 1946. 


“Streets under city control, 343 
miles. 


“Sheet asphalt, under 30 years old, 
supported by modern concrete base 
and, with very few exceptions will 
not require replacement for 20 years 
or more, 111 miles. 


“With one or two exceptions, all 
of the bad brick pavements were 
relaid or replaced under W. P. A. 
However, all are now in good shape 
and will not require replacement for 
20 or more years, 39 miles. 


Bitulithic pavements are in very 
good condition; all on suitable foun- 
dations; will not require replace- 
ments for 20 or more years, 33 miles. 


“Granite block. on concrete base 
for 25 or more years; no replacement 
will be required for 25 or more 
years, 32 miles. 


“Bituminous concrete — „will re- 
quire no replacement for 30 years, 
30 miles. 


“Bituminous macadam, will not 


Tequire replacement for 15 years 
provided maintained properly, 15 
miles. 


“Concrete, no replacement for 15 
years or more, 10 miles. 


“Unpaved streets, which have 
never been improved and where 
abutting property owners have 
never been assessed. They are a 
suitable Subject for special assess- 
ment for benefits, 13 miles. 


“That, according to this, accounts 
for 283 miles of streets, A program 
of $8,000,000 will take care of 60 
miles of streets during a 10 or 12 
year period. 


“References have been made re- 
garding other public improvements, 
such as-a new city hospital, incin- 
erators, et cetera, during the vost- 
war period. I wish to point out 
that each capital improvement will 
be considered by the governing jody 
as the respective bond ordinance is 
presented. In other words, there 
is no Commitment that the city com- 
mission makes that next year they 
will vote $600,000 for the improve- 
ments. I believe that after four 
years when the streets are in worse 
disrepair and that they could not 
economically be repaired, that we 
ean skip a year or two during that 
period, and the bonds will be se ar- 
ranged so that at no time will there 
be more than $4,000,000 in street 
repairs under those bonds. 


“In each instance it will require 
the vote of at least four of the 
Commissioners for passage and will 
undoubtedly be considered as to 
prior needs. I believe we are all 
agreed that many miles of streets 
are sorely in need of repaving as a 
necessary economic measure; how- 
ever, it seems to me that a new 
city hospital should take precedence 
over the street program, and I would 
without hesitation subscribe to a 
new city hospital at any propitious 
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time, even though it would neces- 
sitate the halting of the street pro- 
gram. 


“I might inject too that I don't 
think that an incinerator is quite as 
necessary as a street; but I do recog- 
nize the fact that a City Hospital 
affecting the health of the citizens 
of the city is more important than 
the repaving program. 


“I call attention to the fact that 
the City Commission had appro- 
priated accumulated reserves against 
the tax levy which created fictitious 
tax rates for two successive years 
to the extent of $1,500,000 in 1945, 
and $2,000,000 in 1946. This with 
the $2,100,000 of present accumu- 
lated reserves, would total $5,600,- 
000. Had the City Commission re- 
served all of the accumulated re- 
serves, we could have taken care 
of the street program and the city 
hospital project without increasing 
the city debt at all. The policy of 
accumulating reserves for postwar 
improvements — I might say, while 
Mr. Alexander is here, that reminds 
me. I see a letter here from the 
Planning Board under date of April 
29th, and on the first page it gives 
the duty imposed on the Planning 
Board, and under ‘A’ it says, ‘Make 
comprehensive studies and surveys 
of federal, state, county and munic- 
ipal postwar plans and projects, to 
determine their purposes, the man- 
ner of their financing, and the 
source and availability of funds to 
carry on the same.’ 


“Now, I don’t think that it could 
be said that it is good, careful plan- 
ning to permit reserves to be taken 
out knowing that the streets have 
no been repaired in many years, 
knowing we need a city hospital, 
knowing that we need other public 
improvements, and that money 
should be permitted to be deducted 
against the tax levy so as to bring 
the tax rate down and make an 
artificial one. 


“Failure to pass this ordinance and 
revert to the principle of levying 
assessments for benefits will: 


“One. Continue to adhere to a 
policy it would seem was intended 
for the opening or intial paving of 
streets. 


“Two. It will undoubtedly lead 
to protracted and expensive litiga- 
tion by aggrieved property owners. 


“Three. It will continue adher- 
ence to a policy inaugurated when 
it was not contemplated that heavy 
and increased automotive traffic 
would convert so-called local streets 
into through thoroughfares in resi- 
dential and other zones. 


“Four. It will give no considera- 
tion to the fact that many so-called 
local streets bear as much and more 
traffic today than the main arteries 
did when the laws governing assess- 
ments were passed by the legisla- 
ture. 


“Five. It will disregard the de- 
termination and will of industrial 
groups and the trucking industry, 
both of which are in an advantage- 
ous position to know the extent of 
use of streets generally throughout 
the city. 


“Six. It will not recognize that 
special benefits will place iniquitous 
burdens upon the small property 
owners who are already struggling 
under the strain of a soaring and 
unbearable tax rate. 


“Seven. It will create liens on 
properties of small taxpayers and 
affect mortgage loans, thus retard- 
ing the development of housing fa- 
cilities so sorely needed in this city. 


“Eight. It will discriminate 
against and penalize the small prop- 
erty owner for increased traffic on 
his street over which he has no con- 
trol. 
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"So, I urge my colleagues as a 
matter of good business and simple 
justice to subscribe to this ordin- 
ance.” 


Commissioner Villani: I am in 
favor of this ordinance. I am in 
wholehearted agreement with Di- 
rector Ellenstein. I think I have 
expressed my vote before, and I 
think it should be proportionately 
paid by all the taxpayers. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I move 
the ordinance. - 


Commissioner Villani: I second it. 


- Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
say, Director, that this is not a new 
policy being adopted by the city in 
apportioning assessments. That is 
the policy of the city. And while it 
was mentioned that during the 
W. P. A. days the Government sup- 
plied the costs for the necessary la- 
bor, the city furnished the materials 
and supplies. It is true that the 
taxpayers paid that cost of $2,000,- 
000. ` 


If the city had no other obliga- 
tions to think about, and you touch- 
ed on some of them, such as the 
incinerator, which may be consid- 
ered on the same basis probably as 
the paving of streets, and also the 
hospital, or a wing of the hospital, 
and the public schools — they are 
all items that have been more or 
less listed as real necessities in the 
city. 


The bonded indebtedness of the 
City of Newark cannot go down in 
view of the monies that must be 
expended. The Board of Education 
is asking for a million dollars for 
certain school overhauling, and have 
presented a program over a period 
of the next 25 years, involving ap- 
proximately a million dollars a year. 
There will be a meeting next week 
of the Board of School Estimate at 


which time a bond ordinance of 
about a million dollars will be pre- 
sented. 


Then there is the question of the 
airport. There is no doubt in my 
mind that we will have to spend . 
additional monies on it, some esti- 
mates going as high as $20,000,000. 


Whether or not the city is going 
to go into all that at this tirne, I 
don't know. You have your hos-’ 
pital program. Whether it will be 
one unit that will go up over the 
course of the next five years, with 
an estimated cost of $2,000,000, or 
more, I don’t know. 


If there is going to be a power 
plant built, that will run appprox- 
imately another half a million dol- 
lars. New sewers will have to be 
built, and will probably cost a few 
million dollars. The streets paving 
program has been mentioned by the 
director, and that is another item 
which may mean eight million dol- 
lars in the general assessment. 


If I were in favor of paving all 
the streets in Newark on a general 
basis, I would not vote for this ord- 
inance because this ordinance is too 
general. It does not specify exactly 
what is going to be done on those 
streets. I think it is too wide open 
and is going to leave the door wide 
open to different people coming 
down and demanding that their 
streets be repaved. 


The Commission ought to decide, 
where buses run on streets, whether 
an assessment is local, or whether 
it is a general assessment; or 
whether there should be any ass- 
essment on that street at all. That 
is an important matter. 


You say there may be coused a 
chaotic condition in determining 
the assessment. I cannot agree with 
you on that. There has been no 
chaotic condition caused before. As 
a matter of fact, 95 per cent of the 
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assessments for paving of the streets 
in Newark has been paid by the 
taxpayers in quicker time than they 
have paid their taxes. There is no 
question about that, and the record 
shows that. 


I don’t think it is a comparison 
in citing Raymond Plaza West, be- 
cause it is an assessment that was 
thrown out. And insofar as Ray- 
mond Boulevard is concerned, the 
cost sheets that were prepared by 
the engineers were set aside by ac- 
tion of the court. 


Any vast amount of spending by 


the city on improvements, will cause. 


a jump in the debt service of the 
city. 


As much as I would like to see a 
general assessment, I don’t think the 
city can afford to change its policy, 
and to me it would be changing its 
policy in going into the program 
now of assessing all of these proper- 
ties generally. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Let me 
correct you on one point. You 
talked about the bonded indebted- 
ness increase. Don’t you know we 
operate under a law where we could 
only appropriate 60 per cent of the 
amount of bonds retired in the last 
preceding year? Now, how on earth 
can the bond debt of the city in- 
crease when we can only spend by 
bond issue 60 per cent of the amount 
we retired last year?. Not until we 
reach the statutory limit can we do 
that. So the bonded indebtedness 
of the city is not to be increased 
under any circumstances. 


Mayor Murphy: That is not so. 
I tell you to look it up. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I have 
looked it up. Ask your Corporation 
Counsel. 


Mr. *Parsonnet: I have not looked 
into it, Director. We will have to 
check into it. : 


Mr. Kane: We will be glad to give. 
you that information within the 
next five minutes, Mr. Director. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: You say 
you oppose the ordinance because 
it does not specify, in your opinion, 
enough. Now, this is a bond ordin- 
ance. Before the bond ordinance is 
approved it must be approved by 
Mr. Washburn, the bond attorney, 
and then approved by your Law De- 
partment. Both of those men have 
approved the bond ordinance; and 
yet it does not meet favorably with 
you. Now, will you please explain 
that? 


Mayor Murphy: That is easy. Be- 
cause the bond attorney approves a 
bond ordinance that was drafted 
here, and which meets with the ap- 
proval of the Law Department, does 
not say it meets with my approval, 
because it is not specific in men- 
tioning facts. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Do you 
disagree with your bond attorney 
and disagree with the Law Depart- 
ment? 


Mayor Murphy: Have you ever 
disagreed with the Law Depart- 
ment? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Mr. Mayor may I 
have a word on the drawing of the 
ordinance? The ordinance was 
drawn in accordance with the direc- 
tion of the Director of Public Works, 
and it happens to be in legal form. 
Therefore it was approved. But it 
does not necessarily mean that it is 
in proper form as far as we are 
concerned. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Did you 
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subscribe to that ordinance? ° 


Mr. Parsonnet: Yes. It is in proper 
legal form. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: You said 
Mr. Mayor that there was no chaos 
in any of the assessments before. 
Don't you recall that it took ten 
years to collect $141,000 on the as- 
sessments for the opening of a street 
upon which there is a definite im- 
provement? Don't you think that 
when $141,000 is expended, and it 
cost much more— 


Mayor Murphy: (Interrupting) 
Who is to blame for that? You are 
talking about Raymond Boulevard? 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: I am 
talking about Raymond Boulevard. 
There was a canal there before. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The as- 
sessment was for benefits, and there 
is no doubt about it — it brought 
some benefits to the property own- 
ers abutting Raymond Boulevard. 
And it is quite entirely different 
from the situation which exists there 
now. So that during the 10 years 
you collected $141,000 and you paid 
an assessment board more than that. 
It will take 15 years upon that basis. 
And we will have to go into litiga- 
tion on all those streets. 


Commissioner Eylenstein: Could 
you realize Mr. Wagner if two- 
thirds objected, or wanted to have 
it repaired, it would be necessary 
to put in an emergency resolution 
in order to repair the streets. That 
is a natural function that they are 
entitled to have. Then we will have 
repaired streets, and that will go on 
indefinitely. And we only selected 
those streets that would not stand 
any more repairs. It is just like 
putting a patch on a patch. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the City Commis- 
sion, it is my opinion that to support 
this resolution would be establishing 


not alone a new but a dangerous 
precedent in municipal financing of 
city streets. - 


Newark for 50 years or more 
has followed a policy. That policy 
was carried out until the Federal 
Government came into Newark, as 
it did in numerous other cities, un- 
der the caption W. P. A. Surely 
Newark, nor any other municipality, 
should be expected to continue a 
plan as laid down by our federal 
government, if for no other reason 
than for financial reasons. That 
branch of the government has un- 
limited funds. Until then the city 
carried out a policy. To change from 
that policy, in my opinion, would 
be dangerous. f 


The representative of the Iron- 
bound ‘Manufacturers Association 
mentioned the policy in Belleville. 
It is true that Belleville is floating 
a bond issue. It is also true, Mr. 
Gunn, that Belleville, as I read in 
the papers, is getting financial as- 
sistance. Newark cannot get fin- 
ancial assistance, from anything, 
whether it be from state or federal 
government. 


This being a post war project, I 
would like to have some attempt 
made to get the federal government 
to assist the municipality. It is of 
vital importance in an industrial 
way. 


This is a commopolitan city. We 
have great trucks and industries in 
our town, and we are glad to have 
them here. It has been mentioned 
that they, to a great measure, wear 
down the surfaces of these streets. 
But the state just recently increased 
the fees, and receives from these 
trucks an additional revenue. Are 
they damaging the state road to the 
extent that they are damaging the 
city streets? And from what point 
and to what degree does the munic- 
ipality benefit then from the addi- 
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tional fees the state gets from these 
truck owners? 


I say some attempt should be 
made to get some state or federal 
aid, financially. 


The representative of the Iron- 
bound Manufacturers Association 
mentioned something about the 
county spending its moneys. I men- 
tioned it publicly on numerous oc- 
casions. I think they could spend 
without any regard to the City of 
Newark, and then the city by law 
must pay its per capita share for 
the upkeep of the county govern- 
ment. We cannot ask why they 
must spend; but we must pay our 
53 per cent of their total expendi- 
tures. +» 


Those things to me seem unfair. 
Newark don’t get from the state 
any financial assistance for its edu- 
cational burden, and it has a great 
one. And on too numerous occas- 
ions I gave expression to that. We 
have a 12 million dollar educational 
budget. I said before, and I say it 
again, the city of New York gets 
36 per cent. of its educational bud- 
get from state aid. The city of 
Philadelphia gets 48 per cent of 
its educational budget from state 
aid. What does Newark get? New- 
ark loses some three or four hundred 
thousand dollars in financial trans- 
actions insofar as the state is con- 
cerned, with regard to its educa- 
tional costs and expenses. 


Something must be done then to 
help the city. We cannot shoulder 
the burden of this ordinance or any 
similar ordinance that would burden 
the taxpayers at large. If this is 
only $800,000, and if it was the 
only bond that was floated, and so 
far as things go it is not the only 
one that would have to be made, 
that alone would increase the tax 
rate; and the crying hullabaloo is 
the rising cost of government. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I agree 
with the principle of Commissioner 


Keenan when he says they should 
contribute. Undoubtedly that is 
true; but the state does not do it. 
And that is no reason why we 
should penalize these people twice 
by levying a special assessment and 
then making them pay their share 
of the general assessment on top of 
that. 


Commissioner Brady: I am im- 
pressed by the proponents and those 
in favor of the ordinance. I am 
satisfied there is a preponderant 
amount of support in favor of the 
general assessment. 


I gave this ordinance considerable 
study. While it may be true that 
the ordinance does not set forth 
the specifications, I am of the opin- 
ion that should contracts.be granted, 
the specifications would be set forth 
in those contracts. 


I received information recently 
that the government had under con- 
sideration a bill to allow a grant to 
municipalities of 45 per cent and a 
55 per cent loan on street improve- 
ments, improvements of any char- 
acter. 


I am interested, naturally, in the 
building of a new City Hospital, and 
I know that Director Ellenstein was 
sincere when he made the state- 
ment that he feels the City Hospital 
is more important, the building of 
a new hospital is more important, 
than is the repaving of streets. 


I would like to see a further ef- 
fort made to get some state aid. 
And I am sure Director Ellenstein 
will agree with me, if we could get 
assistance from the federal govern- 
ment and save the spending of that 
money, a little longer wait won't 
impair the streets any more than 
they are at this time. 


I know that the streets need re- 
paving. I am fully in accord with 
that. But I also agree with Director 
Keenan; I believe that there has 
been a policy established over a 
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number of years, and I don't like 
to vote for something that will es- 
tablish a new policy. I would like 
to see those other avenues exhausted 
first. ' 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Let me 
tell you, Director, I would like to 
see the streets repaved because I 
receive on the average of 75 letters 
a week from people who complain 
about the streets. We put two new 
gangs on in order to keep the streets 
repaired. It is just as much the 
obligation of any Commissioner, and 
all I could do is report to the Com- 
mission that I need a certain amount 
of money to take care of those 
streets that need repaving. And if 
you vote against it, I have done 
everything I possibly could do un- 
der this form of government. And 
I have discharged my duty. But 
it is also my duty to bring to the 
attention of these people just exactly 
how I feel in the matter. 


There was no intention on my 
part to raise a controversy. I brought 
it to the attention of the Commis- 
sion because I have analyzed it. I 
know there are four bus lines run- 
ning down my street, and I don’t 
think that the city will be able 
to collect some 10 per cent of assess- 
ment that it levies against any of 
these streets. No man could con- 
vince me that four buses running 
down my street benefits that prop- 
erty. It does nothing else but wear 
out the roadway, that’s all. 


Commissioner Brady: I think that 
is a matter that should be left to 
the Board that makes the analysis, 
and that sets these assessments. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: When 
you assess for benefits and form 
your ordinance, notice must be 
given to each one of the property 
owners, and if two-thirds of them 
object, then you must show it as 
a public assessment and it must be 
confirmed by a Circuit Court Judge. 


You must be shown that the pav- 
ing is a public necessity, particu- 
larly so, when the property owner 
could demand the paving of his 
street. All of these properties af- 
feeted require repaving and it rneans 
more money. And you will have 
to introduce an emergency resolu- 
tion to do that. And that goes 
into a general tax levy, and all the 
taxpayers pay for it. 


Commissioner Brady: I heard it 
discussed here, that the larger tax- 
payers would have to take the heavy 
burden of paying the assessment. 
Now, let’s take Bamberger’s and the 
Prudential, for instance. If there 
is a general assessment they natur- 
ally will have to pay much more 
money than I will as a small tax- 
payer. 


- Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
the democratic principle, the ability 
to pay. Just the same as if you 
inherit $100,000. You will pay more 
than I will if I inherit $10,000. 


Commissioner Brady: But it is 
opposed on the basis that it is some- 
thing that might establish a policy. 
I also respect the support of the 
Ironbound Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. I know they are a substantial 
body of people, and they are in 
favor of this ordinance, and certain- 
ly they have no motive, only for 
the best. I feel it could be ex- 
plored a little more, and we may 
possibly get a grant and the city 
will benefit by it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: How do 
you feel about it, while the state 
makes up its mind to give us aid, 
what do you think we ought to 
do about the streets? 


Commissioner Keenan: Patch 
them up for a couple of months. 


Commissioner Brady: I say if we 


waited this long we should certainly 
wait for a few more months. 
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Commissioner Ellenstein: You 
think we ought to patch them up? 

Commissioner Keenan: Patch 
them up, and make every effort to 
get financial assistance. 


Mayor Murphy: Is the Law De- 
partment ready yet to give us an 
opinion on whether or not the city 
is limited to 60 per cent of what 
is retired in its debt service? 


Mr. Parsonnet: The situation is 
this, Mr. Mayor and members of 
the Commission; in 1936 there was 
a law adopted which was in accord- 
ance with what Director Ellenstein 
remembers. There was a provision 
at that time limiting the municipal- 
ity to 60 per cent of the debt reduc- 
tion in the previous year. In 1940 
there was an amendment to that 
law which provided a certain for- 
mula for the issuance of bonds 
based on debt reductions accumu- 
lated since 1940. Under that for- 


mula at the present time we have 
a fifteen million dollars leeway as 
an accumulated formula each year. 
It arrives at approximately 60 per 
cent of the total debt reduction 
since the beginning of time. 


Mayor Murphy: The ordinance is 
before the city commission on sec- 
ond reading. . o 

The Clerk will call the roll: 


Commissioner Brady: “No.” 

Commissioner Ellenstein: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Keenan: “No.” 
Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 


Mayor Murphy: “No.” 


Mayor Murphy: The ordinance is 
declared lost.

The Board of Commissioners 
established a revolving fund of 
$15,000 to be used for the purchase 
of live cattle to meet the needs of 
City institutions. The cattle will 
be purchased in the west, and ship- 
ped to Newark for slaughter under 
the supervision of the Bureau of 
Central Purchase which was author- 
ized to seek subsides established by 
the Federal government for meat 
slaughterers. 


Approval was given a resolution 
covering a supplemental agreement 
between the City of Newark and 
the United States Government in 
which the latter agrees to surrender 
and turn over certain rights and 
leases formerly assigned by the City 
to the Government, which cover use 
of the Butler hangar and other 
equipment, all at the Municipal Air- 
port. The agreement is known as 
supplemental agreement No. 6 to 
contract No. W. 1096 Eng. 1162. 


At the request of the Joint Meet- 
ing, Second River Joint Meeting and 
the Passaic Valley Sewerage Com- 
mission, the Board of Commission- 
ers approved a resolution opposing 
three legislative bills—H. R. 519, 
H. R. 4070 and H. R. 587 introduced 
in the House of Representatives at 
Washington. The Board of Com- 
missioners held that if these bills 
were enacted the Federal body to 
be created by them would be given 
extensive powers to regulate, main- 
tain and operate sewerage systems, 
thus interfering with the systems of 
sewerage disposal now being oper- 
ated efficiently by the Joint Meeting 
and the Passaic Valley Sewerage 
Commission. 


The Director of the Department of 
Parks and Public Property was au- 
thorized by resolution to advertise 
and conduct a public sale of Ivy Hill 
property, owned by the City, and 
not now needed by it for public 
purposes. Under provisions of the 
resolution, the purchase price shall 
be in cash; the land shall be re- 
stricted to one and two family 
houses not to cost less than $7,500 
for one family house, and $12,000 for 
two family houses.

(Reading) "We have thoroughly 
investigated your inquiry concern- 
ing possible health hazards which 
might be caused by raising the roof 
of a garage at 136 Hunterdon St.

When the work is 
completed the roof will be about 
one foot above the second floor 
window sill at 134 Hunterdon St., 
instead of three feet below. 


“There is a three foot space be- 
tween the two properties. There is 
absolutely no health hazard caused 
by the change, and no additional 
windows are being blocked off. 


“This investigation and report 
was made by both the Plumbing 
and the Sanitary Divisions. 


“Very truly yours, Charles V. 
Craster, M. D., D. P. H., Health 
Officer.” 


I move the approval of the ap- 
plication. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made— 


Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) I second the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: —but of course 
I think we should give this lady 
here an opportunity to be heerd.

Mrs. Florence Sibirro (134 Hun- 
terdon Street, Newark): I am hare 
for the other woman who was here 
last time.

wall is up about her window now, 
and if they raise that higher that 
roof will be over the second floor 
window. That is way above the 
next floor window. 


Mayor Murphy: But it does not 
block the second floor window. 


Mrs. Sibirro: That is what we 
don't want them to do. 


Mayor Murphy: It will be one 
foot above the window sill. That 
is not above the top of the window, 
is it? ` 


` Mrs. Sibirro: No, but it is above 
her window. 


Mayor Murphy: I am talking now 
about the second floor. 


Mrs. Sibirro: We are interested 
in the first floor more than the 
second floor. 


Mayor Murphy: The only thing is 
we have no way of regulating that 
anyhow, because that comes under 
the building department of the City 
of Newark and they have the right 
to have their plans approved in 
that respect. . 


Mayor Murphy: All right, the 
matter is now before the Commis- 
sion. Do I have a motion for ac- 
tion on it? 

Commissioner Brady: I move the 
approval. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made 
that the application be approved. 
The Clerk will call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor

Mr. David W. Patton (President, 
Newark Safety Council): Mr. Mayor, 
Commissioners, ladies and gentle- 


men. It is my privilege to come 
before you this afternoon briefly, 
as a representative of the Newark 
Safety Council,' to present to the 
City of Newark an award made by 
the National Safety Council for the 
record that Newark made in the 
National Traffic Safety Contest. 


Newark won third place, of which 
it can be justly proud, as it com- 
peted with a great many other cities 
of a similar size. I think this city 
and the Director of Public Safety 
and the police and the public may 
well be pleased with the award of 
this plaque. 


It was not easy to make this rec- 
ord in the face of war deterrents 
of one kind and another — finances 
that were rather low and a short- 
age of manpower, But this city 
carried on nevertheless with its 
magnificent program of safety edu- 
cation to attain this record, with 
the help of its city organizations 
and all departments, and with ex- 
cellent cooperation of the press. 


This achievement is one which 
we hope will be renewed again at 
some future time, and that New- 
ark may perhaps get into the posi- 
tion of being awarded second place 
and first place. 


May I say briefly, in passing, that 
there is still a great deal to be done 
in traffic safety. We still have got 
to keep on with the three princi- 
ples of accident prevention in traf- 
fic. Your city educational program, 
for instance, should not only be con- 
tinued, but broadened. The engi- 
neering principles that apply to traf- 
fic should be carried to the high- 
est degree to improve conditions. 
And lastly but not least, enforce- 
ment in the city in my opinion 
should be raised to a peak which 
has never been attained before. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor, 
my colleagues on the Commission, 
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ladies and gentlemen, as ths Di- 
rector of Public Safety I feel priv- 
ileged to act as the recipient of this 
additional honor bestowed on the 
Department of Public Safety, and 
in particular the Traffic Division of 
the police division. 


It is true that traffic is the prob- 
lem of the day, particularly more 
_ So in these older eastern cities where 
traffic is somewhat congested. 


During the year 1945 the police 
division of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety worked diligently, with 
the result that I was proud to sit, 
with Phil Sebold, Chief of Newark 
Police Department, in our nation’s 
capitol at a conference called by 
our country’s Chief Executive, when 
our fair city was mentioned as hav- 
ing won third place in its group 
insofar as population is concerned, 
as a result of the various activ- 
ities in the Police Division with re- 
gard to the reduction of the stag- 
gering number of accidents, and the 
appalling number of fatalities be- 
cause of those accidents. 


I dare say that the most im- 
portant of the three divisions of reg- 
ulation is that of education, with 
all due respect to engineering, with 
all due respect to enforcement. It 
must be realized by all men and 
women that education is primarily 
the most important. We must have 
the cooperation of all motorists and 
all pedestrians, or this good result 
could not have been attained. 


Under the able supervision of the 
chief of police, Philip Sebold, the 
Police Department not only is, but 
has been and will continue to func- 
tion efficiently. 


In the traffic division, under the 


able supervision of Deputy Chief 


John Haller- and Captain Dennis 
Cronin, this record was achieved. 


Within the fortnight, a similar 
honor was conferred upon this great 
town end its citizens and its police 
department by that outstanding 
American and by that great human- 
itarian, Eddie Cantor, when in the 
City cf Denver, Colorado, I was 
privileged and honored to receive 
this plaque as a result of the re- 
ductior in fatalities due to acci- 
dents during the month of May. 


I thank you, Mr. Patton, Mr. Ross- 
land and Mr. Bolger of Newark 
Safety Council, and my congratula- 
tions go to all of the members of 
the various divisions of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, and par- 
ticularly to those of the traffic divis- 
ion. Thank you. 


Mayor Murphy: On behalf of 
members of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, I want to say this is a big 
day for Commissioner Keenan with 
the award granted by the National 
Safety Council as a result of the 
activities of Commissioner Keenan, 
Chief Sebold and the Police De- 
partment. We are all proud in re- 
ceiving the award for third place 
for safety. 


We are also proud of the fact that 
today Director Keenan presents the 
Eddie Cantor award to the citizens 
of Newark for establishing an out- 
standing record in the United States 
in the reduction in traffic fatalities 
in this country during the month of 
May, 1946. 


Commissioner Brady: I move we

WHEREAS, the housing situation 


in the City of Newark, induced by 
the necessities of the men and wo- 
men of our City returned and re- 
turning from war service, and their 
families, is one which affects the 
public welfare and the lives of our 
people; the health, comfort and pub- 
lic safety thereof; and 


WHEREAS, it is deemed witain 
the public welfare power of the 
municipality to provide for the ne- 
cessities of the inhabitants of our 
City in the matter of proper and ad- 
equate housing, particulary men end 
women, and their families, whose 
necessities have been induced by “he 
public emergency, because of “he 
shortage of materials and labor for 
the making of- additional housing, 
and to protect the inhabitants of 
our community from the evils con- 
sequent to said necessities in hous- 
ing requirements; and 


WHEREAS, it is evident that the 
alteration and modification of dwell- 
ing places has in a considerable de- 
gree reduced the number of persons 
in occupancy, and that such further 
alteration and modification of dwell- 
ing buildings will result in further 
decrease in such occupancy; and 


WHEREAS, the alteration and 
modification of dwelling buildirgs 
will use and expend material and. 
labor to the continued and further 
inconvenience of the inhabitants of 
our City by diverting such materials 
and labor from the construction of 
new dwelling buildings, thereby op- 
erating to hinder and delay the 
construction of dwelling units which 
would become available for per- 
sons now in need of housing, and 
whereby the dwelling population 
would be increased and relieve tae 


condition of existing inadequate 
housing; and 
WHEREAS, the enactment of 


proper local laws is necessary to 
prevent the evils of the aforesaid 
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alteration and modification of dwell- 
ings to the disadvantage of the in- 
habitants of the City, ånd to pre- 
serve for the construction of new 
dwelling units the materials and la- 
bor that are and may become avail- 
able for additional housing; and 


WHEREAS, by reason of all of 
the above, it becomes necessary to 
exercise the police power vested in 
The City of Newark; therefore 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN: 


1: No building permit shall be 
granted for the alteration or modi- 
fication of any dwelling of more 
than one family, or of any apart- 
ment building or of ‘any dwelling 
places in any building in the City 
of Newark, if, upon the completion 
of the work of alteration or modifi- 
cation the number of persons in oc- 
cupancy, that is the population, will 
not be increased. 


2: Any building permit heretofore 
issued for the alteration and modi- 
fication of any dwelling building, as 
aforesaid, where the work has not 
been commenced under the permit, 
where the completion thereof would 
not result in an increase of the 
population, the number of persons 
in occupancy, be and the same is 
hereby revoked. 


3: It shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Buildings to make 
the determinations with respect to 
the effect of the proposed altera- 
tions and modifications aforesaid, 
and to refuse a building permit, and 
where the same has heretofore been 
issued to notify the holder thereof, 
the permitee, that the same is re- 
voked and the reason therefor, as 
aforesaid. 


4: The foregoing provisions shall 
remain in effect for a period of two 
years and during the present emer- 


gency, whichever may be longer. 


5: Any person, firm or corpora-

Mr. "Abe J. Silberstein (24 Wil- 
liam Street, Newark): I am appear- 
ing here in opposition to this ord- 
inance. This ordinance as intro- 
duced particularly affects the archi- 
tects. The architects, I believe you 
will agree, are as a whole the pa- 
tient souls with no one to complain 
to. 


However, in order for an archi- 
tect to continue with his business he 
must now comply with the regula- 
tions of the Newark Building De- 
partment, Newark Zoning Board, 
Newark Board of Health, the Elec- 
trical Bureau, the Bureau of Com- 
bustibles and the Zoning Board. In 
addition to that he has to comply 
with the New Jersey Tenement 
House Board, the Department of 
Labor, the F. H. A. the C. P. A. 
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anc the O. P. A.; and now you are 
going to foist another ordinance for 
him to comply with. 


I believe, with this ordinance, if 
it passes, it is going to con‘lict with 
your zoning ordinance. Under this 
ordinance, if I am right, in a cne- 
family zone, if I have a one-family 
house, and I could show thee will 
be an increase, if I could show 
there will be an increase in popu- 
lation, I would be permitted in a 
one-family zone or a two-family 
zone to house three or more families. 
Your zoning ordinance at the pres- 
ent time specifically states you al- 
low 2.000 square feet for on2 fam- 
ily, 1200 feet for two families, and 
1,000 feet for apartments, in a first 
residential, for one families. Also, 
it is at tre discretion of the super- 
intendent. If you appeal to him 
and show there will be an increase 
in the population then and then only 
will you be permitted to obtain a 
permit. Then if the superintendent 
does not like you, God help you— 
you won't get it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: May I 
ask you this; where do you get the 
idea that under the ordinance you 
cannot build a porch? : 


Mr. Silberstein: Well, the ordin- 
ance speaks for itself, I believe. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Here is 
what the ordinance says, “No build- 
ing permit shall bé granted Zor the 
alteration or modification of ang 
dwellings of more than one family, 
or of any apartment building or of 
any dwelling places in any build- 
ing in the City of Newark, if, upon 
the completion of the work of alter- 
ation, or modification, the rumber 
of persons in occupancy, that is the 
population, will not be increased.” 


Mr. Silberstein: It specifically 
states that before I could obtain a 
permit for alteration of any one- 
family or apartment house I must 


show that increase. 


Corimissioner Ellenstein: You see, 
though, the purpose of the ordin- 
ance, don’t you? To help the hous- 
ing shortage and to stop the avic- 
tion of families where there is an 
attempt on the part of the landlord 
to increase his revenue without re-. 
gard 10 the congested conditions that 
now exist in apartment houses. I 
have a number of letters from peo- 
ple who are being evicted. 


Mr. Silberstein: I fully realize 
that, but I do say to you it is all 
right for you to take that attitude 
and it is all right for you to say 
that; but when we go for a permit 
. the interpretation of this ordir.ance 
is up to the superintendent, and he 
will not let us have a porch made 
because it specifically states in your 
ordinance that you cannot make any 
alteration to a building. 


Coramissioner Ellenstein: Well, if 
you are worried about that, the 
Law Department interprets the ord- 
inanca—I just consulted with the 
man who drew the ordinance, and 
that is not the interpretation, How- 
ever, if there is any question, then 
the ordinance can very well be 
amended. 


Mr. Silberstein: I say to you that 
by creating this ordinance you are 
going to create conflicts. You are 
going to create doubt. And you are 
going to create a condition where 
we ace not going to get a permit, 
where we will have to run down 
to see the Commissioner or the Law 
Department to see whether they 
intended this or that. 


Mr. Romolo Bottelli, Jr.: I don’t 
want to prolong this thing, but the 
quest.on that came up in my mind 
is, as far as issuing permits is con- 
cernei, I was wondering if Mr. El- 
lenstein would consider amending 
that to read that the building super- 
intendent may issue a permit as 
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long as the number of families is not 
.decreased, as Jong as the population 
of the house is not decreased. If 
you have it that way rather than 
in the language it is in now, I think 
it will clear up much of this ques- 
tion, and it is not going to hurt 
your objective in getting this thing 
through. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Sup- 
posing it does not decrease, and it 
only has the same number? Sup- 
posing there are only four people 
who live in a four room apartment, 
_ and the owner splits it up into two 

families of two rooms—and he has 
four people. He evicts somebody, 
and it is done for the purpose of 
getting more revenue. 


Mr. Bottelli: I grant you that, but 
in the same four-room apartment 
where they need an additional bath- 


room the superintendent of build- : 


ings will not be able to issue a 
permit because they cannot show an 
increase in population. Let's say 
the situation remains static, the 
owner of a house cannot change. his 
house to put in improvements. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: This is” 


an emergency. We are not in nor- 
mal times, you realize that. 


Mr. Bottelli: We want to do every- 
thing we can to help the housing 
situation, but we don’t want to kill 
off every property owner in the City 
so that he cannot do anything to 
his residence. I wish you would 
consider that. 


Mr. Kapelsohn: The owners of 
this property and of many other 
properties in the City of Newark 
built their apartment houses and 
established their allowable rents not 
in a time of depression but in a 
boom economy, in a period imme- 
diately preceding the war when 
rents were already high and where 
every landlord quite properly under 
the law took advantage of that sit- 


uation to charge the maximum rents 
for their apartments. Everybody 
knows the basis upon which the 
O. P. A. regulations were estab- 
lished. And anybody who feels 
there are any just grievances there- 
by has full opportunity to be heard, 
and hundreds of them were heard. 
And the rents that are now 
charged are considered by our fed- 
eral government and state and 
municipal governments as the maxi- 
mum permissible rent that can be 
charged. 


People should not be permitted, 
for such reasons, to waste critical 
building materials, critical labor, at 
a time when every last bit of that 
is needed to supply new housing 
accommodations for the thousands 
who are here and for the thousands 
who are still to come back to New- 
ark from their military service, from 
their service in the government, to 
resume their life and livelihood in 
Newark where they were before. 


Mr. Herbert M. Gladstone: Mr. 
Mayor and Commissioners, I come 
here as chairman of the Newark 
Chapter of the American Veterans 
Committee. 


This matter was first called to our 
commander’s attention when the 2 
Stratford Place situation came to 
our notice in the press, and at that 
time our chapter adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution, which I would 
like to read into the record to show 
our attitude. He read the resolu- 
tion which opposed the proposed 
alterations. 


We heartily endorse the comments 
made by Mr. Kapelsohn at this time 
as they involve the veterans of the 
City of Newark. We feel that if 
the remarks of Mr. Silverstein were 
to take effect and the ordinance of 
this type were not to pass, that all 
of the residents of the various apart- 
ment houses in Newark will have 
that same sword hanging over their 
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heads. 


It is for that reason that we of 
the veterans committee hear:ily en- 
dorse the purpose of this particu- 
lar ordinance, and we commend to 
your attention that it be passed 
unanimously by your board. Thank 
you very much. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
further who desire to be heard in 
favor of the ordinance? 


Commissioner Brady: I have let- 
ters here, Mr. Mayor, that I would 
like to get into the record. I have 
a letter here from Dr. Crasier, the 
Health Officer, in which he states 
as follows: 


“The owner apparently intends to 
convert this building from 31 larger 
apartments to 45 smaller ones. Ac- 
cording to our investigation it would 
be practically impossible for the ten- 
ants to remain in the building dur- 
ing these alterations. Obviously, 
partions will be removed, the 
plumbing fixtures moved end ad- 
ditional ones installed. 


“From a health standpoint the 
building should be vacated before 
structural changes be attempted. 
vV. 


‘Very truly yours, Charles 


Craster, Health Officer.” 


Another letter from William -Fi- 
verson, the Assistant Superinten- 
dent of buildings, says: 


“I quote below a letter which I 
addressed to Mr. Sol D. Kapelsohn 
on June 24th, 1946. ‘It is my opin- 
ion that it would be very difficult 
to make the alterations as outlined 
on the plans submitted, without dis- 
possessing the tenants. As a matter 
of fact, I feel quite sure that it 
would be impossible for many of 
the tenants to remain on the prem- 
ises, should the owner attempt the 
project in question.” And it is 


signed, "William Fiverson, Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Buildings.” 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
further who desires to be heard in 
support of the ordinance? Hearing 
of none—do you care to make a 
further statement? 


Mr Joseph Isaacs: 
Avenue). i have been here for 35 
years, gentlemen, and I have always 
been in the real estate business. I 
have never tried to hurt anybody. 
And I say in this case here we have 
decided to do work while the ten- 
ants were there. I know it could 
be done and I am positive it can be 
done. 
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We have been notified by Wash- 
ington that we are not going to dis- 
possess any of the tenants and to 
go ahead with the job. We have a 
contractor on the job who has 
bougnt a lot of materials, getting 
ready to do the job as soon as the 
tenants give us permission to go 
ahead. And if the tenants won't 
give us permission we won't go 
ahead. We intend to make a real 
job that will be a credit to the City 
of Newark. 


No one else appearing, Commis- 
sioner Ellenstein moved that the 
hear:ng be closed.

Mayor Murphy: At this time I 
would like to review shortly and 
briefly, this matter of the study of 
the Newark Airport and Seaport by 
the Port of New York Authority. 


We all believe that Newark Air- 
port and Seaport, geographically, is 
ideally located. In endeavoring to 
evaluate its future, my feeling is 
that it has the greatest of possibili- 
ties. It can be an active asset that 
can repay to the citizens of Newark 
many social and financial benefits 
for the many troublesome years of 
its childhood. 


My position always has been to 
keep politics out of the operation of 
Port Newark. It was with this 
thought in mind that I recommend- 
ed to the Planning Board that the 
City planners, Harland, Bartholo- 
mew and Associates, set aside some 
of their other studies and give im- 


. mediate attention to the matter of 


the Port Newark situation. This was 
done, and their recommendations 
were completed and filed with the 
Planning Board, which in accept- 
ing the report, requested. the Port 
Newark Citizens’ Committee, which 
consisted of the following citizens: 
Edmund W. Wollmuth, Executive 
Vice President, as Chairman; Cur- 
tis C. Colwell, Essex County Chief 
Engineer; J. Leo Cooke, Vice Presi- 
dent of Lehigh Warehouse and 
Transportation Company; William 
C. Cope, President of Drake Busi- 
ness College; Carlos D. Kelly, Vice 
President of the Fidelity Union 
Trust Company; Terrence Foy, Jr., 
.Marine and Shipbuilding Workers, 
C. I. O; Joseph Gunn, Executive 
Secretary, Ironbound Manufacturers 
Association; Charles R. Hardin, At- 
torney; Charles Kramer, General 
Manager of United States Steel 
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Supply Company; William G. Vlen- 
nen, President of the Menne1 Com- 
pany; Albert W. Neuschelor, the 
President of the Real Estate Eoard 
of Newark; H. C. Roemer, Execu- 
tive Vice President of the ‘federal 
Telephone and Radio Corporation; 
Frank Williams, Home Insulators, 
A. F. of L.; and James Marshall of 
the Building Service Employees, 
Number 68, to study the report and 
to submit their recommenda:ions to 
the Planning Board. 


The Citizens’ Committee, in its 
report, recommended that tie Port 
of New York Authority which had 
indicated its interest in takir.g over 
this area of our city, should b2 re- 
quested to make a survey by the 
Board of Commissioners and to re- 
port to them on what basis i: would 
be satisfied to take over tre Port 
Newark area and as to what extent 
it would further develop this im- 
portant section of our city. 


The Planning Board of Newark 
coneurred in this recommerdation, 
and so notified the Board oi Com- 
missioners. The Board of Commis- 
sioners, on December 27th, 1945, 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
Port of New York Authority to 
make this study and to submit its 
proposal. 


That study has been made by the 
Port of New York Authority. It 
has been reported that this survey 
has cost the New York Authcrity 
about $50,000. It was first estimated 
that this report would be filed with 
the Board of Commissioners about 
April Ist, 1946. 


At this time I want to state to 
the members of the Ccmmission 
that I have always given them one 
hundred percent cooperation. They 
have had the services of our Sea- 
port and Airport managers, the 
services of our engineers, anc of our 
auditor’s office on the matter of 
finances. In fact, anything request- 


ed of us, that was within our power 
to give them, was given to them 
gladly. Ard I believe, that is also 
true with the other members of this 
Comunissior.. ` 

I tave not recommended the ex- 
ecution of any lease without first 
the approval of the Port of New 
York Authority. And while there 
are rnany operations at the A:rport 
that do need immediate attention, I 
have deferred action on them await- 
ing the results of this survey. 


That day has finally arrived. If 
this oroposal submitted by the Port 
of New York Authority is what I 
believe it to be, or should be, then 
I am one hundred per cent in favor 
of the Port of New York Authority 
taking over this area cf our city 
known as the Port Newark area. 
This is a serious and an important 
decision that the Board of Commis- 
sioners is being called upon to make, 
and I believe that copies of this 
proposal should be made available 
to our Planning Board, our complete 
Citizens’ Committee on Planning, 
our business interests, our veterans, 
labor, civic, fraternal and social 
groups, to any and all groups or any 
individual citizen who may desire a 
copy of this report, and I think,a 
reascnable period of time should be 
giver: to them to study this proposal. 


Then this Board of Commissioners 
can, with the cooperation and con- 
sent of the Port of New York Auth- 
ority, set a date for final action by 
the Eioard of Commissioners of New- 
ark. I understand that the Port of 
New York Authority has had sever- 
al thousand copies of their proposal 
printed. That has been made avail- 
able to anyone who desires a copy. 
I also understand that they will be 
glad to appear before any group to 
explain the proposal as much in 
detail as is possible. 


Finally, may I say to all these 
politicians who do not reside in 
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Newark, and who have no direct 
interest in Newark, "You have had 
your day. Now let us have ours.” 


We are now ready to proceed with 
this matter. Will the representative 
of the Port of New York Authority, 
whoever is its spokesman, come 
forward and address the Commis- 
sion? 


Commissioner J. Byrne, Jr.: Mr. 
Mayor, Honorable Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, in the absence 
of Mr. Howard S. Cullman, the 
chairman of the New York Port of 
Authority, I, as vice chairman, will 
take the privilege of introducing to 
you the members of the Port of New 
York Authority. He then intro- 
duced F. Palmer Armstrong; Com- 
missioner Arthur Walsh; Commis- 
sioner Donald V. Lowe; Commis- 
sioner Howard R. Cruse. 


I now take pleasure in introduc- 
ing to you Bayard F. Pope, the vice 
chairman of the Port Planning Com- 
mittee, who will address you. 


Commissioner Bayard F. Pope: I 
am very pleased to be here this 
morning with you gentlemen and 
‘say something to you about the 
plans for the development of New- 
ark Airport and Seaport. Commis- 
sioner Byrne, who just introduced 
us, as you all know, with five other 
Commissioners was appointed by 
the Governor of your State of New 
Jersey, and I, with five other Com- 
missioners, were appointed by the 
Governor of the State of New York. 
Yet, coming before you this morn- 
ing with this plan we are unani- 
mous. We have one objective. We 
have one point of view. So that 
although the Commissioners of the 
Port of New York Authority, num- 
bering twelve, are appointed by the 
governors of _ these neighboring 
states, I remind you that they have, 
and always have had, only’ one re- 
sponsibility, and that is the develop- 
ment of this port area for the bene- 


fit ot tne people who lie within it. 


As you have suggested, Mr. Mayor, 
some months have passed since you 
asked us to study the question. We 
have studied it with great care. 
We have had experts, We have had 
everyone from wherever they may 
be in the country to consider the 
matter with us, to give us their 
best advice with respect to traffic, 
with respect to the future, with 
respect to costs, with respect to all 
the problems that enter such a de- 
velopment. We believe. the plan 
that we are putting before you is 
economically sound and offers the 
utmost in development that is reas- 
onably possible to make within the 
next few years, if you will take 
full advantage of the opportunity 
that this presents for this area. 


I would remind you that what 
we are suggesting under this plan 
is not competitive with respect to 
other airports. You will see that 
from the figures that we present, 
figures which we believe are con- 
servative—and they have been care- 
fully compiled. They represent the 
opinions of the best authorities, in 
the air lines and others, with re- 
spect to the fast developing airport 
and transportation in this territory. 


You will see from those figures, 
if this development is executed, and 
if the existing and proposed airport 
facilities in this general port area 
are developed to the utmost that 
can be reasonably expected over the 
next few years, that even then it is 
doubtful whether the facilities so 
provided will be adequate to take 
care of the airport transportation 
that should come to the territory 
and which will be needed in this 
territory, if it is to take its position 
of leadership in this field. And I 
remind you in that respect too that 
insofar as the airlines are concerned, 
and the potential passengers desir- 
ing to travel by air, that if those 
facilities were not adequately de- 
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veloped in this area, then okviously 
and of necessity the air lires and 
the passengers must go somewhere 
else, even though it is not as ro- 
ductively effective for them as if 
they could come within this area 
itself. 


At this time if I may, Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen, on behalf of the 
Commissioners, I would like to pre- 
sent Ausiin J. Tobin, the executive 
director of the Porth Authority, who 
will outline to you the scope of the 
study and present in detail cur find- 
ings, and will summarize tne Port 
Authority proposal. 


Thank you. 


Austin J. Tobin: If the Commis- 
sioners please, I want to say first 
that throughout the difficult months 
of this survey we have had, as 
Mayor Murphy has said, the full and 
hearty cooperation of every official 
of the City of Newark that v/e have 
had to work with. That is meant 
particularly with Mayor Murphy’s 
office, through the facilities in his 
department. We could not have had 
finer cooperation. We could not 
have had every opportunity to get 
at all the facts and figures that were 
available in the city records, and 
that were available in the knowl- 
edge of the men who had worked 
with them through the years. 


The Commissioners of the Port 
Authority as you know, last Jan- 
uary 15th directed our stafi to go 
forward with its study, and we have 
put into it every bit of effort and 
experience that our years in the 
staff, working on terminal and 
transpertation development in this 
area, have made available. And in 
the Port development departments, 
the engineer and operation depart- 
ments, and law department of the 
Port Authority. 


We have also had the advantage 
of what I think is one of the finest 


grouos of consultants that could 
have been assembled to work with 
us on,this study. We have had the 
engineering firm of Giffels anc Val- 
let of Detroit, who are experienced 
in architectural and engineering 
pioneering that is being done in 
some of the major airports of this 
country. 


We have had available the serv- 
ices of Dr. Lynn L. Bollinger of the 
Harvard Graduate Business School, 
who is preparing what we think is 
goinz to be one of the authoritative 
works on air terminals and air con- 
struction in this country. 


We have Dr. Joseph McGoldrick, 
who was the former Comptroller of 
the City of New York and wko has 
just finished two and three years of 
negotiations of what was considered 
one of the model airport cortracts 
and arrangements between the city 
and the air lines at Idlewild in New 
York. 


We have also had some of the 
best experienced Army technicians 
for the seaport area in Coughlin, 
Crosby and King of Mechanical 
Handling Technics. And we have 
had the services of the consulting 
engineers, Coverdale and Colpitts of 
New York, who have reviewed all 
of our staff figures and conclusions, 
and those of our consultants, and 
who are in accord with the recom- 
mendiations and the judgments that 
we will place before you. 


We first studied the entire past 
history of the seaport and airport 
developments. We went through 
its traffic, the history of its traffic, 
and the rates that were charged, the 
revenues that were indicated on 
your records. Its operation and 
maintenance costs, its earning pow- 
ers. And we went very thoroughly 
into its present physical condition. 


And with that information as a 
background, we proceeded to con- 
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sider its future traffic potentialities, 
what would be required for rehabili- 
tation and reconstruction of the 
facilities which you have there, what 
the capital cost of that would be, 
what revenues we might expect, 
and what our own future operation 
and maintenance costs and debt 
service might be. 


The first primary conclusion 
reached by the Commissioners of 
the Port Authority, and it is obvi- 
ously primary as to any considera- 
tion of the development of the New- 
ark Airport and Seaport, and what 
it should be in the whole complex 
machinery of this great port of 
ours, the first problem we faced was 
the real need, as part of the port 
machinery, of the development of 
the air terminal and sea terminal. 
And the Commissioners came to the 
conclusion that our present facilities, 
not only in Newark but throughout 
the port area, were utterly inade- 
quate to accommodate our present 
traffic demands. That is a conclu- 
sion that needs no explanation. It 
is apparent and important—to all of 
you, in the columns of the daily 
press and in the difficulties we read 
of every day in air landings at La- 
Guardia and Newark fields. 


At LaGuardia field they are 
handling about 700 plane move- 
ments a day, in a field that theoreti- 
cally should be handling very little 
more than 400. 


The Newark situation you know 
yourselves. You are handling about 
140 plane movements a day there. 
And if the air lines could get them 
they would be delighted to put in, 
instantly, schedules that would boost 
that.up to 400 planes a day. But 
the landing areas are simply not 
there for them, and the result is 
that this great metropolitan area has 
not yet all the air transportation 
that is available, that has developed 
with such leaps and bounds since 
the end of the war. You know of 


the frequent cancellation of flights 
and the diversion of flights to other 
cities, and how impossible it is un- 
der all the conditions at LaGuardia 
and Newark for the plane flights, 
for the cities, to increase and extend 
the services with the limited facil- 
ities. 


The whole problem in Newark is 
this: where in the name of God 
could we get enough runways to 
bring in the plane traffic that should 
be coming in here, with any con- 
sideration of the prosperity and the 
transportation efficiency of this 
great area. 


Our studies of the potential air 
traffic of the future for the metro- 
politan area have convinced our 
board that even with the fullest de- 
velopment that we may look to in 
the future, the optimum develop- 
ment of Idlewood and of LaGuardia 
and of Newark, that our air facili- 
ties will still be inadequate ten 
years from today, and what we will 
be doing then is standing here won- 
dering where we could find the area 
for a fourth airport greater still 


We estimate 4,000,000 passengers 
will enter or depart from the met- 
ropolitan area on domestic airlines 
alone in 1946—and I might say what 
was our estimate is already wrong, 
on the conservative side. It was 
actually on the basis of the air 
travel of the past few months. It 
will probably be more than 4,000,000 
passengers this year. We expect by 
1950 that figure of air passengers 
entering or departing from the met- 
ropolitan area will increase to 17,- 
000,000 passengers. And that will 
increase to over 26,000,000 by 1955, 
and over 32,000,000 passengers by 
1960. 


Those figures, and particularly 
the figures that I gave you for 1946, 
which as I say, is our figure prepared 
in April, is already antique. Those 
figures indicate that our air fields in 
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the metropolitan area, operating a 


single runway airfield, would be 
inadequa:e to handle the air traffic 
by the end of 1947. It means that if 
either Idlewild were equipped with 
dual runways or Newark equipped 
with dual runways that we could 
still~handle the traffic load of air 
transportation only until 1951. 


Those figures mean that ev2n with 
Idlewild completed and equipped 
with dual runways and with the 
proposal that we put before you for 
the development of Newark on a 
dual runway basis, that we cannot 
expect to handle the traffic beyond 
a period of ten years. 


Any talk of competition ketween 


air fields in the New York area is 
idle and foolish and pitifully pro- 
vincial. My point is tha: since 
everything that the Port Authcrity 
attempts must stand on its own feet 
and pay its own way, the very fact 
that we are here ready to go for- 
ward with this proposal speaks for 
itself. As to what we think of any 
possibility of destructive competi- 
tion as between metropolitan air- 
fields, there just is no such busi- 
ness prospect. 


In studying the needs and the 
place of Newark’s seaport in the 
terminal developments of this area, 
the Commissioners came to the con- 
clusion that there was really need 
for the efficient and most modern 
development of the seaport area. 
The very fact that the Army in both 
wars first seized the Newark port 
area for the expeditious transporta- 
tion of its war burden is evidence 
of the usefulness and the efficient 
location of the seaport at Port New- 
ark. We find too, as we studied 
the matter, that there is a zeal de- 
mand on the part of steamship op- 
erators, those dealing with lumber 
and others for the use of Port New- 
ark for bulk cargoes, and that in 
every way indicated to our Com- 
missioners that there was need, as 


a port development matter, for the 
proper and efficient development of 
Port Newark. 


And our Commissioners carne to 
full agreement with the Bar:holo- 
mew repor: — and I may say that 
splerdid study was of inestimable 
aid to us as we approached this 
prob.em. And we came to the con- 
clusion very definitely that we were 
in full accord with the Bartholomew 
report where it said, “Looking <o 
the future, there is no question but 
that there is much need for a great 
seaport and airport at the locations 
which Newark Has developed for 
these: two facilities.” 


Turning then to what we found 
‘was the physical condition of what 
you had on the Newark Meadows, 
and the time it has come in our 
history, it is natural that there 
should be inherent difficulties in the 
location of airports in our urban 
areas, and particularly since so 
many of our important urban areas 
are located on the sea coast. The 
best available ground and location 
is at a point nearest to the center of 
traff:c, and the population have 
long since been pre-empt, ar.d for 
the most part all that there is left 
and all our engineers have to work 
with are waste lands and marsh 
lands. That to a great degree is true 
of Newark, where subsurface condi- 
tions present great difficulties in 
mak.ng our engineering plans, and 
that played as much of a part as 
anything in the delay, in the prob- 
lems we had in the development 
of our report. 


The present runways at Newark 
are not what some may have 
thought them to be. Our studies in- 
dicate that the life of the present 
runways is limited to perhaps four 
or five years, unless its use is re- 
striced to planes of about 45,000 
pourds gross weight. That is to say, 
planes of the character of the DC 3. 
The Army records indicate tha: even 
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their extensions of their runways at 
Newark were not built for continued 
use of the heavy planes that we 
must anticipate as the carriers of 
the heavy revenue traffic of the 
future. - 


The runways that Newark had 
before the war, as I have said, will 
over a period carry or handle only 
planes of about 45,000 pounds gross 
weight. The extended portions of 
the runways, the lengthened por- 
tions that were built by the Army 
during the war, will carry planes, 
for continued service, up to about 
60,000 pounds. And even under 
these conditions, as you know, the 
south end of your north-south run- 
ways has developed weaknesses 
which now require extensive re- 
pairs. 


Now, that limitation of some por- 
tion of the runways to 45,000 pounds, 
and on other portions to 60,000 
pounds, is to be contrasted with the 
fact that your DC 3, Douglas DC 4’s, 
take off at 70,000 pounds. Your 
constellations are 90,000 to 100,000 
pounds. The new Douglas DC 6's, 
the Boeing Stratocruisers, all the 
planes that will carry the payloads 
of the future, all of which you must 
look to for your direct air line 
revenues in the development of the 
airport, are definitely going to re- 
quire runways over a long period of 
time, a period of time in which we 
could sell and amortize Port Au- 
thority bonds, and without too 
heavy maintenance, carry plane- 
loads of 125,000 to 150,000 pounds. 


That contrasts with the limita- 
tions you have today to not higher 
than 60,000 pounds for a period of 
four years of extended use. 


The conclusion therefore that we 
had to come to is that your present 
runways are totally inadequate for 
the development of the Newark Air- 
port as to anything other than a 
very limited and specialized serv- 


ice, and that, as I have said, has 
very marked and serious effects on 
the revenue potentials out of which 
we can operate and out of which we 
can hope to pay for the tremendous 
capital program that we are going 
to place before you. 


On the financial side, the history 
of the financing of the seaport and 
the airport, as you are familiar with, 
as it appears in the Bartholomew 
report, is that the city has spent 
some $7,598,000 for bond issues for 
airport construction, over the life 
of the airport, and on the basis of 
that investment you have had a 
total operating revenue of some 
$1,370,000, against operation costs of 
$1,672,000. Or, a net operations 
deficit — not a capital deficit — of 
some $300,000. 


That, as I said, does not include 
debt service which you have, up to 
January, 1945, amount to an addi- 
tional $7,000,000. Your 1944 debt 
service charges, as near as you could 
break them down on the airport 
alone, were some $427,000. Barth- 
olomew estimates that the net cost 
to the taxpayers of the airport alone 
in 1944 alone therefore was some 
$362,000, or about five points on 
your existing tax rate. He esti- 
mates also that the annual loss on 
the airport to the city was some 
$416,000 a year, and in addition to 
this unhappy history he estimates 
that what the city faces for a de- 
velopment of the airport is a twelve 
million dollar immediate capital in- 
vestment, and some $8,000,000 there- 
after. 


But he was understandably mod- 
est. He does not have the oppor- 
tunity or the facilities to go into 
the problem of capital construction 
that we have had. With respect to 
the seaport and its physical condi- 
tions as we have found them, we 
found, as you know, some 40 per 
cent of the Port Newark area has 
been alienated by sale or condem- 
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nation or otherwise from the title 
of the city. That includes tre Navy 
property, the Sears, Roebuc< prop- 
erty, ano the Army base property. 
That includes also almost 50 per 
cent of your waterfront. 


We found, on careful eng:neering 
examination, that 60 per cen: of 
your walls and bulkheads were 25 
years old and must be immediately 
and completely rehabilitated ard re- 
placed. All of the transit sheds and 
warehouses are over 25 years old 
and require extensive repairs, and 
in some cases reconstruction. 


There are some 22 miles of rail- 
road tracks and some 34 acres of 
roadways that require heevy re- 
pairs. Such heavy repairs that on 
the bulkheads, warehouses, tracks 
and roadways we estimate the cost 
of rehabilitation alone at over $3,- 
000,000. 


As you know, the channel has 
silted in some places to a depth of 
24 feet. The Mayor and I were 
down there the other morning when 
an oil tank had to pull out of Port 
Newark half loaded and go over 
to the Bayonne refineries to get top 
cargo. This dredging at the seaport 
must be done either by the city or 
by the Port Authority if you accept 
our proposal, and it will amount to 
some $400,000 immediately expense 
in cost to dredge it to a depth of 35 
feet, and about $150,000 immediately 
if it is dredged to a depth of 30 
feet. 


On the seaport, in Bartholornew’s 
report it states that some $1C,390,000 
in city bonds had been issued to 
meet the capital cost over the years. 
And over the years its operating 
receipts were $3,390,000 against op- 
erating costs of a little over $3,- 
000,000, or a net operating revenue 
of over $500,000. That again does 
not include debt service which, over 
the same period of years and in 
addition to that, has amounted to 


some $11,400,000. Totalling up bo:h 
of those deficits, Bartholomew 
comes to the conclusion that the 
effort that Newark has made to 
build up taese two great facilities, 
and they should be great facilities 
because they are sorely needed not 
only for Newark but for all nor:h 
Jersey, all this area; but the cost 
of Newark’s pioneering has amount- 
ed to an average of about $800,000 
a year, and that you will require, 
acco:ding to the Bartholomew esti- 
mate, $4,000,000 of new improve- 
men's, that will be required im- 
med.ately and $22,000,000 of im- 
provements that will be required in 
the not too distant future. 


It was with these physical facts 
and figures that we attempted first, 
in our development of the airport, 
to d> what everyone else has done 
who has studied the future devel- 
opment of Newark Airport. We at- 
tempted to adopt your present run- 
ways into an expanded pattern that 
the traffic potential calls for. We 
worked on that basis for about a 
mon:h and a half before we junked 
that basis. But that had been the 
approach of the city itself, of the 
airlines, which were attempting to 
cut their cloth to do what they felt 
the city might -be able to finance, 
and that had been the approach too 
of tie Bartholomew study. What 
we an into on that was the fact 
the :unways were not what we and. 
everybody else had thought them 
to ba. That the runways could not 
be expected to stand up under the 
type of future air-borne traffic that 
you would have to get to pay for a 
first-class city. And also the fact 
that any development using the 
present runways would have had to 
resolve along the lines of what the 
techaicians call the close parallel 
pattern, in which air planes land- 
ing would have to taxi across the 
pathway of rising planes, and which 
would have cut down the peak hour 
of traffic potential of the cirport 
from. some 120 planes an hour to 
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about 80, which would knock the 
spots out of the financial and rev- 
enue picture. 


So, as I say, after about six weeks 
of our studies we started all over 
again and approached, as we have 
found we have had to approach, the 
development of the Newark Air- 
port from the standpoint of building 
a completely new airport three times 
the size of LaGuardia, and compar- 
able to the layout that has been de- 
veloped by the city at Idlewild—not 
the same pattern and not the same 
size, but definitely in the Idlewild 
class—in the development of such 
a great major airport which this 
whole area, both New Jersey and 
New York, so sorely needs. 


- We would expand the present 
acreage of your airport from 1,400 
acres by an addition of 800 acres 
across the county line in Elizabeth, 
increasing the size of the area to 
some 2,200 acres. We would pro- 
vide six completely new runways 
running in length from 6,400 feet to 
9,000 feet in length, or over eight 
miles of runways alone. These run- 
ways would be grouped about a 
central terminal area in the center 
of the airport, like a plate in the 
center of the table, which central 
terminal area alone would amount 
to 76 acres and would be reached 
by an underground connection from 
Route 25. 


Such a program of construction 
would take five years. A long time, 
perhaps, but a period of time that 
cannot be avoided because of the 
necessity of the present facilities. 
Because, principally, I should say— 
there are other reasons—but prin- 
cipally the necessity of keeping the 
present facilities in the fullest op- 
eration as possible during the period 
of construction. 


The central terminal area of such 
area, would be surrounded by an 
arcade of loading gates that would 


be in itself a mile in circumference, 
and the central terminal building 
itself would have to provide a min- 
imum of 500,000 square feet, or some 
15 times the area available in your 
present airport terminal. 


We would provide in such a lay- 
out 540 ground acres for hangars, 
repair shops, overhaul bases, places 
for air line cargo terminals, and 
other air line requirements. Ade- 
quate parking areas too for a plant 
of sufficient dimensions. And of 
course there would have to be a 
complete detouring and realignment 
of drainage ditches that now run 
through the airport areas such as 
Bound Creek and Peddie Ditch, 
would be put in. 


We have given a great deal of 
time and consideration to the very 
difficult problem in the construc- 
tion of any sound, modern airport, 
the alignment of the glide paths of 
the planes as they approach and as 
they leave the fields. There would 
be twelve of these glide-paths, and 
we have arranged the layout of the 
field so that eight of them would be 
over Newark Bay or over the mead- 
owland areas. The four westerly 
glide paths that will have to cover 
built up areas have been laid out 
on courses which would present the 
least interference with industrial 
areas. That was quite apparent, for 
instance, when the Anheuser- 
Busch matter came up and we found 
— it was a happy accident — we 
found on plotting that plant, that 
it does not interfere at all with 
that glide path. 


We also, on the basis of more re- 
cent court decisions, have placed 
very little faith, if any faith at all, 
in zoning, and so have planned, and 
included in our capital budget, the 
outright purchase of the glide paths, 
of the air rights in the glide paths, 
out for a distance of a mile or two 
miles from the airport. That is to 
say, where the glide angle of the 
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plane is less than 150 feet above the 
ground, we would plan fo kuy and 
pay for outright, through purchase 
or condemnation, those rights above 
the glide angle in the air space. It 
permits the passage of those pianes. 


We have particularly leid out 
those glide paths to avoid. down- 
town .Newark, and to avoid. down- 
town’ Elizabeth. You are all fa- 
miliar with the difficulties and com- 
plaints with respect to the Location 
of the Elizabeth Court House in this 
present alignment of the glide 
paths of the planes. We taink most 
of those difficulties are avoided. 


We come now to our most difficult 
engineering problem, and it is the 
question that has plagued us 
through our study of the construc- 
tion of runways on that very diffi- 
cult Newark and Elizabeth Mersh- 
land. The construction of. runways 
that will carry these planes of 125,- 
000 to 150,000 pounds over a period 
of 25 to 30 years, the perioc. of the 
maturity of our bonds, and without 
too impossible and too heavy main- 
tenance costs. There is no prece- 
dent for the construction of runways 
that will carry that weight without 
heavy maintenance charges for that 
period of time. Your general ter- 
rain at Newark Meadowlanc is that 
you have rock around about 40 feet. 
You have solid clay up to about 20 
feet. You have a mixture of clay 
and water up above that, up to about 
4, 5 and 6 feet from the surface, 
where you have a mass of organic 
matter and fill. 


Our engineers have devised to 
meet that problem, and we say that 
the only way we could meet it is the 
construction of what amourts to a 
complete cofferdam construction of 
the entire length of those runways, 
taxi ways and aprons. Thev would 
drive sheet piling, probakly con- 
crete, down 6 feet into the sclid clay 
along both sides of the runways. 

The sheet piling would se held 


together by tie rods on top. The 
organic matter, some 4 or 5 feet 
deep, would be excavated through 
the entire length of the runways 
and be replaced with solid and se- 
lected fill, and on top of that we 
would place the flexible surface of 
the runways. The cost of that is 
rather shecking. It amounts to, for 
runways, taxi strips and aprons, to 
approximately $31,000,000. But that 
is the only method by which we 
think the job could be done, and it 
is the method we have had to come 
to for the type of financing and the 
cost of financing that the Port Au- 
thority, without the power to tax, 
and with the obligation to make all 
of its projects operate on a self- 
supporting basis, without cost to the 
taxpayers, we have had to come 
to that difficult capital decision. 


At the seaport our problems were 
more routine. We would plan to 
acquire the Army base, discharg- 
ing the government equity of some 
one million, four hundred thousand 
dollars. We plan to acquire also, 
whenever the Army would decide 
to let go — and we hope, Mr. Mayor, 
with your continued cooperation, 
that we may be able to break that 
stranglehold in time — we would 
acquire also the Sears, Roebuck 
property. We would lease 40 acres 
on the north side of the channel, 
part of the Federal ship building 
yards, from the Navy on a long term 
lease that would revert to them at 
any time in a national emergency. 
We would lease that property fro¢ 
them. We would plan to rehabili- 
tate and reconstruct the wharves 
and bulkheads, the existing sheds 
and buildings throughout the whole 
Port area at a cost, as I have said, 
of $3,000,000. 


We would construct a new 600 
foot canopy along the northerly side 
of tae channel, on the inner shore 
side. We would extend the south 
bulkhead out, with the unconstruct- 
ed rortion out toward Newark Bay, 
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`- modern port. 


about 600 feet. That is, running 
east out towards Export Street. We 
would build a new 1600 feet transit 
shed along Dock 8. And we would 
build a new combined transit shed 
and storage building between the 
present Weyerhaeuser and Swift 
properties. The back lines south of 
Tyler Street would be filled in and 
developed for industrial area. All 
. of this would mean the addition of 
some 450,000 square feet of new 
open storage space at Port Newark, 
and would mean also that the in- 
dustrial space in buildings in open 
areas would be doubled. 

Most important of all, we would 
plan a complete reorganization of 
the functional basis on which Port 
Newark operates so that it would 
operate with the efficiency of a 
We would try defin- 
itely to open up again the whole of 
the Port Newark area as it should 
have remained from the beginning, 
to the fullest industrial use of the 
whole area. And for that we would 
require the cooperation of the pres- 
ent tenants. We have the permis- 
sion of the Mayor to discuss this 
matter with them, and we have 
every confidence that it would be 
to their own interest in making it 
a greater port which it should be. 


With these developments we 
would raise the annual capacity of 
the port to about 2,700,000 tons as 
compared with the 1,000,000 tons 
that was handled there in 1939. 


With this background, then, 
what we found and what we pro- 
posed to do, I have the honor to 
submit to you the general capital 
proposal of the Commissioners of 
the Port Authority, 


We would propose to raise on 
Port Authority bonds and invest- 
ments, in capital developments of 
Newark Airport and Newark Sea- 
port, some $76,400,000. Of that sum 
the construction of the airport alone 


of 


will cost $55,000,000. And the con- 
struction of the seaport will cost 
$11,100,000. Our interest and 
overhead during the construction 
amount to $5,300,000. 


The Port Authority is prepared to 
enter into an agreement immediate- 
ly with the city to undertake this 
program of financing and develop- 
ment and the administration of those 
facilities. Under the prøposal the 
city would transfer title to the prop- 
erty outright to the Port Authority, 
and the Port Authority would pay 
this city in cash $5,000,000 in five 
annual installments of $1,000,000. 
Thereafter, from 1952 on we would 
pay to the City of Newark for so 
long a period as the Port Authority 
continues to operate the facilities, 
the sum of $100,000 a year in lieu 
of taxes. That sum is calculated on 
the amount of taxes which Newark 
received from the property itself, 
the maximum amount that it re- 
ceived from the property prior to 
its development as an airport and 
seaport. And under certain per- 
missive legislation of 1931, jointly 
enacted between the two states, the 
Port Authority is permitted, al- 
though a state agency, to make such 
payments in cases of municipalities, 
in the case of terminal develop- 
ments such as these. 


Computed at 2 per cent these 
payments will amount to over $11,- 
000,000, over a period of the next 
28 years. That is, the payments of 
$5,000,000 in cash, the $100,000 a 
year, computed over the next 28 
years, would give to Newark the 
$11,000,000 which remains outstand- 
ing of its capital investment there. 
And that 28 years roughly parallels 
the period of amortization of your 
bonds. In other words, you would 
be paying off your bonds over the 
period of the next 30 years, and 
during 28 years the payments of 
the Port Authority would roughly 
approximate that outstanding in- 
debtedness. 
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Over a longer period of 47 years 
the payments, similarly ccmputed 
at 2 per cent, would amouit to a 
capital investment of the sum of 
$18, 332,000. 


We would also pay to the City of 
Elizabeth the sum of $16,00C a year 
for so.long as the Port Authority 
operates and maintains those facil- 
ities, which is computed on tie same 
basis. That the City of Elizabeth 
receives, for that 800 acres on the 
southerly part of the meadow area. 


Once again, the problem of those 
runways and whether they are cap- 
able of that development, and 
whether they can,earn the perfectly 
staggering amounts of capital that 
is required to carry such a program, 
rises to give usdifficulty. Our engi- 
neers believe that runways so con- 
structed will do that job; but they 
cannot give us categorically a def- 
inite answer that they wil do so. 
Our chief engineer on our staff be- 
lieves that they will do so. We be- 
lieve that they will do sc. But no 
such runways have been constructed, 
and we cannot tell from the stand- 
point of selling $76,000,000 worth of 
bonds whether or not such runways 
categorically will stand up, aside 
from our engineer’s belief in the 
matter, will stand up until we con- 
struct three test sections of runways 
in the poorest part of the meadows, 
at a cost of some $400,000, and with 
a time requirement of some three 
months, and subject those runway 
sections to tests that have been per- 
fected, weight tests and loed “ests, 
which have been perfected by the 
Army during theh course of :he war. 


The problem of how these tests 
were to be paid for was a very diffi- 
cult one. We canvassed all possible 
alternatives, and we finally came to 
the conclusion that some method 
had to be found by which ‘he Port 
Authority could carry the cost and 
the risk, the $400,000 cost of those 
tests. And the only way we could 


do that, under our statute, was to 
go orward with such tests after 
we had a signed agreement to take 
over the property with the City of 
Newark. 


Now, those tests cannot be coa- 
ducted during the winter time. Sinze 
they take three months, if we are 
to g> forward with them and con- 
duct them we must start them by 
September 15th. If we do rot do 
so we lose and you lose, and the 
district loses, an entire construction 
year, because if we don’t know the 
answer to those tests, if we don’t 
have the definite’ answer, our engi- 
neer cannot go forward through the 
winter months with the details of 
planning and specifications. of the 
construction program which should 
start early in the spring. 


So not in any sense in the term 
of en ultimatum for a set time 
period, but simply as-one group of 7 
businessmen placing before you a 
common business difficulty, unless 
we can know the answers by Sep- 
tember 15th we cannot complete 
thos2 tests before the winter, and 
we, all of us, lose an entire construc- 
tion year. That, and nothing more 
than that, is what the date Septem- 
ber L5th means, and it is your prob- 
lem as well as it is our problem. 


If, as I say, an agreement is 
reached by that time, and an agree- 
ment such as I will outline before I 
am through to the Commissioners 
to s.gn, the Port Authority will ac- 
cept the capital risk of going for- 
ward with those tests. 


Now ,remember, failure of those 
tests: does not mean you cannot con- 
struct an airport at Newark. It 
simply means that the whole plan 
of cevelopment at Newark has to 
be rethought out and restudied and 
developed on some less expensive 
basis. Failure will indicate for in- 
stance, let’s say, hypothetically, that 
while you cannot go ahead with the 
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runways that will carry from 125,000 
to 150,000 pounds, you can develop 
an airport that will carry planes 
weighing 90,000 to 100,000 pounds, 
which after all are planes 'in the 
category of the Constellations. 


Now, that is not going to be a 
major airport. It will require that 
the financial costs be considerably 
tailored down. It will mean we 
cannot carry in the airport a capital 
investment of $55,000,000. So, should 
the runways tests indicate that we 
have to modify our plans, then all 
we say at this time is that we can 
then agree to go forward neverthe- 
less with the maximum development 


of the Newark Airport economically’ 


and practically, but we will have 
to scale that fixed payment to the 
city from $5,000,000 to $1,000,000, 
with the right and discretion re- 
served, and permission with the au- 
thority, the Port Authority, after 
the tests have been made, after we 
have gone ahead and made our 
plans, to go ahead to the maximum 


extent, economically and practically, . 


with the option in the Commission- 
ers of the Port Authority to revise 
that figure upwards if it is possible 
to do so. 


I may say to the Commissionérs 


that when you asked us to make 
this study, and when we started our 
work, we had no idea at that time 
and we did not think that it would 
be possible to make any capital pay- 
ments to the City of Newark. The 
figures in the Bartholomew report 
were frightening enough in them- 
selves, and we were not very long 
in them before we found that even 
those figures were conservative. We 
do feel, however, that it was our 
duty to you to submit the very best 
offer to Newark. This is not a cold 
business transaction or such an offer 
would never be made. It should be 
treated and is on the plane of, I 
think, one of the greatest capital 
developments of this Port area be- 
tween the two states and the City 


of Newark, and we approach it on 
that plane. And we have placed it 
before you, incidentally and at the 
outset, with no thought or inten- 
tion of bargaining our very best 
possible offer. 


Even had we not been able to 
make a capital payment, the City 
of Newark being relieved of the huge 
capital expense of this program and 
being relieved of the annual deficit 
which is its history in the past, 
would of itself, we feel justify the 
program to you. I should say, Mr. 
Mayor, as you know from some of 
the conferences that we have had 
to have, we attempted, you and I, 
to adjust the very difficult problems 
of keeping the engines working 
while we were working out these 
various alternative plans. 


There are other reasons and bene- 
fits that point to the desirability of 
that September 15th date. There 
is the fact that you are faced with 
what might be an expenditure of 
some $200,000 immediately in the 
construction, in the reconstruction, 
of the north-south runways—and 
that has to be done. You are faced 
with an immediate expenditure of 
at least $150,000 for dredging of the 
channel, which has to be done. And 
something has to be done, as be- 
tween the airlines and the city and 
the Port Authority for the exten- 
sion of the present administration 
building, at a possible cost of, we 
figure, of another $200,000, which 
building as you know, any of you 
who have observed the condition 
there, is bursting. at seams. 


Now, the Bartholomew report 
estimated, I may say, in the way of 
general benefits of this whole pro- 
gram—and I would like to address 
myself to a consideration of some 
of the very tangible benefits that 
flow from this proposal—the Bar- 
tholomew report estimated the in- 
direct benefit to the city alone 
amounted to $5,000,000. In our esti- 
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mate we find that by 1955 tnere 
will be, if this proposal is accepted 
and if the city seaport ares is de- 
veloped as we intend to develop it 
and promote it and admir star it, 
you will have 4,300 people ivorking 
at the seaport alone by 1955, with 
an annual payroll of $10,000,000. 


At the airport area, if developed 
in accordance with this plan, you 
will have 20,700 workers, by 1955, 
and 24,500 by 1960, with an annual 
payroll of from $33,000,009 ‘o $40,- 
000,000 per year. The air lines alone 
at such a major air line terminal 
should have over 18,000 wozkers at 
the airport by 1955, and oy 1960 
they should have over 22,000 work- 
ers. If these figures seem at ell large 
to you, remember that on the trans- 
fer of the T. W. A. workskor here a 
week or so ago from Newark to 
Wilmington, some 700 workers trans- 
ferred with them. 


Now, such a payroll of 28,800 
workers, with a $50,000,000 payroll 
is eight to ten times the number of 
people employed at those zwo fa- 
cilities in 1939. It exceeds tne total 
employment of Newark’s :en lar- 
gest manufacturing industries. 


The construction prograrr. alone, 
taking five years, would require 1,- 
500,000 man days of employment, 
with an anticipated payroll of $20,- 
000,000. On the subject of personal 
property taxes, the city collected 
some $169,000 from the tenants of 
the terminal area in 1941. On our 
estimate, and this is based on the 
payroll down there, we estimate 
from 1955 to 1969 the personal prop- 
erty taxes on the airport and sea- 
port, when so developed, should 
amount to from $1,350,000 to $1,- 
750,000 a year. 


I submit, gentlemen, these are 
not very minor benefits of such a 
project. 


We have considered and dealt 


with the iraportant question of per- 
sonnel. Our policy will be to az- 
cept or transfer as employees of the 
Port Authority all city employees 
who wish to transfer—and you will 
forgive us for thinking that employ- 
ment in tae Port Authority is a 
model of public employment in the 
United States. Any employee who 
wishes to transfer will have all of 
the sights and privileges and all of 
the responsibilities to do a decent 
day’s work as all other Port Author- 
ity employees. In their classifica- 
tion under our system, in their va- 
cation privileges, and in our sicx- 
leave allowance, all of which are 
more generous than in the City of 
Newark. City employees so trans- 
ferring will receive full credit for 
all cf his seniority rights as a city 
emp.oyee. 


A man 20 years in the city employ 
who transfers to the Port Authority 
would have exactly the same priv- 
ileges as a Port Authority employee 
of 20 years. We have assumed fur- 
ther, from our understanding, that 
those employees who did not so wish 
to transfer, could remain in the city 
service. I shouuld imagine we are 
not: dealing with such a large num- 
ber of employees that that could not 
be worked out. There might well be 
some employees that will have .to be 
considered as individual cases. It 
is pretty hard to generalize whether 
one amployee would be better off in 
one service than in the other; but 
they all will have to be judged by 
a consideration, by an individual 
consideration of the individual per- 
son. 


Tte Commissioners of the Port 
Authority are convinced, that with 
sufficient energetic business man- 
agement Newark Airport on tkis 
tremendous basis could be made 
self-supporting. I might say that 
that does not mean that airport 
authority bonds backed only by 
revenue of Newark could be sold. 
We Jon’t believe that we could sell 
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them—we know that we could not 
sell them. But it does mean this; 
` in accordance with the intention of 
the statute and the compact creating 
the Port Authority and directing it 
to go forward in a great terminal 
improvement such as this, on a self- 
supporting basis, and directing all of 
its revenues from all of those proj- 
ects should be used to support the 
development of new facilities such 
as this in the Port area, that on that 
basis, on Port Authority develop- 
ments and Port Authority financial 
support, we believe that these bonds 
can be sold and the facilities put on 
a sound basis. 


And when I refer to those compact 
provisions, I am reminded of some- 
thing that I think is one of the most 
far sighted things-—this legislation— 
that I have ever seen. Twenty-five 
years ago when we were just 
emerging from the “war time jenny” 
days of airport development, the 
far sighted forward looking people 
who wrote that compact and those 
Statutes said that the Port Authority 
should see to it that there were pro- 
visions for landing space in the har- 
bor area. And I think that is a per- 
fectly remarkable and an under- 
standing example of foresighted- 
ness. 


Over a five year construction 
period, then, we would propose to 
issue some $76,400,000 worth of Port 
Authority Bonds. We have esti- 
mated the cost of those bonds at 2 
per cent. Those Port Authority 
bonds are selling in the market this 
morning at a rate that would in- 
dicate a yield of about one and 
three-eighths. We have: also esti- 
mated that we could place this 
project on a self-supporting basis, 
using the Idlewild formula worked 
out by the City of New York for a 
similar airport development, 
which was last fall agreed to by the 
air lines. In this connection it 
should be borne in mind that the 
development of a modern airport 


and . 


definitely requires a businesslike ap- 
proach. The air lines do not and 
cannot pay for the type of air port 
development that the whole country 
requires. From our estimate some 
three-quarters of our revenues come 
from non air line sources, and only 
one-quarter of our revenues come 
from the direct air line sources. 


In conclusion, if the Commission- 
ers please, I would sum up then the 
outline of the proposed agreement 
which we submit to you. The city 
is to transfer the properties to the 
Port Authority by an agreement, 
which we hope, in the interest of 
all of us, could be consummated by 
September 15th. The Port Author- 
ity would thereupon pay to the city 
$5,000,000, and agree to expend im- 
mediately upon sub-surface tests in 
the airport the sum of $400,000. 


Thereafter, if those tests, as our 
engineers and as we believe, will 
prove that we can go forward with 
such an airport development in 
Newark, we would agree to go for- 
ward with the provision of some 
$71,000,000 additional capital for re- 
habilitation and improvement of the 
terminals. 


The Port Authority would then 
operate and maintain and admin- 
ister and promote those terminal 
facilities at our expense, and would 
thereafter, after the payment of the 
$5,000,000 was completed, pay the 
city $100,000 a year annually in lieu 
of taxes. 


The conveyance from the city to 
the Port Authority would have to 
include all lands under water owned ` 
by the city in the channel and in 
Newark Bay, and an assignment to 
the Port Authority of all leases, 
rents or other rights, such as for 
instance the right to reacquire the 
Army base. 


The city also would convey all 
rights and interest over city streets 
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and over other city-owned property 
lying in the. glide paths above the 
runways, above the glide angles. 


The $5,000,000 purchase price will 
be paid in five annual installments 
of $1,000,000 each year, svoject to 
the cost of acquiring title where the 
city’s title is defective. And in order 
that such cost may properly be re- 
duced, that is, the cost of -acquiring 
any defective title, the city is to 
agree to assign any liens o? claims 
it may have against third persons 
for unpaid taxes. . 


The Port Authority will agree fo 
go forward and rehabilitate and im- 
prove and develop Port Newark 
along the lines that I have at- 
tempted to outline here, and which 
are outlined in the report that we 
will submit to you. 


The Newark Airport development 
would include the construction of 
new open-parallel dual runway 
system for the use of transport 
planes of from 125,000 to 150,000 
lbs. gross weight, having runways 
varying from 6,400 to 9,000 feet ap- 
proximately, in length, and an ap- 
proximate peak-hour traffic capa- 
city of 120 plane movements. 


The city will agree to close such 
streets within the marine and air 
terminal areas from time to time 
as may be desired by the Port Au- 
thority, and to coney to she Port 
Authority title to the beds thereof. 


The city will continue to police 
and give fire protection, snow re- 
moval, cleaning, lighting and main- 
tenance of existing streets ir. accord- 
ance with the present responsibility 
of the city on those streets. 


The Port Authority wil. be re- 
sponsible for the intial peving of 
such new streets as it may from 
time to time open within the term- 
inal areas, and for the cost of the 
initial installation of sewe:s, elec- 
tric -ighting equipment ard other 


city-ownec. utilities; but the city 
will be responsible for their main- 
tenance thereafter. 


The Port Authority will agree to 
pay to the city $100,000 a year in 
lieu of taxes, beginning with the 
year 1952, and so long therea*ter as 
the Port Authority may continue to 
operate and maintain such facilities. 


If the subsurface tests indicate 
that runways with a service life of 
25 years for use by transport planes 
of :25,000 to 150,000 pounds can- 
not be efficiently and econornically 
installed, maintained, used ancl oper- 
ated, then the Port Authority is to 
develop the airport terminal to the 
maximum extent economically prac- 
ticable. In that event the cash pay- 
ment to the city is reduced to $1,- 
000,300. However, if the Port Au- 
thority is of the opinion that it is 
possible, on the basis of the best 
practical development to ir.crease 
this payment, it may do so. 


The city and the Port Au‘hority 
to rooperate in obtaining concur- 
rent legislation in both states auth- 
orizing the Port Authority to pledge 
its general reserve fund in support 
of bonds issued to acquire and de- 
velcp the air terminal, to condemn 
property for the marine and air 
terminals, and to exercise such other 
powers in aid of the development 
as may be necessary. 


Taank you, Commissioners. 


Mayor Murphy; At this time I 
wart to express to you, Mr. Tobin, 
and to the members of the Port of 
New York Authority the thanks of 
the Newark Board of Commission- 
ers for this study on this very im- 
poriant matter and for your presen- 
tation of it here today: 


I think if you could make avail- 
able about 50 copies to each Com- 
misisioner—each Commissioner may 
desire to make a study of the whole 
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proposal, and I think it will be well 
to give 25 or 50 copies to each Com- 
missioner. Because in our depart- 
ment alone we have a number of 
heads of the different operations, of 
the various departments, and I want 
to see that each one of them gets å 
copy so that they could immediately 
start to make a study of the pro- 
posal. 


Commissioner Villani: Is that all 
the Port Authority is going to sub- 
mit at this time? 


Mr. Tobin: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Villani: Is the Port 
Authority ready to listen to some 
suggestions that we might make 
from our various departments at this 
time? ` 

Mr. Tobin: I would be very happy 
` to. - 

Commissioner Villani: If that is 
so, I am very much interested from. 
the disposal point of view. As you 
know, I have charge of the street 
cleaning in the city of Newark, and 
I would like to read a report and 
have the Port Authority consider it 


as part of its transaction with the 
City of Newark. 


Mayor Murphy: You may read 
your report—but may I ask a ques- 
tion of Mr. Tobin first? I under- 
stand, Mr. Tobin, that this proposal 
that you have placed before the 
City Commission is being made by 
the .Port of New York Authority 
with the thought in mind that there 
would be no counter proposal by 
the Board of Commissioners—is that 
so? That your proposal must be 
accepted in its entirety? 


Mr. Tobin: That is correct, Mr. 
Mayor. We have no other proposal. 
That is our very best offer. That 
is all we have to propose. 


Commissioner Villani: Do you 


mean to say then that we either 
accept it or not? There is no count- 
er proposal that the city could offer? 


Mr. Tobin: That is correct, Mr. 


. Commissioner. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Isn't 
that a bit arbitrary? Do you mean 
to say it does not allow for any 
modification, that the Board of Com- 
missioners would not be -permitted 
any modification? 


Mr. Tobin: Commissioner, we have 
given you our ‘very best proposal. 
I do not mean, Commissioner, that 
there may not be some detail that 
we might not, that we would not 
like to go over with. you; but this, 
in its major outline, Commissioner, 
is the Port Authority's only proposal. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: There 
may be factors, however, that the 
Port Authority may not have con- 
sidered in its proposal. 


` Mr. Tobin: That may be. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Are the 
Commissioners, individually or col- 
lectively, then, permitted to present 
those factors for your consideration, 
without making it an arpitrary rule 
tnat -it is your proposal and the 
enly one? 


Mr. Tobin: Well, if there are other 
variances that the City Commis- 
sioners would like to present, of 
course I know the Commissioners 
of the Port Authority would like 
to hear them; but this, Commis- 
sioner, is our proposel. 


Commissioner Villani: Then may 
I at this time, on behalf of my de- 
partment, offer a suggestion that I 
think is very vital to the City of 
Newark, the question of the dis- 
posal of garbage that will probably 
run to the millions of dollars. I 
don’t think your Port Authority 
went into this question thoroughly. 
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Mr. Tcbin: We did not consider it 
at all. 


Commissioner Villani: “hat is 
right, and for that reason I think 
it is apropos to give you ovr view- 
point on it, so that you will con- 
sider it in fairness to the citizens of 
the City of Newark. Becaus: it does 
involve the tax rate, the getting rid 
of the disposal. So at this time I 
would like to read you my proposal 
on behalf of that situation. 


(Reading) “There are submitted 
below several comments on the pro- 
posed plan of the Port of New York 
Authority to take over the Newark 
Airport area. ` 


“It was stated in the Newark Star- 
Ledger on July 18, 1946, that if the 
Port of New York Authcrity were 
to take over the Airport Area, under 
no circumstances would we, the 
Port Authority, permit the continu- 
ation of garbage dumping there”— 
You will recall that is the state- 
ment made in the paper. 


Mr. Tobin: That is correct. 


Commissioner Villani: (Coniinu- 
ing) “Should this transfer be ac- 


complished, the Bureau of Street — 


Cleaning must look to other low ly- 
ing meadowland outside of ‘he Air- 
port Area to dispose of the approx- 
imate 1,500,000 cubic yards of refuse 
material and street dirt placed an- 
nually on the City Disposal area. 


“For several years the solid wastes 
of this city, refuse and street dirt, 
have been deposited on lowlying 
meadowland. This process Yas been 
an economical method of disposing 
of refuse; at the same time many 
hundreds- of acres of waste land 
have been reclaimed by being 
brought to grade. 


“Property occupied by the West- 
inghouse Company, CO-2 Conroany 
and by the Airport, adjacent to State 


Highway Number 25, was originally 
meajiowland upon which material 
had been placed. In the Airport 
Area, the extension and the pro- 
posed extensions of the runways 
have decreased the amount of mead- 
owlend which might be availakle 
for clisposal purposes. It is estimated 
that the land west of the main run- 
way and east of the State Highway 
contains sufficient area to permit 
dumping for the next 3 or 4 years, 
as the Bureau requires approxim- 
ately 50 to 70 acres per year for 
its Cumping operations. 


“There is considerable meadow 
acreage south of the Airport upon 
which refuse could be dumped, 
subsequent to the construction of 
access roads, and the installation 
of certain facilities, such as tractor 
garages, wash houses, water and 
sewer lines, et cetera. Inasmuch as 
the development of shipping at Part 
Newark may require considerable 
area for hydraulic fill frorn tne 
dredging of the City Channel and 
the Newark Bay Channel and ke- 
cause the access to this meadow area 
is through Terminal Street, it is im- 


- prokable that the use of this mead- 


owlend for dumping would ba con- 
sidered by the Authority. 


“There is still considerable mead- 
owland along State Highway Num- 
ber 25, north of the zone boundary, 
which might be filled in if permis- 
sion to do so were secured from the 
railroad companies owning the land. 
Meadowland is also available east 
and west of Doremus Avenue, and 
north of the Lehigh Valley tracks. 


“Turing the period when other 
disposal methods would be consid- 
ered, it may be that meadowland 
and areas outside of Newark might 
be s2cured for dumping privileges. 


“Second. The Army Engineers in 
1944 forced the Bureau to discon- 
tinu2 the use of the roads and build- 
ings at the dump entrance on State 
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Highway Number 25 and Haynes 
Avenue, as these were in the direct 
line of the southwest-northeast run- 
way. At no cost to the city, the 
Army constructed and replaced 
equivalent roads, buildings, water 
‘lines, sewers, et cetera at a point 
approximately 1200 feet south of 
Haynes Avenue. These have been 
in use since then and would have to 
be abandoned if the dump were dis- 
continued.” 


You will recall that when the 
Army and Navy took over the air- 
port area they needed land, and the 
same situation arose as is being 
raised now. We protested at that 
time because it was hurting the 
City of Newark. And we had sev- 
eral conferences. And it was de- 

` cided finally by moving us further 
down and by paying all the expenses 
and costs at that time. 


"Should the Port of Authority 
take over, the existing facilities will 
have to be replaced at some other 
point” Now, our situation was 
analgous at that time to what it 
is now. : 


“The value of the facilities is ap- 
proximately $50,000 but as the City 
ħad no access to these costs, the 
replacement values should be de- 
termined by a survey—”which we 
will be glad to sit down with you, 
as we did, with the Army and the 
Navy at that time. 


“Third. As far back as 1933, it 
was recognized that the disposal of 
wastes by dumping, although a 
cheap method, was not entirely sat- 
isfactory from a sanitary point of 
view and several reports were made 
on this from time to time. The de- 
struction of the organic wastes by 
incineration was proposed and re- 
cently the future construction of 
incinerators was approved by the 
Central Planning Board. 


“More recently, the question of 


open dumping has been brought up 
by the State Board of Health and 
the Newark Department of Health. 
In his letter of June 3, 1946, Dr. 
Charles V. Craster has proposed in- 
cineration and requested a meeting 
of the departments affected. Dr. J. 
Lynn Mahaffrey, Director of Health, 
New Jersey State Department of 
Health, in a paragraph of a letter 
of recent date to Mayor Vincent J. 
Murphy and the members of the 
City Commission states: ' 


“In view of the fact that your 
area is thickly populated and the 
location of a dumping place for 
garbage at a considerable distance 
from dwellings, plants and highways 
will become increasingly difficult, 
the opinion was further expressed 
that the city should promptly and 
definitely consider the construction 
of an incinerator as a means of 
refuse disposal.’ 


“Preliminary studies by the Bu- 
reau of Street Cleaning have indi- 
cated that a 700 ton incinerator, 
costing approximately $1,400,000, 
plus $150,000 for roads, water lines, 
et cetera, and exclusive of land, will 
be required. The capacity of 700 
tons has been recommended by the 
Engineer in Charge to provide for 
expansion and for the joint disposal 
of the combustible material pro- 
duced by other Essex municipalities 
desiring to do so. 


“The construction of an inciner- 
ator will require separation at the 
source of combustibles and non-com- 
bustibles and separate collections of 
ashes and non-combustibles in one 
vehicle and of garbage and com- 
bustible trash in another vehicle.” 

In other words, we have to sep- 
arate our garbage now, which re- 
quires more help and more trucks 
and more men to make these col- 
lections. 


“Additional labor and equipment 
will require expenditures of approx- 
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imately $100,000 more per year. In 
zCdition, operation costs would be 
approximately $300,000 per year as 
compared with the expend’ ures of 
S76,3C9 per year at present. 


“Several tentative sites for te lo- 
cation of the incinerator have been 
selected at areas north cf the air- 
port where the height of tr.e stack 
woul. not interfere with the fying 
approaches and where clean ashes 
from zhe homes and the ste:ile resi- 
due irom the burned material, total 
30 ger cent to 45 per cent o! present 
volume, could be easily dumped. 
The locations of. these sites have 
been submitted informally to the 
Central Planning Board and have 
its *enta:ive approval, being subject 
to objections from the airport au- 
thorities regarding the hrigat of 
stacks. 

“During the period of tie next 
two years necessary for che design 
and construction of an incinerator, 
the present method of dumping must 
be continued, either on the present 
area cr by consent or lease on avail- 
able land. 


“I desire to point out that if the 
meadowiand on both sides of the 
Airport runways in the’ Pcrt New- 
ark zone were to be filled in with 
refuse as at present, there would be 
altogether at least 10 years of pos- 
sible disposal. As two years will 
probably elapse before any lant 
could be put into operation, the City 
will be required to spend large sums 
of money for operation alone dur- 
ing the remaining eight years for 
incinerating and changing tre meth- 
ods of collection as shown.” 


Now, our engineers have made 
this <urvey, which I woulc. Eke to 
have ycar Authority consicer very 
seriously. For the next ten years 
our cisposal costs are set ai $70,000 
a ye:r—as it is costing us now. It 
woul? only cost the City of Newark 
$700..00 to get rid of our disposal. 


This is what they estimate it 
would cost if the changes are mace, 
as you wculd require. You would 
require that we do nothing to get 
rid of our refuse down at the air- 
port. Two years disposal at $70,000 
per year, which it would take us to ' 
put up a new incinerator, would be 
$140,000. Eight years disposal at 
$300,000 per year would mean $2,- 
400,000. And eight years of time to 
meet the change, as I have ex- 
plained, would be $100,000 a year 
or $800,000 in eight years. And it 
would cost the city, if we were to 
get out of there, $3,340,000, which 
would be a difference, or a deficit 
for she City of Newark in ten years 
of $2,640,000. It would cost that to 
the taxpayers of the City of New- 
ark. 


Now, to us that is a very major 
problem, and I feel that your Board 
should sit down with us as soon 
as possible to see what amicable 


. adjustment we could make to re- 


lieve the taxpayers of the City of 
Newark of that burden of two mil- 
lion, six hundred and forty thou- 
sanc! dollars for the next ten years. 


I will give you a copy of this so 
that you could review it. 


Mr. Tobin: I will be very glad to 
have that. But I think, Cemmis- 
sioner Villani, you will heve to 
weigh that in the balance as against 
the benefits of the airport. 


Mayor Murphy: Mr. Tobin, would 
you kindly explain to us what you 
meant by the purchase of the glide 
paths? There were so many thirgs 
that were mentioned that I think 
the whole report must be reviewed. 
I th.nk you will agree with me there 
is a good deal involved. But the 
glid2 paths you mentioned, about 
the purchase of the glide patis, 
what did you mean by that? 


Mr. Tobin: The purchase of the 
air space required for the safe 
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landing and take off of planes. 
Mayor Murphy: From whom? 


Mr. Tobin: From private owners. 
So as to eliminate the question of 
zoning. In the first place, the way 
these runways are laid out, Mr. 
Mayor, there would be a run of 
these planes after the take off of 
at least a thousand feet within the 
perimeter of the airport, and on the 
main runways it will be a run of 
3,000 feet before they take off—that 
will partially solve our most serious 
gliding angle problem. But what 
we propose to do is to buy outright 
—I think the words “in fee” will be 
technically incorrect—but to buy, at 
any rate, and to pay the owner the 
full value of the deprivation of his 
property, of the privilege of going 
so many feet in the air. ` 


And in accordance with sound 
civil aeronautics standards we will 
do that in all cases where a safe 
glide path of not less than 150 feet 
off the ground should be provided 
for. In other words, in order that 
there be a safe glide path, the plane 
should be able to use a glide path 
100 feet off the ground. So that we 
deprive the owner of his right to 
build a building over 100 feet above 
the ground. 


Now, as you approach the external 
limit of that, or as you approach 
‘the point where a man could de- 
velop his property up to 125 to 150 
feet, that cost gets to fairly a mini- 
mum. But it is very substantial at 
places where you are asking him 
to limit his construction to heights 
of less than 20 or 30 feet. 


Mayor Murphy: How will that 
affect the future development in 
the glide paths throughout the city? 


Mr. Tobin: Well, glide paths have 
been so laid out as to cause a mini- 
mum of interference, and it does 
not conflict at all as we see it, from 


the line of industrial development, 
either in Newark or Elizabeth. 


Mayor Murphy: At the present 
time? 


Mr. Tobin: At the present time, of 
course. One could not obviously 
have his cake and eat it, too. You 
cannot have an air line surrounded 
by a forest of industrial chimneys; 
but there is a balance of develop- 
ment that could be worked out prof- - 
itably; such as in the Anheuser- 
Busch case and other cases within a 
reasonable distance of the airport. 
Yet, by a balance of conveniences, 
by a purchase of these glide paths 
in a direct line of the flight of these 
planes, still you could have the tre- 
mendous benefits available to that 
industry to the whole development 
of the community, by the presence 
of a major airport. 


Mayor Murphy: I understand 
where you cannot purchase you have 
the right of condemnation, is that 
right? 


Mr. Tobin: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: I don’t know now 
how seriously that will affect the 
City of Newark until there is a 
study made of the flight paths. 


Mr. Tobin: Well, you will have 
those before you in great detail. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That 
would in some way affect industrial 
development within a thousand feet 
of the perimeter of the airport, 
would it not? l 


Mr. Tobin: Within those flight 
paths and underneath the flight 
angle. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And that 
will undoubtedly affect free indus- 
trial development within that thou- 
sand feet, wouldn’t it? 
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Mr. Tobin: You could tak= the 
map of these flight paths a-d reach 
your own conclusion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It would 
not permit free industrial develop- 
ment within that thousand fee: be- 
cause the Port of New York Author- 
ity would have full control over it, 
isn't that so? 


Mr. Tobin: Above those bottom 
limits of that flight angle, by pur- 
chase. 

Over 


Commissioner Ellenstein: 


that path? 


Mr. Tobin: Yes, over that path. 
And obviously, Commissioner, we 
would say that the absence of the 
airport would be a detriment to 
industry locating in por:ions of 
Newark, which could be profitably 
developed with the airport there. 


‘Commissioner Ellenstein: I might 
say this, and I do want to make it 
emphatic, and I don’t want it con- 
strued that I am of the present 
opinion that we should reject this 
proposal; but however, I think there 
is a very important factor that you, 
Mr. Tobin, and the Commissioners 
of the Port of New York Authority, 
have overlooked, and that is the one 
of equities that arise in this, and if 
I may say, simple justice. And one 
has to look back over the history of 
the airport particularly, and the 
Port of Newark as well. Newark 
was the pioneer in aviation. It was 
Newark that was considered the 
center for aviation throughou: the 
entire world. During 1939 there 
was more business in express, mail 
and passenger service at the New- 
ark airport than there was in Tem- 
pelhof, Croyden and Le Bourget 
combined. And it has made rapid 
strides. My experience has taught 
me as planes become larzer and 
heavier and runways increase, so 
proportionately the losses to the 
city for maintenance increase. And 


I believe that is true today. 


Now, when one stops to consider 
that during that period, when New- 
ark pioneered and actually subsid- 
ized commercial transport companes, 
the people of the city of New York, 
and particularly those in the metro- 
politan area, were receiving at least 
75 per cent of the benefits, as they 
do today. I think it is conservative 
to say that between 75 and 30 per 
cent of the passengers embarking or 
disembarking in Newark Airport 
originate in New York State, or per- 
haps in Connecticut or in those 
areas. However, they are directed 
towards New York State. 


- Now, Newark, up to the present 
day, this year has expended $31,- 
462,000 for debt service and bonded 
debt, and between 1946 and 1847 
the taxpayers of this city will be 
called upon to pay $16,564,000 more. 


There must be taken into consid- 
eration that the federal government 
over these years has expended many 
large sums of money in improving 
the Newark Airport. And while I 
agree with you that perhaps they 
will undoubtedly not meet with the 
requirements of the heavier planes, 
the Constellations and those heavier 
plar.es, however that is a thing that 
the taxpayers of the city today must 
meet. And who receives the bene- 
fit of that? Certainly a very small 
percent of the taxpayers within the 
boundary of the City of Newark. 
This is a city of approximately 400,- 
000, and carrying that load. And 
for the benefit, to a great degree, 
of the residents of New York City 
and its environments, and the sub- 
urbs of New Jersey as well. 


I have always been in favor that 
a greater authority, a higher suthor- 
ity of this state or federal govern- 
mert, should subsidize these air-. 
ports; commercial airports, and not 
a locality. The conference of Mayors 
has already gone on record cn. that 
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thing. As a matter of fact, I was 
privileged to be appointed by Sec- 
retary Cordell Hull in 1938, with 
two others, and we made a survey 
of the commercial airport through 
Europe and certain parts of Canada, 
and we submitted a report to Con- 
gress. And the purpose of the re- 
port was to determine to what ex- 
tent certain countries throughout 
Europe and Canada subsidized cer- 
tain airports. And we found in al- 
most every instance, in every coun- 
try, that they were subsidized by 
what is called a central government, 
which is comparable to our federal 
government here. 


Now, the taxpayers of this city 
pioneered aviation and subsidized 
the transport companies, and as you 
know they were always in the red 
during all those years, particularly 
when we were in the height of the 
depression, the greater part of it. 
Still the taxpayers of this city car- 
ried that load. We are being asked 
now to give up that investment. 


There are other factors that I 
know of. For instance, the govern- 
ment has expended more than $3,- 
000,000. That, of course, did not 
cost the taxpayers of our city any- 
thing. However, that is a capital 
improvement and it has some defin- 
ite value.. i 


We are now being asked to accept 
$5,000,000 for both the seaport and 
the airport. It does not seem to 
me, in. view of the fact that your 
board, composed of an equal num- 
ber of state of New Jersey members 
of the board as those of New York 
state, where the state of New Jer- 
sey contributed $50,000,000 along 
with the state of New York to your 
predecessor commission which was 
then known as the Holland Tunnel 
Commission, of which the Port Au- 
thority was an offspring, it does not 
seem to me that full equity or com- 
mon justice is being done to the 
taxpayers of the city. I am ‘not 


talking now of the deficit that runs 
into the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, that the city sustained dur- 
ing those lean years. I don't know 
whether the commercial airlines are 
in a position to pay more rentals. 
However, if they are not, certainly 
the taxpayers of Newark on any 
ground of simple justice should not 
be called upon to give a convenience 
to, lets say a real necessity, to in- 
dustry in this city which is only 
comparably small to the value it has 
to other industries along Long Isl- 
and and throughout the great City 
of New York, and many of the cities 
throughout Connecticut. We. are 
now asked to give this up for all 
time for $5,000,000. . 


I am just wondering what these 
other cities throughout the country 
are going to do; whether they are 
going to build cofferdam runways, 
or whether they are in a position to 
do so. I believe in the near future 
the federal government will be com- 
pelled to subsidize airports in this 
country, and not put the load on a 
small municipality. 


I think those are factors that 
ought to be considered. I read some- 
where that your offer was to be 
somewhere in‘the neighborhood of 
$40,000,000—it was not said that was 
authorized, but it was a rumor.. But 
however, I think that the City of 
Newark’s taxpayers are treated 
rather harshly when they are asked 
to accept $5,000,000. 


You said in your statement that 
the Newark Airport, after your plan 
is carried out, will be three times 
the size of that of LaGuardia Field. 
I presume that you know, as I do, 
that the federal government dumped 
$140,000,000 into LaGuardia Field, 
and it did not cost the City of New 
York a cent. Its contribution I 
think amounted to $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000. 


But we were not blessed with the 
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generosity of the federal govern- 
ment. We did get some W. P. A. 
projects and we did get scme im- 
provements during the last world 
war. 


I believe that since your Author- 
ity administers to both New York 
and New Jersey, and when you con- 
sider the fact that in the entire state 
of New Jersey we have bu: a little 
over 4,000,000 in population as com- 
pared to more than 7,000,00C in New 
York City alone, and we have been 
giving this service at a loss in main- 
tenance and at a capital investment 
to the people of New York to a far 
greater degree, we, a small munic- 
ipality, a small city, a relatively 
smal! city, and the taxpayers have 
been giving that service to those 
people in New York state, that you 
ean, and in good conscience, the 
Port of New York Authority can 
make a more substantial offer in its 
payment to the city of Newark for 
all that it has suffered. Not as a 
reward, but as a partial payment 
for what the taxpayers have suffered 
in the past. 


I just leave that with you so your 
board might consider it ir. simple 
justice and as an equitable epproach 
to the proposition. 


Mr. Tobin: I think, Commissioner, 
the problem of the City of Newark 
lies more in the future than in the 
past, and many of these capital ex- 
penditures that have gone irto New- 
ark’s airport, and particulazly those 
of the federal government, represent 


in their power to earn practically- 


nothing today. The Port Authority 
can only approach the Newark or 
any other project on the basis of 
making it self supporting. 


We have no power to tax. We 
have pu’ before you the project that 
on tre basis of which we hiak we 

-can make the Newark Airport and 
Seaport—providing it has the fin- 
anciel backing and the revenues of 


the Port Authority in back of it~ 
self supporting. 


There are tremendous interests of 
the City of Newark in the future 
development of the airport that I 
have attempted to enumerate, and 
they are enumerated in this report, 
in the way of direct employment 
and tax gains and whatnot, that 
really outweigh the mere considera- 
tion of what cash payment could be 
mace. 


_ For ourselves, Commissioner, we 
think that a cash payment is a 
rather unimportant part of this 
project. The important part of the 
project is a state agency is in a 
position, without cost to the tax- 
payers, to place before you, or to 
carry, the necessary $76,000,000 p.us 
cash proposed, and take off you 
the weight of this—take it off the 
shoulders of the taxpayers of the 
City of Newark. 


If you are of the opinion that you 
could sit and wait and the ”ederal 
government will come along and do 
the job for you and repay the 
amcunts that Newark has spent in 
it, chat may be another considera- 
tion; but if. you want that capital 
cost, that perfectly staggering cap- 
ital cost taken off the shoulders of 
the taxpayers of Newark, if you 
want to be able in your budget to 
provide for other facilities, other 
than a self supporting project such 
as this, that may be desirable for 
the city. If you believe that the 
development of the airport can bring 
to vou over 25,000 people in what 
amounts to a new industry—I read 
of the coming of Anheuser-Busch to 
Newark that will employ 1,000 peo- 
ple and with a payroll of a -million 
dollars. There is a great industry 
and a great capital proposed to be 
invested in Newark. 


Those, I think, Commissioner, 


with all due respects, are considera- 
tions that are far more weighty and 
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far more important than how much 
was paid for the airport in the past 
both by the federal government and 
by the city and by others. 


The proposal of the Port Author- 
ity so far .as that cash payment is 
concerned, that is merely thought as 
a practical matter it will take off 
the shoulders of the City of New- 
ark the outstanding I indebtedness on 
the airport. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I under- 
stand that you have computed that 
on the basis of 2 per cent over a 
period of 20 years—and I assume 
that your figures are accurate. How- 
ever, let me say to you first, that 
the Anheuser-Busch Company is not 
coming to Newark primarily be- 
cause we have an airport here. I 
think you are aware of that. And 
furthermore, I will say that you are 
talking now about the future. 


Now, that is, conjectural. I don't 
doubt the good intentions of your 
Authority. I know they are sound 
men on it. I know thty are good 
financial and practical men on it. 
But, however, I must assume that 
even then there were sound busi- 
nessmen and practical men on it 
when they constructed these bridges 
that the Port of New York Author- 
ity constructed, and it was antic- 
ipated then they would be self-sus- 
taining, that they would do certain 

. things, that they would bring in- 
dustries to cities. And I do under- 
stand that two of those projects, al- 
though they were erected a good 
many years ago, are not likely to 
be self sustaining. The best minds 
of the country have gone astray. 
Those things are conjectural. 


But I am talking about the suf- 
fering of the taxpayers in the past 
who spent this money, perhaps un- 
wisely from an economical point of 
view; but it did perform a definite 
service for the City of New York 
and the State of New York to a far 


greater degree than to the taxpay- 
ers who spent that money. 


Figuring it from your point of 
view, figuring it would be in the 
interest of both states, the equities 
of that, I ask that you and your 
Port Authority go into it again and 
see if something could not be done 
much more substantial than this 
offer of fiye million dollars. Your 
Authority is in a position where it 
cannot feel the pinch. It is just as 
easy for your Authority to. raise a 
$10,000,000 bond issue or a $20,- 
000,000 "bond issue as it is a $5,- 
000,000 bond issue. 


Whereas, if the City of Newark 
was to pay this indebtedness there 
is still some $60,000,000 that has to 
be paid by the City of Newark. You 
pass it off by saying, “Well, the 
monies you receive, you will be able 
to amortize that over a period of 
years—” or, I think you said, “near- 
ly amortize it over a period of 28 
years.” But we get returns upon 
that anyway. That is a definite 
capital investment which is pre- 
sumed to yield something, isn’t that 
so? 


Mr. Tobin: When you pay off? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Now. 
The investment of the taxpayers of 
the City of Newark, the interest of 
a great mass running in the mil- 
lions throughout the whole area as 
pioneers in aviation, and subsidized 
by private enterprise. 


Mr. Tobin: It was a magnificent 
pioneering effort, Commissioner, 
there is not the slightest question 
about it; but we cannot sell bonds 
on that effort. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: We can- 
not bank on magnanimity, either, 
but I think the equities call for pay- 
ment to those people who made 
that investment, who put that 
money: in there year after year. 
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Mayor Murphy: Is it & fact, Mr. 
Tobin, if I followed you corvactly, 
that the Authority reserves the right 
to deduct from the $5,000,000 the 
cost of searching and clearing of 


titles to all the property ir this 
area? 

Mr. Tobin: Yes, sir. 

Mayor Murphy: I don’t know 


what that will cost the City of New- 
ark because of the fact the:e are a 
number of titles down there that 
are questionable. Some of them we 
know definitely are not in the name 
of the city. There is no question in 
my mind that the cost of that may 
run from two million dollars to 
three million dollars, which of 
course will affect the sum of five 
million dollars which you sre talk- 
ing about. 


Mr. Tobin: Those properties to 
which you have not title—we will 
have to be logical about it—it is 
just something you have not got. 


Mayor Murphy: May I ask you 
this question; would it be within the 
discretion of the Port Authority to 
sell off some of that property? 


Mr. Tobin: It certainly will not be 
the intention of the Port Authority 
to sell off any of the property. 


Mayor Murphy: But you could if 
you so desired, couldn’t you? 


Mr. Tobin: We have not dealt with _ 


that question, but under the pres- 
ent proposal as we put it to you, we 
could if we so desired. But in most 
developments of the Port Authority, 
and I am speaking particularly of 
the tunnel development, the Holland 
Tunnel development, the Fort Au- 
thority must promote the property 
to their proper terminal use. 


Mayor Murphy: Suppase I turn 
that question around this way: sup- 


pose the federal government, 
whether it is at a time of a national 
emergency or for whatever purpose 
it may be, comes forward and wants 
to take over some of that property 
and proceeds to condemn it, then 
the Port of New York Authority will 
receive from the federal govern- 
mer.t, either through condemnation 
or agreement, whatever amount they 
would assess as the value cf that 
property, wouldn’t it? 


Mr. Tobin: They would be obli- 
gated to pay off the bonds. The 
people who bought these bonds on 
the strength of the Port Authority 
having those buildings and facilities 
to operate. 


Mayor Murphy: I just wanted to 
brirg that point out. So that the 
city is completely out of the picture 
now. 


Does the Port Authority, under 
the law, accept Government subsi- 
dies? 


Mr, Tobin: Yes, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: But you are not 
anticipating it, are you? 


Mr. Tobin: We have not in our 
estimates calculated on it, nor shall 
we make an effort to get it. 


Mayor Murphy: But you would 
make an effort to get government 
subsidies if they were available? 


Mr. Tobin: Yes, 


Mayor Murphy: If you did, to 
what extent would that affect the 
proposition now before the Board 
of Commissioners? 


Mr. Tobin: Well, if we were adle 
to get it, I don’t think that it would 
affect it, Mr. Mayor. We don’t know 
if we could get any or not. We have 
made in our estimates that the 
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board considered no inclusion of any 
possibility of federal airport assist- 
ance. ` 


Mayor Murphy: Well, if you did 
get airport assistance from the fed- 
eral government, that would not in 
any way alter the proposal now be- 
fore the Board of Commissioners? 


Mr. Tobin: That’s correct. 


Mayor Murphy: There is another 
point which may seem like a minor 
one, but it is an important one; is 
there any intention on the part’ of 
the Port of New York Authority to 
change the name of Newark Airport 
and Newark Seaport to some other 
-name, if you acquire title? 


Mr. Tobin: There is nothing said 
about that in the report. I think I 
may presume to speak for the Com- 
missioners and say that I doubt very 
much there would be any disposi- 
tion to change the name. I assume 
if there should be some feeling on 
the part of the Mayor and Commis- 
sioners that the views of the City 
Commission would be respected by 
the Commissioners. 


Mayor Murphy: In other words, 
you fecl that that could be made 
part of the agreement? 


Mr. Tobin: Yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Will you 
admit, Mr. Tobin, that developing an 
airport as you have outlined here 
today, would benefit by a great de- 
gree people outside of Newark, and 
even outside of the state of New 
Jersey, by a far greater degree than 
those throughout the state? 


Mr. Tobin: No, I do not. I think 
the Port Authority approaches all 
of these developments from a re- 
gional standpoint. If this was not 
generally beneficial to the whole 
port area throughout New York and 
New Jersey, the Port Authority 
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would not be here. But I do not 
agree with you at all that there is 
any main benefit to New York by 
the development of the Newark Air- 
port and Seaport. Certainly Newark 
has not thought so these past many 
years. ' 


Commissioner Ellenstein: They 
did not stop to think. But 78 or 80 
per cent of the passenger travel 
comes from New York. 


Mr. Tobin: I think that the figures 
were 75 or 80 per cent, yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, 
you know that 85 per cent of the 
planes that leave the metropolitan 
area travel south and west, and you 
know, too, that the financial district, 
representing that section below 33rd 
street, from the tip of Manhattan, 
represent to a great degree a large 
preponderance of the users of the 
airways. Now, in going to LaGuar- 
dia or even Idlewild, in going south 
or west, you must travel in an oppo- 
site direction, either north or north- 
east. So a man could leave his 
office in the financial district and get 
a plane out of Newark Airport 20 
or 30 minutes later than it would be 
necessary for him to go to LaGuar- 
dia or Idlewild. 


Mr. Tobin: Well, it is an advan- 
tage. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. So 
of necessity it must be of benefit 
to them if they save that much. And 
there is an economic advantage in 
the saving of 20 or 30 minutes. 


_Mr. Tobin: That’s correct. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: So that 
it has been established, the people 
of New York would benefit to a far 
greater degree than the people of 
New Jersey with a modern airport 
scheduled ‘here. 
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Mr. Tobin: The air linc people 
employed there would by and large, 
I believe, I assume, be Nevr Jarsey 
pecpie. The personal property taxes 
you get will be Newark tax:s. There 
are counter balances in all of these 
things. And that, as I have indicated 
must have exerted through :he years 
a very strong pull on the citizens of 
Newark to attempt these develop- 
ments. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That 
may be a factor—it undoubtedly is; 
there may be some increases, and 
there may be some employment. But 
whether the air lines are going to 
emp:oy 18,000 or 20,000 people is 
highly conjectural. But, however, 
I am talking about the equities and 
the advantages that will inure to 
the benefit of those outside of New 
Jersey, and particularly outside of 
Newsrk. As you think in terms of 
the Port of New York Authority, the 
rest of the Commissioners think in 
terms of taxpayers and the citizens 
of Newark. And we must say that 
the equities are lost sight of, con- 
sidering the fact that these invest- 
ments were made throughout those 
many years. I think it is something 
the Port Authority ought to take 
into cosideration. 


Mr. Tobin: The conjecture or the 
lack of conjecture, Commissior.er; is 
indicated by the fact that one air 
line a couple of weeks ago pulled 
its workshop alone out of the New- 
ark area and took some 700 people 
with them. 


Mayor Murphy: Mr. Tooin, just 
one more question. If, for some un- 
forseen reason the Port Authority 
should abandon the airport and sea- 
port project, which it is legislated 
to operate, would the land and im- 
provements revert to the City of 
Newark? 


M:. Tobin: No. Under this pro- 
posa:, as it is put before vou, it 
wouid revert to the two states. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The city 
would divest itself of title as though 
it had sold it to a private enterprise. 


Mr. Tobin: That is absolutely cor- 
rect. 


; Commissioner Villani: We are giv- 
ing them our whole land, and they 
could do whatever they wart with 
it. . 


Mayor Murphy: The city would 
not receive, under the agreernent, a 
preference in taking back this port 
area? . 


Mr. Tobin: Not as it is put before 
you, Mr. Mayor. And obvious.y, tnat 
involves—our general counsel, Mr. 
Shelley, corrects me on that. He 
points out to me that in the outline 
of she agreement before you, there 
is € provision which reads, “Except 
as otherwise indicated below with 
respect to city streets, city to convey 
to Port Authority, without warran- 
ties, for marine terminal and air 
terminal purposes, the property 
ma:ked “A” on the map following 
this page, and also any lands under 
water owned by the city in the city 
channel and Newark Bay.” 


Mr. Shelley is pointing to “for 
marine terminal and air terminal 
purposes,” and I assume in your 
deed you would limit your convey- 
ance to “for marine terminal and air 
terminal purposes,” and so would 
provide for converter. Is that your 
point? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That 
would not preclude you from di- 
vesting yourself of title as long as 
you use it for those purposes. 


Mr. Tobin: That’s right. 


Commissioner Villani: But outside 
of those restrictions the city can- 
not force you at any time to give us . 
the privilege to purchase cr any- 
thing like that? 
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Mr. Tobin: The provision is that 

the Port Authority could use it only 

for marine terminal and air term- 

inal purposes, and if it ceases to do 

that the property reverts to the 
City of Newark. 


Commissioner’ Keenan: If they 
don’t use it for the purpose that 
they take it for it reverts back to 
the city. 


Mr. Tobin: That’s right. 


- Mayor Murphy: But you have the 
right, however, to sell it or dispose 
of it to somebody else who would 
use it for that purpose? 


Mr. Tobin: No, there is not that 
limitation. The Port Authority 
would have to use it for that pur- 
pose. 


Commissioner Villani: I don’t 
think you get the Mayor’s point on 
that. 


Mr. Tobin: I am sorry. ` 


Mayor Murphy: As I understand 
it, as long as the Port of New York 
Authority desires to operate this 
project as a marine and airport 
facility, the title will remain in the 
Port of New York Authority. 


Mr. Tobin: That is right. 


Mayor Murphy: But if they aban- 
don the operation of the airport and 
‘the marine terminal base, then it 
will revert back to the City of New- 
ark, is that right? 


Mr. Tobin: That is right. That 
would rule out a conveyance to a 
third party. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I move you that the report be re- 
ceived and that the Commissioners 
study the report carefully, and that 
the Port of New York Authority be 


requested to distribute a reasonable 
number of copies to the Commis- 
sioners. ` 


Commissioner Villani: I second 


that motion. 


Mayor Murphy: And add to that 
motion, Commissioner, that copies 
be sent to all groups that request 
them. 


Commissioner Brady: That’s right. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made to have the report received 
by the Board of Commissioners. The 
Clerk will call the roll.

I 
think perhaps in a week’s time we 
would be in a better position to set 
a date, or possibly a number of 
dates. 


Commissioner Villani: May I ask 
Mr. Tobin, then, if I. could meet 
with him or the Authority as quick- 
ly as possible on this disposal ques- 
tion? I think that is very impor- 
tant. I would like to have a con- 
ference between our engineers and 
your group and set up this matter 
to see if we could get together on it. 
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Mr. Tobin: Any time you. say. 


Mayor Murphy: At this time I 
want to express the condclenzes of 
the members of the City Commis- 
sion to Mr. Tobin on the passing of 
his mother the other day. Mr. To- 
bin has been with us all cay, dur- 
ing these trying hours. Wa express 
our sympathies to him. 


Commissioner Brady: I move we 


adjourn to 1:30.

conclusion that inasmuch as you 
have given a bonus to the uniformed 
members of the Police and Fire Di- 
visions, that a bonus must be given 
to the other members of your de- 
partment who are not uniformed 
members of the Police and Fire De- 
partment. 


“The language of the act is ‘such 
bonus shall apply and be paid gen- 
erally to all persons holding office, 
position or employment in such de- 
partment without discrimination 
among such persons.’ 


“Therefore, it is our opinion, and 
we so advise you, that the 1946 law 
requires that where a bonus has 
been given to one group in a de- 
partment, it must be given to all of 
the employees.”

It is hereby determined 
and stated that the dredging of such 
channel (hereinafter referred to as 
purpose”) is not a current expense 
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of said City and that it is neces- 
sary to issue obligations, pursuant 
to the Local Bond Law, to finance 
such purpose, and that the esti- 
mated maximum amount of money 
necessary to be raised from all 
sources to finance such purpose is 
$150,000, and that $7,500 of such 
sum is to be provided by the down 
payment hereinafter appropriated, 
and that the estimated maximum 
amount of bonds or notes necessary 
to be issued for such purpose is 
$142,550. 


Section 4: It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that not less than 
$22,000 of the moneys appropriated 
under the caption "down payment” 
or “Capital improvement fund” in 
budgets of said City heretofore ad- 
opted is available to finance said 
purposes, and $22,000 of said mon- 
eys is hereby appropriated to such 
purposes in accordance with Sec- 
tion 40:1-12 of said Local Bond Law. 


Section 5:. To finance said pur- 
poses, bonds of said City of an ag- 
gregate principal amount not ex- 
ceeding $413,000 are hereby author- 
ized and shall be issued pursuant to 
said Local Bond Law. Said bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annum. All matters with 
respect to said bonds not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determ- 
ined by resolutions to be hereafter 
adopted. 


Section 6: To finance said pur- 
poses, bond anticipation notes of 
said City of an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding $413,000 are 
hereby authorized and shall be is- 
sued pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law, in anticipation of the issuance 
of said bonds. Said notes shall bear 
interest at a rate which shall not 
exceed six per centum (6%) per an- 
num, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Local Bond Law.

Section 8: It is hereby determ- 
ined and declared that the Supple- 
mental Debt Statement required by 
said Local Bond Law has been duly 
made and filed in the office of the 
City Clerk of said City, and that 
such statement so filed shows that

COST THEREOF BY THE ISSU- 
ANC OF BONDS AND BOND AN-

THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1: The Water Supply 
System established, maintainec and 
operated by The City of Newark to 
provide water for public and pri- 
vate uses of said City and its in- 
habitants shall be enlarged and 
improved by extending or replacing 
or reconstructing existing water dis- 
tribution mains. It is hereby de- 
termined and stated that the esti- 
mated amount of money necessary 
t2 be raised from all sources for 
such work. (nereinafter referred to as 
"purpose”) is $100,000, and that such 
purpose is not a current expense of 
said City and that it is necessary to 
issue cbligations, pursuant tc the 
Local Bond Law to finance such 
purpose, and that the estimated 
maximum amount of bonds and 
notes necessary to be issued for such 
purpose is $100,000. 


Section 2: Such Water Supply 
System shall also be improved by 
furnishing and installing Cone 
Valves for use in connection with 


transmission mains. It is hereby de- 
termined and stated that the esti- 
mated amount of money necessary 
to be raised from all sources for 
such work (hereinafter referred to 
as “purpose’’) is $35,000, and that 
such purpose is not a current ex- 
pense of said City and that it is 
necessary to issue obligations, pur- 
suant to the Local Bond Law to 
finance such purpose, and that the 
estimated maximum amount of 
bonds and notes necessary to be 
issued for such purpose is $35,000. 


Section 3: Such Water Supply 
System shall also be improved by 
furnishing and installing water dis- 
tribution mains in the new City 
Water Shed. It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that the estimated 
amount of money necessary to be 
raised from all sources for such 
work (hereinafter referred to as 
“purpose”) is $5,000, and that such 
purpose is not a current expense of 
said City and that it is necessary 
to issue obligations, pursuant to the 
Locai Bond Law to finance such 
purpose, and that the estimated 
maximum amount of bonds and 
notes necessary to be issued for 
such purpose is $5,000. 


Section 4: Such Water Supply 
System shall also be improved by 
constructing and equipping a new 
twenty-four inch feeder water main 
extending along Rome Street from 
its intersection with Wilson Ave- 
nue to its intersection with Ray- 
mond Boulevard. It is hereby de- 
termined and stated that the esti- 
mated amount of money necessary 
to be raised from all sources for 
such work (hereinafter referred to 
as “purpose”) is $200,000, and that 
such purpose is not a ‘current ex- 
pense of said City and that it is 
necessary to issue obligations, pur- 
suant to the Local Bond Law to fin- 
ance such purpose, and that the 
estimated maximum amount of 
bones and notes necessary to be is- 
sued for such purpose is $200,000. 


Section 5: It is hereby determ- 
ined that said water supply system 
would have been self-liquidating, as 
defined in Section 40:1-79 of said 
Local Bond Law, during the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, 1945, had 
there been included in the interest 
and debt redemption charges for 
such year an amount equal to in- 
terest for one year at the rate of 
four and one-half per: centum 
(4%%) per annum, on said bonds 
or notes, and the amount of the 
first installment of serial bonds le- 
gally issuable to finance such pur- 
poses. 


Section 6: It is hereby determin- 
ed and stated that no part of the cost 
of financing any of said purposes 
has been or is to be specially assess- 
ed against property specially bene- 
fited thereby. 


Section 7: To finance said pur- 
poses, bonds of said City or an 
aggregate principal amount not ex- 
ceeding $340,000, are hereby author- 
ized to be issued pursuant to said 
Local Bond Law. Said bonds shall 


-bear interest at a rate which shall 


not exceed six per centum (6%) per 
annum. All matters with respect to 
said bonds not determined by this 


- ordinance shall be determined by 


resolutions to be hereafter adopted. 


Section 8: To finance said pur- 
poses, Bond Anticipation Notes of 
said City of an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding $340,000 are 
hereby authorized to be issued in 
anticipation of the issuance of said 
bonds, pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law. Said notes shall bear interest 
at a rate which shall not exceed six 
per centum (6%) per annum, and 
may be renewed from time to time 
pursuant to and within the limita- 
tions prescribed by said Law. All 
matters with respect to said notes 
not determined by this ordinance 


‘shall be determined by resolutions 


to be hereafter adopted. In the 
event that bonds are issued pursu- 
ant to this ordinance, the aggregate 


amount of notes hereby authorized 
to be issued shall be reduced by an 
amount equal to the princioal 
amount of the bonds so issted. If 
the aggregate amount of bonds end 
netes issued pursuant to this ordin- 
ance shall at any time excesd the 
sum first mentioned in this s2ction, 
the moneys raised by the issuance 
of said bonds shall, to not less than 
the amount of such excess, be epplied 
to the payment of such notes then 
outstanding. 


Section 9: It is hereby determin- 
ed and declared that the average 
period of usefulness of said purpose, 
taking into consideration the re- 
spective amounts of obligations to 
be issued for each purpose, is a per- 
iod of thirty years computed from 
the date of said bonds. 


Section 10: It is hereby deter- 
mined and stated that the Supple- 
mental Debt Statement required by 
said Local Bond Law has been duly 
made and filed in the office of the 
City Clerk of said City, and that 
such statement so filed shows taat 
the gross debt of said City, as de- 
fined in Section 40:1-76 of said Local 
Bond Law, is increased by this or- 
dinance by $340,000, and that the 
issuance of said bonds and notes is 
permitted by an exception to the 
debt limitations prescribed by said 
Local Bond Law, contained in Sub- 
division (f) of Section 40:1-16 of 
such law.

Section 3: The Port Te-minal 
maintained by the City of Newark 
shall be improved by dredging ‘he 
city ship channel to a depth of forty 
feet. It is hereby determined and 
stated that the dredging of such 
channel (hereinafter referred to as 
purpose”) is not a current expense 
of said City and that it is necessary 
to issue obligations, pursuant to the 
Local Bond Law, to finance such 
purpose, and that the estimated 
maximum amount of money neces- 
sary to be raised from all sources 
` to finance such purpose is $150,000, 
and that $7,500 of such sum is to be 
provided by the down paymen: here- 
inafter appropriated, and that the 
estimated maximum amount of 
bonds or notes necessary to be is- 
sued for such purpose is $142,500. 


Section 4: It is hereby determined 
and stated that not less than $22,000 
of the moneys appropriated under 
the caption “down paymert” or 
“capital improvement fund” in bud- 
gets of said City heretofore adopted 
is available to finance said purposes, 
and $22,000 of said moneys is 1ereby 
appropriated to such purposes in 
accordance with Section 40:1-12 of 
said Local Bond Law.

4, 1944. Locating the German U-505 


‘after a long period of fruitless search 


during a anti-submarine sweep, the 
Units of Task Group Twenty Two 
Point Three skillfully co-ordinated 
in the relentless tracking of the ob- 
jective and in the hold-down oper- 
ations which culminated in a ef- 
fective depth-charge attack and the 
forcing of the U-boat to the surface 
where the hostile crew was sub- 
jected to the combined automatic 
weapons fire of our destroyer es- 
corts and aircraft with relatively 
minor material damage inflicted on 
the target. Aware that the ship 
might momentarily sink or blow up, 
a small party braved the danger 
of hostile gunfire to board the ves- 
sel while she was still circling at 5 
or 6 knots on the surface, plunged 
through the conning tower hatch 
and worked desperately to keep 
her afloat and to aid other more 


fully equipped salvage parties in 
making the U-505 seaworthy fcr 
the long tow across the Atlentic. 
In accomplishing the first suczess- 
ful boarding and capture of an ene- 
my man o’war on the high seas by 
the United States Navy since 1815, 
Task Group Twenty Two Point 
Three rendered invaluable sevice 
affecting subsequent operations in 
the Battle of the Atlantic and up- 
held the oldest and highest tradi- 
tions of the United States Naval 
Service. l

Today, we are concerned with Ar- 
thur William Kniepel, born in this 
City at his parents’ home 21 vears 
ago. He attended our public sctools, 
had two years in West Side High 
School, and a year in Irvingtor Vo- 
cational. When he was 16 yea:s of 
age, he volunteered for service in 
the United States Navy. On his 17th 
birthday, he was inducted. He did 
his boot training at Newport. (from 
Newport, he was trained in the 
Special Torpedo School, after vrhich 
he was assigned to the U. S. 8. 
Pillsbury. The commander of that 
great ship-was Lieutenant Comman- 
der J. S. Castelman. 


The citation of the President of 
the United States needs no further 
reference from me, but I car. say 
that in that terrific hour of combat, 
Arthur William Kniepel was a mem- 
ber of the Whaleboat Party that 
cut off the German Submarine, and 
later these boys boarded the sink- 
ing sbip and took possession of it, 
and now in, his 21st year he enters 
the Newark Fire Department. 


I should like, as a symbol, to re- 
fer to one activity in his life that 
is comparable to this occasion. Our 
hero is a member of St. John’s 
Lutheran Church, of this City The 
Pastor of this congregation has been 


the spiritual advisor of this young 
men since the early déys of his 
youth. Reverand Oscar Ereune has 
been fcr many years the Chaplain 
of the Fire Department. The spiri- 
tual fortitude and inspiration that 
the good doctor gave this boy un- 
doubtecly contributed much to his 
valor and conduct, and now he will 
guide him, not only in a pastoral 
capacity, but in a Chadlain's de- 
votion as this young man starts to- 
day a career in the Newark Fire 
Departrnent where his talents and 
high character can be applied again 
and agzin and again to tests of valor 
and distinction. 


I congratulate the parents of this 
young man. I congratulate his kro- 
thers, William, Seaman l'irst Class, 
and Edwin, Seaman First Class, and 
his sister. I congratulate ‘he person- 
el of the Newark Fire Department 
that they have added a new mem- 
ber whose heroism in the war was 
so distinguished. - 


The Chief Engineer and personnel 
of the Fire Department will wel- 
come “his addition witi pleasure 
and profit. Pleasure of his back- 
ground, and profit from ‘he disting- 
uished record he leaves ‘»ehind him 
in the Second World War. 


He is not content to rest his lau- 
rels upon the past, but to conse- 
crate enew his talents end experi- 
ence to a great cause in civilian 
govern:nent.

Mayor Murphy: I am not too fam- 
iliar with the action of the Commis- 
sion I believe the matter haci been 
refexred to Director Brady at the 
last meeting. So at this time I am 
going to ask him to go ahead, to 
proceed with whatever statement he 
has, before we get to the public 
hearing. 


Commissioner Brady: I have a 
short statement here, Mr. Mayor and 
members of the Commission. I 
thought that a short history of the 
situation which brought about the 
calling of this meeting should be 
stated by me before we proceed 
witt. the business the meeting was 
called for. 


A: a meeting of the City Commis- 
sion held iast Wednesday, at which 
I presided as Acting Mayor in the 
absence of Mayor Murphy who was 
out of the City on business, a large 
delegation of retail butchers num- 
beriag almost 200 appeared before 
the Commission and through their 
spokesman stated that there was a 
meat shortage in the City of New- 
ark compelling them to close their 
shops; that the shortage was caused 
by ‘heir inability to purchase any 
of the 10,000 cattle slaughtered by 
slauzhterers in the City of Newark, 
and that the meat slaughtered in 
the City of Newark is being ship- 
ped to New York for sale and con- 
sumotior. 


May I state at this time, Mr. May- 
or anc members of the Commission, 
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that all those names that were cal- 
led are in business through the per- 
mits issued - - that is, they have 
slaughtering places - - through the 
permits issued by the Health De- 
partment of the City of Newark. 
And those places that are now taken 
over by others are registered under 
the name that we called here, under 
the permits duly authorized by the 
Health Department of the City of 
Newark. And that gives us full po- 
lice powers over the particular es- 
tablishments. 


A resolution was passed by the 
Commissioners requesting the Corp- 
oration Counsel to make an imme- 
diate survey and study of O. P. A. 
regulations affecting the meat in- 
dustry in the City- of Newark and 
authorizing me as Director of the 
Department of Public Affairs to 
consult, negotiate with the proper 
O.-P. A. Officials and such other 
national, state and local agencies as 
may be able to assist me in modify- 
ing the regulations so as to insure 
deliveries of meats to the people of 
our City. 


Pursuant thereto, I met with a 
Committee of the butchers and 
Corporation Counsel Thomas. Par- 
sonnet in my office and immediately 
set in motion an exhaustive survey 
of meat conditions by and through 
Dr. Charles V. Craster and the. In- 
spectors of his Department of Health 
conducted and completed said sur- 
vey and I have them here and des- 
ire to make report to you. I there- 
upon sent a telegram to the Presi- 
dent of the Uniteds States of Amer- 
ica, and I ask that it be placed in 
the record. 


I would like to read it into the 
record. 


(Reading) “Honorable Harry S. 
Truman, President of the United 
States of America, White House, 
Washington, D. C. 


“Your Excellency, an acute meat 
shortage exists in the City of New- 
ark today. The greater majority of 
our 450,000 citizens have not had 
meat in their homes for several 
weeks jast passed. Such a condition 
naturally affects their health and 
welfare and I am appealing to you 
to exercise your powers under the 
War Time Emergency Act and or- 
der all Federal agencies of the Uni- 
ted States to cooperate with Newark 
and other municipalities which may 
be permitted under the laws of 
their states to render slaughtering 
service to their citizens to be per- 
mitted to do so during this emer- 
gency and that such agencies waive 
the present technical requirements 
which may impede or delay the 
granting of such permits. The City 
of Newark will not engage in a busi- 
ness for profit but merely make a 
service charge covering actual costs 
to retail butchers for slaughtering 
cattle which of course would be dis- 
tributed by these butchers through 
their retail outlets to the citizens of 
Newark at prevailing O. P. A. 
prices. I strongly urge your carc- 
ful and favorable consideration. 


“Respectfully, John A. Brady, 
Acting Mayor and Director of Pub- 
lic Health, City of Newark, New 
Jersey.” 


I have here a report from the 
Health Officer, Dr. Craster, sent to 
me on the l4th of October, which 
reads as follows: 


(Reading) “My dear Director: 


“As per your instructions our en- 
tire inspectional staff made a check- 
up of all retail meat stores in this 
city on Thursday, October 10th. Our 
Veterinarians at the same time 
checked the slaughter houses and 
wholesale establishments. The main 
purpose of the check-up was to de- 
termine how much meat was avail- 
able of various types and to learn 
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the corsensus of opinion among 
meat operators as to the cause of the 
shortage. The following tabl2 shows 
the aprcximate amounts of the se- 
veral types of meat found in retail 
stores, wholesale provision houses, 
bologna manufacturing plar.:s, meat 
slaughter. houses, and the lozal cold 
storage plants; 


“368 retail meat stores, 24,00C lbs. 
of beef, 8,325 lbs. of lamb, 2125 lbs. 
of pork, 7,350 Ibs. of veal, raking a 
total of 41,800. 


“Fifteen wholesale provisions 
with 3,000 lbs. of beef, 100 lbs. of 
lamb, 1,100 lbs. of pork, 380 Ibs. of 
veal. or a total of 4,580 lbs. 

“Four bologna manufacturers with 
3,150 lbs. of beef, 1,200 lbs. of lamb, 
125 lbs. of pork, 460 lbs. of veal. 
Which is a total of 4,935 lbs. 


“Thirty-five wholesale dress 
meats with 65,700 lbs. of beef, 14,300 
lbs. of lamb, 7,000 Ibs. cf pork, 
11,600 lbs. of veal, 5,000 lbs. of can- 
ned meat, making a total of 103,600 
lbs. 


“One freezer with 192,00C lbs. of 
beef at hand. 69,350 lbs. cf lamb. 
76,000 lbs. of pork, 45,300 lbs. of 
veal, 202,000 lbs. of cannei meat, 
85,0001bs. of smoked meat. making 
a total of 669,650 lbs. on hand. 


“Six slaughter houses had 185,000 
lbs. of beef, 11,000 lbs. cf lamb, 
9,000 lbs. of veal, making a total of 
205,000 lbs. 


The inspectors visited 574 meat 
stores and found 148 closed. In the 
376 stores which were oper2d, they 
found 173 had no meat at ail. 


“101 places had approximately 
24,000 lbs. of beef. 44 places had 
approximately 7,350 lbs. of veal. 64 
places had approximately 8 325 lbs. 
of lamb. 12 places had apprcximate- 
ly 2.125 lbs. of pork. Half the pork 


was in one shop. 


"In the 15 large provision manu- 
facturing plants, we found that 9 
had apparently no meat at all, and 
the other six had only 3 Ibs. of beef 
1,100 tbs. of pork and 380 lbs. of 
veal, ana 100 lbs. of lamb. From the 
table of meat available, it will be 
noted that there was 51,315 lbs. of 
various meats. With Newark’s pop- 
ulation of 455,000 this is less than 
two ounces per person for immedi- 
ate retail use. 


“In, the six local meat slaughter 
houses, we found a total of 185,000 
Ibs. of beef, 11,000 Ibs. of lamk, 9,000 
Ibs. of veal and no pork. 


“In the local cold storage plant 
freezer there was approximately 
830,000 lbs. of miscellaneous meats 


Of this, however, 161,222 Ibs. was: 


for dog feed, such as lungs and other 
meat parts not used for human con- 
sumption, leaving actually approxi- 
mately 670,000 ibs. available for hu- 
man consumption. 


“In the thirty-five wholesa.e dis- 
tributors of dressed meat, we found 
a total of 38,600 lbs, of various 
meats, including canned meat, and 
also ten steers belonging to the city.” 


There is a report also enclosed 
here from Dr. Devine, who is Acting 
Chief Veterinarian during the ab- 
sence of Chief Hughs in that Divi- 
sion. 


Now his report is very brief, and I 
would like to read it into the record. 


(Reading) “Before the war, New- 
ark had three beef, lamb and veal 
slaughtering plants that took care 
of the requirements of most of the 
kosher butchers and some of the 
independent butchers. Most fresh 
meats were shipped into Newark 
dressed from Western slaughter 
houses. Shortly after the meat con- 
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trol laws were established, these 
local slaughterers either sold out or 
were forced to set aside a large 
quantity of their meats for Army- 
Navy Lend Lease use, as were the 
western packers. This drove the 
Newark butchers to seek a source 
of supply outside the city limits. 
To meet this demand a large num- 
ber of small slaughtering establish- 
ments, one hundred thirty, sprang 
up throughout the state. During the 
war this was the source of New- 
ark’s meat supply. 


"In the meantime, the abattoirs 
in the city were bought up by. New 
York and Jersey City interests. 
These new owners either had their 
own stores or their own customers 
which they chose to supply. 


Mayor Murphy: Did you want to 
proceed now by hearing representa- 
tives of the retailers? 


Commissioner Brady: I think, Mr. 
Mayor, what we should do is to 
hear the slaughterers. 


The City Clerk read a list of 
slaughterers and butchers who had 
been invited to attend the meeting, 
each representative being interro- 
gated as to the capacity of his plant, 
the source of his cattle supply and 
whether they would be willing to 
set aside 20 per cent of their pro- 
duction for use of Newark residents 
and all responded affirmatively. 


The complete stenographic trans- 
cript of the entire discussion is on 
file in the City Clerk’s Office. 


Commissioner Brady offered a 
resolution: ' 


Authorizing the Director of Public 
Affairs in the name of the City of 
Newark, to contract with any per- 
son, firm, partnership or corporation, 
to render slaughtering service on 
behalf of the City of Newark, under 
his control and direction; and he 


is further authorized to make an e- 
quitable schedule of prices, to be 
known as “Slaughtering Charges”, 
and such charges shall be in such 
amount or amounts as will reim- 
burse the City of Newark for the 
full cost of setting up, maintaining 
and operating said slaughter houses, 
and that in the preparation of such 
application and contract the Direc- 
tor shall be assisted and advised by 
the Corporation Cousel of the City 
of Newark; also that a copy of this 
resolution, certified by the City 
Clerk be sent to each representative 
and senator, representig the State of 
New Jersey, in Congress and to the 
President of the United States and 
to Paul Porter, Price Administra- 
tor of the United States, and to 
Clinton Anderson, Secretary of 
Agriculture, and to John Steelman, 
Reconversion Director of United 
States.

Commissioner Ellenstein: Now, 
Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, we 
are approaching a new year, ard I 
believe we are all aware of the 
fact that there are not only many 
problems as they relate to the func- 
tional activities of the City but we 
are feced with a very serious situa- 
tion insofar as the tax rate is con- 
cerned. There are a number of 
things that are on my mind—and 
it is not my intention to strike a 
discordant note. This is not the 
season of the year to mar anyone’s 
holidey. But I think we will have 
to have, and it will be necessary 
that we have to have, absolute cu- 
ordination and cooperation and 
team work in order to maintain the 
position of our city and to attract 
more industry to the City, by de- 
vising some means, an inducement, 
or incentive for industry to locate 
here. So that we could maintain 
our employment status with the ris- 
ing tax evy, and also to induce and 
stimulate the construction of apart- 
ment houses. 

Accordingly I am introducing 
this short resolution: 

“Wherezs, at this time of the year 
it is traditional among people gen- 
erally to raake, and adhere to, reso- 
lutions in a conscience consistent 
with she common good.

Mayor Murphy: There is no ques- 
tion about that in my mind. I mean, 
that we must work together. Be- 
cause certainly we are faced with 
a serious situation with the in- 
creased cost of living. . 


The only bad feature about this 
resolution as I see it is that it is an 
admission on the part of the mem- 
bers of the Commission — whether 
they want to admit that or not— 
that they have been acting more or 
less on account of some personal 
grievance or feeling they may have 
had toward another Commissioner. 
I am unwilling to say that I have 
acted contrary to what I thought 
was my best judgment, because 
some Commissioner may feel that I 
have some personal grievance to- 
ward him. : 


I think the spirit of it and the 
thoughts involved there are very 
fine. And I think that we probably 
would be doing better if we could 
hold more conferences, and closed 
door conferences, even though they 
are not liked probably by the press 
and by some people in the City of 
Newark. And we should try to 
encourage further development here 
in our City. 


There is no question but that we 
cannot avoid a tax rate increase 


even though we are faced with the 
fact that our collections this year 
are higher, to my mind, than at any 
other time in the history of our City. 
That is principally because of the 
wage demands that are being made, 
as you known, from the Board of 
Education, from the Library, from 
our own departments, and all the 
way through. It ihreatens us with 
a very sharp increase in the tax 
rate. So I think the spirit of the 
resolution is perfect—unless I mis- 
understood the language, Director. 


Commissioner —Ellenstein: AH 
right, let me point it out to you. It 
says, "Now therefore be it resolved 
that we, the undersigned, members 
of the City Commission, duly elected 
by the citizens of Newark and sworn 
to perform faithfully the duties of 
our respective offices, as provided 
by law, will submerge any and all 
personal differences that may exist 
or arise in the future—” 


That is not an admission by any 
means. 


Commissioner Villani: That "may 
exist” may be an admission. 


In further argument that the 
Commission should set aside per- 
sonal differences, Commissioner El- 
lenstein mentioned several resolu- 
tions presented by him which he 
said were defeated without going 
into the merits of the subjects in- 
volved. Commissioner Keenan as- 
serted Director Ellenstein in his 
statement violated the principle of 
the resolution he was presenting. 
He added that he had taken the oath 
of office to fill the obligations of 
his position when he was sworn 
intto office, and that he is carrying 
that out fully, and therefore did not 
feel it necessary to again subscribe 
to it. He defended the acts of the 
Commission, declaring it accepted 
its responsibilities to the citizens of 
the City. The vote on the resolu- 
tion, taken after Mayor Murphy was 
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absent showe a Commissioners 
Keenar, Brady and Villani voting in 
the negative. f
